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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  Loeein  A.  Cooke, 

Governor  of  Connecticut: 
The  Forty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  for  the  year  1898,  comprising  the  reports  of  the 
operations  of  the  steam  railroad  companies  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1898,  and  of  the  street  railway  companies  for  a  period 
of  nine  months,  extending  from  September  30,  1897,  to  June  30, 
1898,  including  the  statistical  tables  deduced  therefrom,  is  here- 
with submitted.  The  partial  recovery  from  the  business  depres- 
sion which  has  prevailed  for  several  years  is  evidenced  by  an 
increase  in  the  gross  earnings  of  the  steam  roads  during  the  past 
year  of  $1,140,475.27  over  the  earnings  of  the  previous  year. 
This  increase  exists,  however,  entirely  in  the  freight  earnings, 
while  the  passenger  earnings  are  about  $33,000  less  than  for  the 
previous  year.  In  March  last,  the  Housatonic  Railroad  Com- 
pany was  merged  in  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company  by  the  exchange  of  its  entire  stock  for  the  stock  of 
the  latter  company,  and  its  organization  has  been  discontinued. 
In  July  last,  the  Shepaug,  Litchfield  &  Northern  Railroad  Com- 
pany was  similarly  absorbed  and  discontinued.  The  New  Eng- 
land Railroad  has  been  leased  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  has  been  operated  by  it  since 
July  1st,  leaving  now  only  four  operating  roads  in  the  State, 
The  New  Canaan  branch  has  been  equipped  as  a  trolley  line  and 
is  now  being  operated  by  electricity,  power  being  supplied  from 
the  power  house  of  the  Stamford  Street  Railway  Company.  On 
the  New  England  Railroad  the  double  track  has  been  extended 
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from  Forestville  to  Bristol  and  the  electric  third  rail  service  has 
also  been  extended  from  New  Britain  to  Bristol.  The  Bridge- 
port improvement  has  been  awaiting  the  decision  by  the  courts 
of  certain  legal  questions  connected  therewith,  as  stated  in  our 
last  report.  The  decision  of  this  case  by  the  Supreme  Court  has 
recently  been  announced  and  appears  in  the  Appendix.  The 
officials  of  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Com- 
pany have  announced  their  intention  to  construct  the  branch 
from  TarifTville,  Conn.,  to  Springfield,  Mass.,  financial  arrange- 
ments having  been  perfected  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  extension 
and  certain  legal  steps  have  already  been  taken  to  carry  out  the 
project.  The  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  is  now  constructing 
on  the  east  bank  of  the  Thames  river  an  extension  of  its  line  from 
Allyn's  Point  to  a  connection  with  the  Stonington  division  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  near  the  east  end  of 
the  Thames  River  bridge  in  the  town  of  Grot  on,  being  six  and  two 
hundred  and  seventy-four  thousandths  miles  in  length.  The 
Meriden,  Waterbury  &  Connecticut  River  Railroad,  which  was 
sold  under  foreclosure  to  Judge  A.  Heaton  Robertson,  of  New 
Haven,  on  May  30,  1896,  and  has  not  been  operated  since  that 
date,  has  recently  been  reorganized  under  the  title  of  the  Middle- 
town,  Meriden  &  Waterbury  Railroad  Company,  with  a  capital  of 
$100,000,  and  it  is  announced  that  it  is  to  be  operated  between 
Middletown  and  Waterbury  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  under  lease  for  one  year. 

The  Philadelphia,  Reading  &  New  England  Railroad  Com- 
pany, now  being  operated  by  a  receiver,  has  recently  been  pur- 
chased under  foreclosure  sale  and  is  soon  to  be  reorganized. 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

WEST  HARTFORD. 

The  petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  West  Hartford, 
brought  under  Chapter  496  of  the  Special  Acts  of  the  General 
Assembly,  January  Session,  1893,  asking  for  certain  alterations 
in  the  highway,  and  in  the  railroad  bridge  and  tracks  over  the 
highway,  and  in  the  abutments  of  said  bridge,  at  Elmwood  in  the 
town  of  West  Hartford,  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  was  de- 
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cided  by  us  on  January  21,  1898.  It  appeared  in  evidence  that 
the  present  abutments  and  bridge  were  constructed  in  accord- 
ance with  an  agreement  between  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  and 
the  railroad  companies,  and  while  we  do  not  hold  that  the  town 
is  by  reason  of  this  agreement  estopped  from  changing  the  high- 
way under  the  bridge  if  conditions  have  changed  since  that  time 
whereby  public  safety  and  convenience  require  such  a  change, 
still,  we  think  that  reasonably  clear  and  satisfactory  evidence 
should  be  submitted  showing  that  public  safety  and  convenience 
demand  such  a  change  before  we  would  be  justified  in  passing  an 
order  involving  an  expenditure  of  something  over  $12,000. 
From  the  evidence  before  us  it  did  not  appear  that  any  accident 
had  ever  occurred  upon  the  highway  under  or  near  the  bridge, 
nor  that  there  is  any  serious  inconvenience  to  the  public  travel 
oyer  this  portion  of  the  highway  caused  by  an  insufficient  breadth 
of  roadway.  We  were,  therefore,  of  the  opinion,  from  the  evi- 
dence presented,  that  public  safety  and  convenience  did  not 
require  that  the  changes  asked  for  in  the  petition  should  be 
ordered  in  the  present  condition  of  the  public  travel  over  said 
highway.     The  petition  was,  therefore,  dismissed. 

WATERBURY. 

The  petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Waterbury, 
asking  that  the  Upper  Waterville  road,  which  crossed  the  New 
England  Railroad  at  grade,  should  be  closed,  and  another  crossing 
not  at  grade  should  be  substituted  therefor,  which  was  pending  at 
the  time  of  our  last  report,  was  decided  by  us  on  February  3, 
1898,  ordering  the  highway  to  be  carried  under  the  railroad,  the 
town  and  the  railroad  company  each  paying  one-half  the  expense 
of  the  change,  the  highway  having  been  constructed  since  the 
location  and  construction  of  the  railroad.  The  change  has  since 
been  made  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

NORWICH. 

Upon  the  representations  of  the  Norwich  Street  Railway 
Company  that  it  would  be  impracticable  for  it  to  properly  equip 
its  cars  with  vestibules  within  the  time  named  in  our  order  of 
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January  17,  1898,  the  time  was  by  us  extended  until  December 
1,  1898. 

HAMPTON. 

The  New  .England  Railroad  Company  brought  its  petition 
on  the  29th  of  December,  1897,  asking  that  Shippee's  crossing,  so 
called,  in  the  town  of  Hampton,  situated  about  1,900  feet  west 
of  Chaplin  station,  be  changed  to  cross  over  said  railroad  instead 
of  crossing  at  grade.  After  suitable  notice  and  hearing  the  peti- 
tion was  granted  on  April  11,  1898,  and  the  change  has  been 
made  during  the  past  season,  the  railroad  company  paying  the 
entire  cost  of  the  same. 

NORTH  WINDHAM. 

Upon  the  petition  of  the  New  England  Railroad  Company, 
presented  to  us  December  29,  1897,  asking  that  a  certain  high- 
way in  the  town  of  Windham,  westerly  of  the  North  Windham 
station,  be  altered  so  as  to  pass  under  its;  railroad  instead  of 
crossing  it  at  grade,  an  order  was  issued  by  us  on  April  11,  1898, 
granting  the  petition,  and  the  changes  have  been  made  in  accord- 
ance therewith,  at  the  expense  of  the  railroad  company. 

ANDOVER. 

On  the  29th  of  December,  1897,  the  New  England  Railroad 
Company  also  presented  its  petition  asking  that  a  highway  in 
the  town  of  Andover  about  four  thousand  feet  east  of  Andover 
station,  known  as  Hop  River  Turnpike,  be  altered  to  cross  under 
its  railroad  instead  of  crossing  it  at  grade.  Said  petition  was 
duly  heard  and  granted,  and  the  changes  have  been  made  at  the 
sole  expense  of  the  railroad  company. 

UNION  CITY. 

On  February  2,  1898,  the  Warden  and  Burgesses  of  the 
Borough  of  Naugatuck  brought  a  petition  asking  us  to  grant  per- 
mission to  the  Naugatuck  Malleable  Iron  Company  to  construct 
and  maintain  a  side  track  from  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Company  across  the  borough  highway  into 
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the  yard  of  said  Malleable  Iron  Company.  Upon  due  notice 
and  hearing,  no  one  appearing  in  opposition  thereto,  the  petition 
was  granted  subject  to  the  usual  restrictions  as  to  the  use  of  the 
same. 

BRIDGEPORT  TRACTION    COMPANY. 

The  Bridgeport  Traction  Company  presented  its  petition 
dated  September  9,  1897,  asking  for  certain  modifications  in  a 
previous  order  made  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners  as  to  the 
manner  of  its  crossing  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company  at  North  avenue,  East  Washing- 
ton avenue,  Congress  street,  East  Main  street,  and  Main  street, 
in  the  city  of  Bridgeport.  The  hearing  upon  the  petition  was, 
at  the  request  of  the  petitioner,  deferred  until  March  21,  1898, 
when  the  parties  were  heard  and  substantially  agreed  to  the 
changes  proposed,  except  as  to  the  manner  of  making  them,  and 
as  to  a  change  in  the  height  of  the  trolley  above  the  railroad 
tracks,  which  it  was  finally  agreed  should  not  be  changed.  The 
principal  change  asked  for  was  the  substitution  of  an  improved 
standard  crossing  frog  for  steam  and  electric  roads  for  the  jump- 
frog,  so  called.  It  was  agreed  that  the  proposed  crossing  frog 
was  preferable  to  the  one  heretofore  used,  and  its  use  was  per- 
mitted. Some  slight  modification  in  the  duties  of  flagmen  at  the 
points  of  crossing  was  also  made. 

NEW  HAVEN. 

The  Mayor  and  Court  of  Common  Council  of  the  city  of 
New  Haven  on  the  23d  day  of  April,  1898,  presented  a  petition 
requesting  us  to  pass  an  order  permitting  the  G.  E.  Warner 
Manufacturing  Company  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company,  or  either  of  them,  to  construct  and 
operate  a  track  or  tracks  across  Laurel  street  extension  at  grade, 
for  the  purpose  of  switching  cars  to  and  from  the  factory  of  the 
said  G.  F.  Warner  Manufacturing  Company.  After  due  notice 
and  hearing  to  the  proper  parties,  no  one  appearing  in  opposition 
thereto,  the  request  was  granted  with  the  customary  provisions 
for  public  safety  in  the  use  thereof. 
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TORRINGTON. 

On  May  16,  1898,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  presented  its  petition  asking  for  our  approval 
of  its  taking  by  condemnation  certain  lands  needed  for  the  en- 
largement of  its  station  grounds  in  Torrington,  which,  after 
proper  notice  and  hearing,  was  granted  without  opposition  from 
any  quarter. 

NEWINGTON. 

The  selectmen  of  Newington  petitioned  us  August  20,  1898, 
to  order  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  establish  and  maintain  gates  at  Clayton's  and  Wethers- 
field  crossings,  in  the  town  of  Newington.  After  due  notice,  we 
heard  the  parties  and  visited  and  examined  the  crossings,  and  as 
to  Clayton's  crossing  ordered  an  electric  alarm-bell  to  be  main- 
tained and  operated,  and  limited  the  speed  of  all  third-rail  service 
to  a  rate  not  exceeding  ten  miles  per  hour  in  passing  over  said 
crossing.  In  July,  1883,  a  former  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners issued  an  order  directing  the  \Vethersfield  road  to  be  car- 
ried over  the  railroad  by  a  bridge  to  be  constructed  to>  its  satis- 
faction. As  this  would  be  the  most  effectual  way  of  eliminating 
the  danger  at  that  crossing,  in  view  of  this  pending  order,  which 
has  not  been  complied  with,  we  declined  to  take  any  further 
action  in  the  premises. 

PLAINVILLE. 

The  Selectmen  of  Plainville  brought  a  petition  on  July  20, 
1898,  for  gates,  flagmen,  or  electric  signals  at  East  Main  street 
and  East  street  crossings  in  said  town.  The  petition  was  heard 
August  19th,  and  an  electric  alarm-bell  was  ordered  to  be  placed 
at  East  Main  street,  and  all  third-rail  service  over  both  crossings 
was  restricted  to  a  speed  not  greater  than  ten  miles  an  hour. 

BRISTOL. 

On  August  19,  1898,  the  Selectmen  of  Bristol  presented  a 
petition  for  gates,  or  such  other  protection  as  might  seem  proper, 
at  Federal,  Maple,  Center,  Henry,  and  East  streets  in  the  village 
of  Bristol,  and  Broad  street  in  Forestville.  After  a  hearing  and 
examination  of  said  crossings  on  September  2d,  a  flagman  was 
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ordered  to  be  stationed  at  Maple  street  crossing,  and  the  third- 
rail  service  over  Henry  and  East  streets  was  restricted  to  a  speed 
not  exceeding  ten  miles  an  hour.  The  other  crossings  were,  in 
our  opinion,  no  more  dangerous  than  the  majority  of  unprotected 
crossings  throughout  the  State. 

HARTFORD. 

On  the  28th  day  of  May,  1898,  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners of  the  city  of  Hartford  presented  a  petition  requesting 
us  to  approve  a  plan  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Broad  street 
bridge  in  said  city.  The  railroad  company  presented  such  a  plan 
as  we  had  approved  in  other  similar  places,  and  which  we  thought 
to  be  sufficient1;  but  the  city  preferring  its  own  plan  and  agree- 
ing to  pay  the  excess  in  cost  of  its  plan  over  that  presented  by 
the  railroad  company,  upon  these  conditions  we  approved  the 
plan  presented  by  the  city. 

WINDSOR  STREET  SPUR. 

The  petition  of  the  Mayor  and  Court,  of  Common  Council  of 
the  city  of  Hartford  was  presented  to  us  June  27,  1898,  request- 
ing us  to  make  such  orders  as  we  might  judge  proper  in  regard 
to  the  laying  of  a  spur  track  from  the  yard  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  across  Windsor  street 
into  the  yard  of  the  Columbia  Brewing  Company.  The  applica- 
tion was  heard  on  the  8th  of  July,  and  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners of  the  city  of  Hartford  appeared  to  oppose  the  petition, 
and  the  case  was  continued  until  October  1st,  when  it  was  finally 
heard,  and  the  request  was  granted  under  the  usual  restrictions 
imposed  in  such  cases. 

SPRINGFIELD  EXTENSION  OF  THE  HARTFORD  AND  CON- 
NECTICUT WESTERN  RAILROAD. 

The  location  of  the  extension  of  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut 
Western  Railroad  from  TarifTville  to  Springfield  was  approved 
by  the  Railroad  Commissioners  in  August,  1889,  except  as  to 
the  grade  where  such  extension  crosses  certain  lands  of  the 
New  Haven   &   Northampton    Company   near   the   village    of 
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Tariffville,  and  over  certain  highways  crossed  in  the  towns 
through  which  said  extension  passes  within  the  limits  of  the 
State,  said  grades  to'  be  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
parties,  and  if  no  agreement  can  be  effected,  then  as  they,  the 
commissioners,  may  direct.  The  company  agreed  with  the  towns 
as  to  the  highway  crossings,  but  were  unable  to  agree  with  the 
New  Haven  &  Northampton  Company  as  to  the  crossing  of  what 
was  formerly  the  Tarifrville  branch  of  that  line,  hence  brought 
an  application  for  us  to  determine  said  grade,  as  the  former  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  had  promised  to  do  in  the  event  of  a 
disagreement.  This  application  was  opposed  by  the  eminent 
counsel  of  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Company,  but  we 
considered  it  to  be  our  duty  to  determine  the  grade  of  said  cross- 
ing, in  accordance  with  the  promise  made  in  the  finding  of  the 
commissioners  when  -the  location  of  said  extension  was  approved. 
It  was  shown  to  be  impracticable  to  construct  the  Springfield 
extension  under  the  grade  of  the  Tariffville  branch,  and  as  the 
branch  has  not  been  used  for  railroad  purposes  for  many  years 
past,  and,  in  our  judgment  is  not  likely  to  be  so  used  for  many 
years  to  come,  it  seemed  to  us  that  public  safety,  under  these 
circumstances,  did  not  require  the  extension,  at  great  expense,  to 
be  constructed  above  grade  over  said  branch  line;  we  therefore 
determined  to  permit  it  to  be  constructed  at  grade  across  said 
branch. 

We  have  now  pending,  and  not  yet  fully  heard  or  decided, 
the  petition  of  .the  Selectmen  of  Stafford  for  the  elimination  of 
a  highway  grade  crossing  on  the  New  London  Northern  Rail- 
road; the  petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  Groton,  asking  for  the 
change  of  a  certain  highway  in  said  town,  which,  they  allege,  is 
in  dangerous  proximity  to  the  extension  of  the  "Norwich  & 
Worcester  Railroad  from  Allyn's  Point  through  Groton;  the 
application  of  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company  for 
the  approval  of  the  location  of  its  Allyn's  Point  extension;  the 
application  of  the  clergymen  of  Meriden  for  vestibules  on  the 
cars  of  the  Meriden  Street  Railway  Company;  and  the  applica- 
tion of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany for  the  discontinuance  of  certain  cattle-guards  on  the  New 
England  Railroad.     Other  matters  have  had  the  attention  of  the 
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Commissioners  not  of  sufficient  public  interest  to  be  enumerated 
here. 


ACCIDENTS. 


PASSENGERS. 


The  number  of  passengers  injured  bas  been  12.  None  are 
reported  killed.  Five  were  injured  in  collisions,  one  fell  from  a 
train,  one  by  derailment,  one  at  a  station,  and  four  from  otber 
causes  not  definitely  given.  The  total  number  injured  last  year 
was  29,  one  of  wbom  was  killed. 

EMPLOYES. 

The  total  number  of  employes  injured  has  been  175,  which 
is  45  less  than  last  year.  Of  the  number  injured,  31  were  killed. 
These  injuries  were  distributed  as  follows:  Trainmen,  136; 
switchmen,  watchmen,  and  flagmen,  7;  other  employes,  32.  The 
number  of  trainmen  killed  was  21,  compared  with  12  last  year, 
with  no  switchmen,  flagmen,  and  watchmen  reported  killed, 
and  only  7  injured,  and  10  other  employes  were  killed,  and  22 
injured.  Of  the  trainmen,  41  were  injured  coupling  or  un- 
coupling cars,  43  falling  from  trains  or  engines,  8  were  struck 
by  overhead  structures,  3  were  injured  at  stations,  9  from  col- 
lisions, 1  from  derailment,  8  from  other  train  accidents,  and  23 
from  other  various  causes.  Five  of  the  switchmen  were  in- 
jured coupling  or  uncoupling  engines,  and  two  from  other  causes. 
Of  the  employes,  47  were  injured  in  coupling  or  uncoupling 
engines  or  cars,  compared  with  70  injured  from  the  same  cause 
last  year. 

TRESPASSERS. 

The  number  of  trespassers  injured  was  154,  compared  with 
156  for  the  previous  year.  Of  this  number,  97  were  killed,  8 
more  than  last  year.     The  number  of  casualties  resulting  from

This  shows  the  total  injuries  for  the  last  six  years  to  have  been 
963,  of  which  number  518,  or  more  than  one-half,  resulted  fa- 
tally. 

NON-TRESPASSERS. 

Those  not  classed  as  passengers,  employes,  or  trespassers  are 
classed  as  non-trespassers,  and  of  those  so  classed,  24  were  in- 
jured, 12  fatally. 


HIGHWAY  CROSSINGS. 

The  number  injured" at  highway  crossings  have  been  25,  two 
less  than  last  year,  of  which  number  16  died  from  injuries  so  re- 
ceived. The  number  of  highway  crossings  at  grade  within  the 
State  are  1,007,  eight  less  than  last  year,  of  which  number  169 
are  protected  by  gates,  flagmen,  or  signal  bells.  The  number 
of  highway  crossings  under  the  track  are  230,  and  the  number 
carried  over  the  tracks  are  203.  During  the  year  the  reduction 
of  the  number  of  grade  crossings  has  been  distributed  as  follows : 
One  in  ISTew  Haven,  three  in  Wallingford,  and  four  in  Clinton. 
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FINANCIAL    STATEMENT. 

CAPITAL  STOCK. 

The  total  capital  stock  of  all  the  companies  now  reporting 
to  us  is  $99,433,420.88,  a  decrease  of  $959,780  for  the  year. 
There  has  been  an  increase  on  the  Boston  &  New  York  Air  Line 
Railroad  of  $25,620,  on  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut  "Western 
of  $1,200,  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
of  $21,000,  a  total  increase  of  $47,820.  There  has  been  a 
decrease  on  the  Housatonic  Railroad  of  $7,600,  on  the  Shore 
Line  of  $1,000,000,  the  company  having  been  merged  with  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Company.  The  amount  of 
stock  issued  per  mile  of  road  owned  is  $65,536.16. 

FUNDED  DEBT. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  and  the 
Norwich  &  Worcester  companies  have  increased  their  funded 
debt  $3,000,000  and  $280,000,  respectively,  making  the  amount 
reported  by  all  companies  $46,760,000.  This  amount,  how- 
ever, still  includes  $11,500,000  mortgage  debt  of  the  New 
England  Railroad  Company,  which  constitutes  an  underlying  lien 
upon  the  property.  The  funded  debt  per  mile  of  road  is  $30,- 
819.32. 

CURRENT  LIABILITIES. 

The  current  liabilities  have  been  decreased  during  the  year 

$3,878,461.89,  and  now  amount  to  $5,702,884.88,  being  $4,- 
889.47  per  mile  of  road. 

GROSS  EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  for  the  year  have  been  $37,493,745.10, 
an  increase  of  $1,140,475.27.  Passenger  earnings  were  $18,- 
343,622.98,  a  decrease  of  $32,740.88,  and  amounted  to  $7,929.12 
per  mile  of  road  operated.  Freight  earnings  have  been  $18,- 
736,552.97,  or  $1,140,285.47  more  than  the  year  previous,  and 
were  $8,098.97  per  mile  of  road  operated. 
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OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

The  operating  expenses  were  $26,265,774.61,  $1,129,036.91 
more  than  for  previous  year,  and  constitute  70  per  cent,  of  the 
gross  earnings. 

NET  EARNINGS. 

The  net  earnings  have  been  $11,227,970.49,  $10,459.21 
more  than  the  previous  year. 

TAXES. 

The  amount  of  $2,032,983.19  has  been  paid  in  taxes,  of  which 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  and  leased  lines 
paid  $1,688,929.96.  The  total  taxes  paid  were  5  and  forty-two 
one  hundredths  per  cent,  of  gross  earnings,  and  18  and  eleven 
one-hundredths  per  cent,  of  the  net  earnings.  The  amount  of 
taxes  paid  to  the  State  of  Connecticut  was  $910,137.50. 

DIVIDENDS. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
paid  in  dividends,  $3,809,816,  in  addition  to  which  this  road  paid 
$466,220  upon  the  stock  of  its  leased  lines,  making  a  total  of 
$4,276,036  paid  by  this  company.  The  total  amount  paid  by 
all  companies  was  $4,658,921.  The  amount  of  capital  stock 
upon  which  dividends  were  paid  has  been  $61,725,350,  and  upon 
which  no  dividends  were  paid,  $37,708,070.88. 

PASSENGERS  CARRIED  AND  PASSENGER  REVENUE. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  during  the  year  has  been 
49,835,448,  51,759  more  than  last  year.  The  average  length  of 
each  passenger  trip  has  been  17.29,  a  decrease  of  .13  miles  over 
that  of  the  previous  year.  The  passenger  revenue  has  been  $15,- 
521,018.36,  or  31.15  cents  per  passenger,  as  compared  with  31.50 
cents  for  previous  year.  Average  receipts  per  passenger  mile  was 
1  cent  and  80  mills.  Passenger  earnings  per  mile  of  road  were 
$7,929.12,  a  decrease  of  $14.15.  Passenger  earnings  per  train 
mile,  $1.36. 
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FREIGHT  CARRIED  AND  FREIGHT  REVENUE. 

The  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried  during  the  year  has 
been  15,992,684,  being  an  increase  of  1,176,833  tons.  The 
average  haul  was  81.42  miles,  a  decrease  of  .16  miles.  The  total 
freight  revenue  was  $18,079,454.56,  compared  with  $17,021,- 
527.29  for  the  previous  year,  or  an  increase  of  $1,057,907.27. 
The  average  amount  received  for  each  ton  of  freight  was  $1.13, 
or  .02  less  than  last  year.  Average  receipts  per  ton  per  mile  were 
13  cents  and  8  mills.  Freight  earnings  per  mile  of  road,  $8,- 
098.97,  an  increase  of  $492.90.  Freight  earnings  per  train  mile 
were  $2.67. 

TRAIN  MILEAGE. 

The  mileage  of  passenger  trains  was  13,407,405  miles,  682,- 
644  more  than  for  the  previous  year.  Freight  trains  ran  6,879- 
429  miles,  91,464  less  than  last  year.  The  miscellaneous  mile- 
age was  5,916,193,  an  increase  of  109,787  miles.  26,203,027 
miles  were  run  by  all  trains,  700,967  miles  more  than  last  year. 

PROPERTY  ACCOUNTS. 

The  property  accounts  of  all  the  companies  amount  to  $175,- 
728,869.23,  an  increase  of  $5,635,266.47.  The  total  amount 
is  made  up  of  the  following  items:  Cost  of  roads,  $124,855,- 
657.01;  cost  of  equipment,  $12,313,143.15;  bonds  and  stocks, 
$13,639,337.84;  other  permanent  investments,  $8,117,674.73; 
cash  and  current  assets,  $5,003,398.14;  other  assets,  $11,799,- 
658.36.  The  average  cost  of  road  is  $82,291.85.  The  equip- 
ment averages  $5,322.41  per  mile  of  road  operated. 

LENGTH  OF  ROADS. 
The  length  of  main  line  and  branches  in  the  State  amounts 
to  1,008.25,  an  increase  of  .10  on  the  New  London  Northern 
Railroad,  probably  the  result  of  remeasurement ;  the  length  of 
second  track  is  248.55,  an  increase  of  5.62  miles,  2.44  of  which 
is  on  the  main  line  of  the  New  England  road,  and  3.18  miles  on 
the  New  Britain  branch  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad.  The  length  of  third  and  fourth  tracks  is  42.44, 
same  as  for  the  previous  year,  making  1,341.68  miles  of  single 
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track  in  main  line  and  branches.  There  are  also  463.52  miles 
of  sidings,  an  increase  of  14.76  miles,  or  a  total  of  1,805.20  miles 
of  track  in  the  State,  an  increase  of  20.48  miles. 

EARNINGS  AND  EXPENSES  PER  MILE  OPERATED. 
The  number  of  miles  of  road  operated  was  2,313.45,  the  same 
as  last  year,  and  the  gross  earnings  per  mile  operated  amounted 
to  $16,206.86,  an  increase  of  $492.90.  The  operating  expenses 
increased  488.04  per  mile  operated,  and  amounted  to  $11,353.51. 
The  net  earnings  were  $48.08  per  mile  operated  more  than  the 
previous  year,  amounting  to  $4,896.57,  as  compared  with  $4,- 
848.49  for  the  previous  year. 

EARNINGS  AND  EXPENSES  PER  MILE  RUN. 
The  gross  earnings  per  mile  run  were  $1.8308,  while  the 
operating  expenses  per  mile  run  were  $1.28255.     The  net  earn- 
ings per  mile  run  were  $.54337. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  WAY  AND  STRUCTURES. 
The  sum  of  $4,919,416.59  has  been  paid  for  maintenance  of 
way  and  structures,  $401,908.99  more  than  for  the  previous  year, 
and  amounts  to  $2,125.98  per  mile  operated,  and  18  cents  per 
mile  run.

$10,459.21  more  than  for  the  past  year.  The  operating  ex- 
penses are  70  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings,  and  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  is  18  and  seventy- 
three  one-hundredths  per  cent,  of  the  total  operating  expenses, 
being  $1,551.52  per  mile  of  single  track  and  sidings.  The  num- 
ber of  new  ties  laid  per  mile  of  single  track,  including  sidings,  has 
been  438,  and  34,728  tons  of  new  steel  rails  have  been  placed 
in  the  track,  which  is  about  14,000  tons  more  than  were'  laid  last 
year.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  about  900  in  the  total  num- 
ber of  employes,  more  than  one-half  of  this  increase  being  in 
the  maintenance  department.  The  total  number  employed  in 
the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  has  been  23  and  forty- 
three  one-hundredths  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  employes. 

Neiu  York  Division. 

Since  the  last  report  new  steel  rails  weighing  100  pounds  per 
yard  have  been  laid  between  South  Norwalk  and  Bridgeport, 
thus  extending  this  heavy  weight  of  steel  over  the  entire  por- 
tion of  this  division,  which  has  been  four-tracked.  Some  of  the 
74-pound  rails  displaced  by  this  change  were  laid  on  the  New 
Canaan  branch,  which  has  been  converted  into  a  trolley  line,  and 
has  been  operated  by  electricity  supplied  by  the  power-house 
of  the  Stamford  Street  Railway  since  August  7th,  running  be- 
tween New  Canaan  a»nd  Stamford,  twelve  trains,  each  way,  be- 
tween the  hours  of  6.10  a.  m.  and  9.32  p.  m.  New  floors  have 
been  placed  during  the  year  on  the  Cos  Cob,  Saugatuck,  and 
Housatonic  River  bridges. 

Hartford  Division. 

About  1,000  tons  of  new  steel  rails  have  been  laid  on  this 
division  during  the  last  year,  principally  between  Wallingford 
and  North  Haven,  and  71,000  ties  have  been  placed  in  the  track. 
A  new  iron  girder  bridge  has  been  erected  on  the  Middletown 
branch  in  place  of  a  wooden  structure.  The  improvements  in 
the  freight  facilities  at  New  Britain,  referred  to  in  our  last  re- 
port, have  been  completed  in  a  most  thorough  manner.

Air  Line  Division. 

The  iron  bridges  winch,  were  erected  when  this  road  was 
originally  constructed  and  which  were  sufficiently  strong  and  safe 
for  the  traffic  at  that  time,  are  too  light  for  the  requirements  of  the 
present  traffic,  and  are  to  be  rebuilt  of  sufficient  strength  to  meet 
present  requirements.  Many  of  these  structures  between  IsTew 
Haven  and  Middletown  have  already  been  so  reconstructed.  At 
Cobalt  an  arch  of  masonry  has  been  constructed  and  an  embank- 
ment of  earth  over  the  same  has  been  substituted  for  the  iron 
trestle  which  formerly  spanned  the  stream  at  this  place. 

New  London  Division. 

A  new  passenger  station  building  with  covered  platforms 
each  side  of  the  same  has  been  erected  during  the  past  season  at 
Leete's  Island.  The  track  and  bridges  of  the  division  have  been 
maintained  in  their  usually  good  condition. 

Stonington  Division. 

A  portion  of  the  trestle  spanning  Winthrop  Cove  has  been 
re-floored  and  the  balance  of  the  structure  is  to  be  similarly  re- 
paired. It  is  proposed  soon  to  place  iron  girders  in  place  of  two 
short  wooden  Howe  truss  bridges  just  westerly  of  Stonington 
station.  That  portion  of  this  division  within  the  State  is  gen- 
erally in  good  condition. 

Naugatuck  Division. 

On  this  division  1,400  tons  of  steel  rails  have  been  laid, 
principally  from  Watertown  Junction  to  the  branch  bridge,  with 
some  near  Naugatuck  Junction,  and  some  between  East  Litchfield 
and  Torrington,  and  25,000  new  ties  have  been  placed  in  the 
track.  The  branch  bridge,  so  called,  has  been  rebuilt  of  iron, 
on  new  masonry  foundations,  and  the  alignment  of  the  track  on 
both  sides  thereof  has  been  changed  so  as  to  reduce  the  curvature. 
ISTew  passenger  and  freight  station  buildings  have  been  erected 
at  Torrington  and  Seymour,  and  the  station  grounds  have  been 
enlarged  and  the  tracks  rearranged  and  extended.  These  pas- 
senger station  buildings  are  superior  in  design,  construction,  and 
conveniences  to  any  heretofore  constructed  on  this  division. 
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Northampton  Division. 

About  10  miles  of  the  track  of  this  division  have  been  laid 
with  steel  rails,  and  seven  and  one-third  miles  have  been  thor- 
oughly ballasted  during  the  past  season,  which  has  greatly  im- 
proved its  general  condition.  On  the  JSTew  Hartford  branch  cer- 
tain portions  of  the  roadbed  most  exposed  to  injury  from  the 
high  water  of  the  Farmington  River  have  been  protected  by  rip- 
rapping  with  stone  the  slopes  of  such  embankments.  One  small 
bridge  has  been  entirely  rebuilt  of  iron,  with  new  masonry  abut- 
ments and  a  pier  in  the  center,  doubling  the  span  of  the  former 
bridge. 

Valley  Division. 

The  track  of  this  division  is  in  good  order  and  the  bridges, 
many  of  which  have  been  renoored,  are  in  good  condition. 

Berkshire  Division. 

About  8  miles  of  steel  rails  have  been  laid  in  the  track  of  this 
division  during  the  past  season,  and  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  track  has  been  ballasted,  and  the  ditches  have  been  opened 
and  the  drainage  improved.  On  the  Derby  branch  the  masonry 
of  the  various  bridges  through  West  Haven  has  been  repointed 
and  new  masonry  has  been  placed  under  a  short  bridge  north  of 
Shelton.  The  track  and  bridges  of  the  division  are  in  excellent 
condition. 

D anbury  Division. 

]STo  new  work  has  been  done  or  material  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  track  or  structures  of  this  division  during  the  past 
year,  but  they  have  been  maintained  in  their  usual  condition. 
The  freight  depot  at  JSTorwalk  has  been  moved  from  the  east 
to  the  west  side  of  the  tracks,  where  it  is  now  accessible  without 
the  danger  of  crossing  the  tracks. 
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SUMMARY  OF  THE  OPERATIONS  OP  THE  NEW  YORK,  NEW" 
HAVEN  &  HARTFORD  RAILROAD  SYSTEM  FOR  THE  YEAR 
ENDING  JUNE  30,  1898. 

The  gross  earnings  for  the  year  have  been  $30,322,737.55, 
being  $699,404.45  more  than  for  the  preceding  year.  There 
has  been  an  increase  of  $741,643.52  in  the  freight  earnings,  a 
decrease  of  $66,195.29  in  the  passenger  earnings,  and  an  in- 
crease of  $23,956.22  in  other  earnings.  The  operating  expenses 
have  been  $20,891,685.89,  being  $848,428.35  more  than  for 
the  previous  year,  and  constituting  68  and  nine-tenths  per  cent, 
of  the  gross  earnings.  The  net  earnings  are  $9,431,051.66, 
which  are  $149,023.90  less  than  last  year.  The  amount  ex- 
pended for  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  has  been  $3,- 
845,488.08,  being  $318,514.27  more  than  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  the  same  purpose  for  the  previous  year,  and  amounts 
to  $1,307.13  per  mile  of  single  track  operated,  exclusive  of 
trackage  rights,  being  18  and  forty-one  one-hundredths  per  cent, 
of  the  total  operating  expenses.  The  number  of  new  ties  placed 
in  the  track  has  been  1,013,530,  being  479  ties  per  mile  of  single 
track,  and  the  number  of  tons  of  steel  rails  laid  has  been  23,- 
049.72.  The  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  equipment  has  been 
$3,406,545.64,  and  the  sum  of  $442,348.46  has  been  charged 
to  operating  expenses  for  equipment,  consisting  of  ten  locomo- 
tives, three  hundred  coal  cars,  two'  tugs,  one  car  float,  a  wrecking 
crane,  an  airbrake  car,  and  other  cars  of  all  classes.  The  whole 
number  of  employes,  including  officers,  is  21,486,  being  718  more 
than  for  the  previous  year,  to  whom  the  sum  of  $13,058,313.79 
has  been  paid  for  services  rendered.  The  number  employed  in 
the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  has  been  5,113,  to  whom 
$2,273,921.80  has  been  paid  in  compensation  for  work  done. 

NEW  ENGLAND  RAILROAD. 

Bank  Street,  in  the  city  of  Waterbury,  which  formerly 
crossed  the  railroad  at  grade,  has  been  carried  under  it  in  ac- 
cordance with  a  decree  of  the  Superior  Court  for  ISTew  Haven 
County,  dated  November  14,  1888,  made  on  an  appeal  of  the 
city  of  Waterbury  from  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners, 
which  eliminates  one  of  the  most  dangerous  grade  crossings  within 
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the  city.  The  upper  Waterville  road  leading  from  Waterbury  to 
Waterville  has  also  been  earned  under  the  railroad,  the  city  of 
Waterbury  paying  onei-half  of  the  expense  of  the  change,  the 
highway  having  been  laid  out  since  the  location  and  construc- 
tion of  the  railroad.  Upon  the  petition  of  the  railroad 
company  three  grade  crossings  have  been  eliminated  at  the 
expense  of  the  company,  one  about  one-half  mile  east  of 
Andover  station  being  carried  imder  the  railroad,  one  at 
North  Windham  station  also  carried  under  the  railroad, 
and  one  near  Chaplin  station  which-  has  been  carried  over 
the  railroad.  The  double  track,  as  elsewhere  stated,  has  been  ex- 
tended from  Forestville  to  Bristol,  and  the  third-rail  electric 
service  has  been  extended  from  New  Britain  to  Bristol,  with 
hourly  trips  from  6.05  a.  m.  to  11  p.  m.  On  the  Norwich 
division  thirty  miles  of  new  steel  rails  weighing  80  pounds  to  the 
yard  have  been  laid  between  Putnam  and  Norwich,  and  the 
track  has  been  generally  reballasted,  and  put  in  excellent  con- 
dition. The  grading  of  the  extension  of  this  division  from  Allyn's 
Point  to  a  junction  with  the  Stonington  division  near  the  east  end 
of  the  Thames  River  bridge  in  the  town  of  Groton  is  well  ad- 
vanced and  will  soon  be  completed.  The  other  divisions  of  this 
system  have  been  maintained  in  good  condition. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  system  for  the  past  year  have  been 
$5,570,645.74,  being  $333,455.01  more  than  for  the  previous 
year.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  $41,727.29  in  the  passenger 
earnings,  and  of  $288,159.14  in  the  freight  earnings,  together 
with  an  increase  of  $3,618.08  in  earnings  from  other  sources. 
The  operating  expenses  have  been  $4,227,996.08,  being  $230,- 
122.99  more  than  for  the  preceding  year,  and  constituting  75 
and  nine-tenths  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings.  The  net  earn- 
ings have  been  $1,342,649.66,  being  $103,332.02  more  than  for 
last  year.  The  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures 
was  $827,980.44,  which  is  $68,711.74  more  than  the  amount 
expended  for  the  same  purpose  last  year,  being  $985.24  per  mile 
of  single  track,  excluding  trackage  rights,  and  constitutes  about 
19^  per  cent,  of  the  total  operating  expenses.  The  amount  ex- 
pended for  the  maintenance  of  equipment  has  been  $620,867.45, 
being  $19,842.45  more  than  for  the  preceding  year.     The  num- 
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ber  of  new  ties  placed  in  the  track  has  been  264,033,  being  428 
ties  per  mile  of  single  track.  The  number  of  tons  of  new  steel 
rails  laid  has  been  8,872.40.  The  total  number  of  employes,  in- 
cluding officers,  is  4,118,  to  whom  the  sum  of  $2,505,873.78  has 
been  paid  for  services  rendered.  The  number  of  persons  em- 
ployed in  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  has  been  765, 
to  whom  $315,877.72  has  been  paid  for  their  services.  The 
equipment  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  6  passenger  cars 
and  38  freight  cars. 

PHILADELPHIA,  READING  &  NEW  ENGLAND  RAILROAD. 

The  condition  of  the  track  of  this  road  has  been  greatly  im- 
proved by  the  large  number  of  new  and  heavy  steel  rails  which 
were  laid  last  season,  and  which  have  been  ballasted  and  sur- 
faced during  the  past  summer.  A  new  passenger  station  building 
has  been  erected  of  stone,  with  covered  platforms,  and'all  modern 
station  conveniences,  at  Norfolk,  towards  the  expense  of  which 
the  locality  contributed  liberally,  and  whose  superior  taste  has 
been  displayed  in  the  interior  furnishings  and  appointments, 
which  make  it  unusually  pleasant  and  attractive. 

A  new  station  building  has  also  been  erected  at  Winsted, 
which,  though  small,  occupies  all  the  available  space  which  could 
be  appropriated  for  such  a  purpose  in  that  precise  locality  and  is  a 
great  improvement  over  the  building  which  preceded  it.  A 
dangerous  highway  crossing  in  the  town  of  Canaan,  which  for- 
merly crossed  the  track  at  grade,  has  been  eliminated  by  carry- 
ing it  under  the  railroad,  the  town  contributing  towards  the  ex- 
pense by  doing  the  grading  of  the  highway  and  the  railroad 
building  the  masonry  and  erecting  the  bridge. 

The  gross  earnings  for  the  year  have  been  $681,610.83,  being 
$34,135.97  more  than  for  the  previous  year.  The  operating 
expenses  have  ,been  $468,081.67,  which  are  $15,784.65  more 
than  last  year. 

The  net  earnings  are  $213,529.16,  being  $18,351.32  in 
excess  of  the  previous  year.  The  amount  expended  for  main- 
tenance of  way  and  structures  has  been  $109,794.18,  being 
$595.57  per  mile  of  single  track  operated,  and  constituting  23 
per  cent,  of  the  total  operating  expenses.     The  number  of  new 
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ties  placed  in  the  track  has  been  49,300,  being  267  ties  per  mile 
of  single  track.  The- number  of  employes,  including  officers, 
is  522,  to  whom  the  sum  of  $276,635.28  has  been  paid  for  their 
services.  The  number  employed  in  the  maintenance  of  way  and 
structures  is  198,  who  have  received  for  their  services  the  sum 
of  $75,503.02. 

NEW  LONDON  NORTHERN  RAILROAD. 

Operated  by  the  Receivers  of  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad. 

A  new  iron  bridge  has  been  erected  south  of  Yantic  to  re- 
place the  wooden  bridge  which  was  recently  burned.  A  sufficient 
quantity  of  steel  rails  are  to  be  furnished  to  complete  the  renewal 
of  the  track  between  jNTew  London  and  Norwich,  which,  it  is  ex- 
pected, will  be  laid  this  season.  The  track  and  bridges  have 
been  maintained  in  satisfactory  condition.  The  gross  earnings 
for  the  year  have  been  $838,531.76,  which  is  $69,960.18  more 
than  for  the  previous  year.  The  operating  expenses  have  been 
$603,422.43,  being  $26,637.49  more  than  for  the  past  year,  and 
constituting  71  and  nine-tenths  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings. 
The  net  earnings  are  $235,109.33,  being  $43,322.69  in  excess 
of  the  earnings  of  the  previous  year.  The  amount  expended  for 
the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  has  been  $103,788.49, 
being  $1,037.88  per  mile  of  single  track  operated,  and  is  17  and 
two-tenths  per  cent,  of  the  total,  operating  expenses.  The  num- 
ber of  new  ties  placed  in  the  track  has  been  50,000,  being  500 
per  mile,  and  the  number  of  tons  of  new  steel  rails  laid  has  been 
600.  The  number  of  employes,  including  officers,  is  532,  whose 
yearly  compensation  amounts  to  $274,085.27,  of  whom  124  have 
been  employed  in  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures,  who 
have  received  $49,807.82  for  their  services. 

SHEPAUG.  LITCHFIELD  &  NORTHERN  RAILROAD. 

The  track  and  bridges  of  this  road  have  been  maintained  in 
good  condition  and  a  considerable  amount  of  ballasting  has  been 
done  during  the  past  year.  The  gross  earnings  for  the  year  have 
been  $66,834.69,  as  compared  with  $66,767.38  for  the  previous 
year.  The  operating  expenses  have  been  $63,900.41,  being 
$8,286.63  more  than  for  the  preceding  year.  The  net  earnings 
were  $2,934.28,  being  $8,219.32  less  than  last  year.     The  sum  of 
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$28,747.35  was  expended  for  maintenance  of  way  and  structures, 
being  $751.95  per  mile  of  single  track  operated,  which  is  about 
45  per  cent,  of  the  total  operating  expenses.  The  number  of  new 
ties  placed  in  the  track  has  been  11,847,  being  309  ties  per  mile 
of  single  track.  The  total  number  of  employes  and  officers  is 
113,  to  whom  $39,514.62  has  been  paid  for  services  rendered, 
of  whom  74  have  been  employed  in  maintenance  of  way  and 
structures,  receiving  $18,948.13  for  their  services. 

SOUTH  MANCHESTER  RAILROAD. 
This  road,  two'  and  one-quarter  miles  long,  extending  from 
Manchester  to  South  Manchester,  is  paralleled  by  an  electric 
road,  which  materially  diminishes  its  passenger  traffic.  The 
road  and  its  equipment  has  always  been  kept  in  excellent  con- 
dition, and  is  still  maintained  in  the  same  manner.  The  gross 
earnings  for  the  past  year  have  been  $13,384.53,  the  passenger 
earnings  being  $4,135.48,  and  the  freight  earnings  $9,249.05, 
an  increase  over  the  receipts  of  the  previous  year  of  $3,452.35. 
The  operating  expenses  have  been  $10,688.13,  leaving  a  net  in- 
come from  the  operation  of  the  road  of  $2,696.40,  which  is  a 
creditable  showing  compared  with  the  operations  of  the  previous 
year,  when  there  was  a  deficit  of  $979.15.  The  amount  ex- 
pended for  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  has  been  $2,- 
538.54.  The  number  of  new  ties  placed  in  the  track  has  been 
816.  The  number  of  employes  and  officers  has  been  13,  and 
their  compensation  has  been  $8,174.25,  of  which  number  3  have 
been  employed  in  the  maintenance  of  way,  who  have  received  for 
their  services  $1,799.75. 

RIDGEFIELD  &  NEW  YORK  RAILROAD. 

While  the  controlling  interest  in  the  stock  of  this  road  has 
changed  hands  during  the  past  year,  there  is  no  public  indication 
of  its  construction.  The  charter  of  the  company  will  expire  soon 
unless  it  should  be  renewed  by  the  next  legislature. 

STREET  RAILWAYS. 

The  report  of  the  operations  of  the  street  railways  covers  a 
period  of  nine  months,  extending  from  October  1,  1897,  to  June 
30,  1898,  and  is  so  made  in  order  to  change  the  termination  of 
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the  fiscal  year  from  September  30tfi  to  June  30th,  to  correspond 
hereafter  with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  steam  railroads.  The  returns 
for  this  fractional  portion  of  the  year,  which  does  not  include 
the  business  done  in  the  months  of  July,  August,  and  Septem- 
ber, the  three  months  during  which  the  street  railways  transact 
the  heaviest  part  of  their  business,  are  not  of  much  value  for 
comparison  with  former  returns  covering  the  operations  for 
the  entire  year.  It  was,  however,  every  way  desirable  that 
the  railroad  or  fiscal  year  of  both  steam  and  street  railways  should 
comprise  the  same  period  of  time,  beginning  July  1st  and  ending 
June  30th.  The  number  of  street  railway  companies  now  report- 
ing to  us  is  31,  the  Manufacturers'  Railroad  Company  of  New 
Haven,  which  merely  transfers  loaded  freight  cars  from  the 
steam  railroad  tracks  to  various  manufacturing  concerns  in  that 
city,  and  does  no  passenger  business,  being  only  1.364  miles  in# 
length,  and  the  Torrington  &  Winchester  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, 12.559  miles  in  length,  having  been  added  to  the  list  since 
our  last  annual  report. 

LENGTH  OF  ROADS. 

The  total  length  of  the  street  railways  now  in  operation  and 
reporting  to  us  June  30,  1898,  is  387.011  miles,  excluding  sid- 
ings, and  411.406  miles  including  sidings,  showing  the  length  of 
sidings  to  be  24.395  miles.  This  is  an  increase  of  24.- 
991  miles  in  the  length  of  main  tracks  and  .715  miles 
in  the  length  of  sidings  since  the  last  report.  These  changes 
have  occurred  principally  on  the  following  lines:  The  Bridge- 
port Traction  Company  has  added  four  miles  to  its  length;  the 
Hartford,  Manchester  &  Rockville  has  increased  its  length  5.25 
miles;  the  Middletown  Street  Railway  Company  is  3.05  miles 
longer  than  last  year;  the  Winchester  Avenue  .30  miles;  and  the 
Manufacturers'  Railroad  Company,  with  a  length  of  1.364  miles, 
and  the  Torrington  &  Winchester  Street  Railway  Company,  with 
a  length  of  12.559,  have  been  added  to  the  list  during  the  year. 
The  Southington  &  Plantsville  Tramway  Company  discontinued 
its  service  April  16,  1898,  and  on  May  13,  1898,  by  order  of  the 
warden  and  burgesses,  removed  its  poles  and  tracks  from  the 
streets,  which  deducts  1.51  miles  from  the  length  of  roads  now 
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in  operation.  The  East  Hartford  and  Glastonbury  Horse  Rail- 
road Company,  9  miles  in  length,  which,  we  suppose,  is  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Hartford  Street  Railway  Company,  was  last 
year  included  in  the  mileage  of  the  latter  company,  but  this  year 
it  has  not  been  so  reported,  which  accounts  for  the  difference  in 
the  mileage  of  the  Hartford  Street  Railway  from  that  reported 
last  year. 

CAPITAL  STOCK. 

The  total  amount  of  capital  stock  authorized  is  $19,378,000, 
and  the  amount  issued  is.  $10,451,040,  an  increase  of  $680,600 
for  the  year,  making  the  amount  issued  per  mile,  excluding  sid- 
ings, $27,004.50,  and  ihe  amount  issued  per  mile,  including  sid- 
ings, $25,403.22.     Amount  of  stock  issued  for  cash,  $4,038,440. 

BONDS  ISSUED. 
The  total  amount  of  bonds  issued  is  $10,022,800,  an  increase 
of  $930,000  for  the  year,  amounting  to  $25,897.97  per  mile  ex- 
cluding sidings,  and  $24,362.30  per  mile  including  sidings.  Cash 
realized  on  amount  issued,  $6,819,660.32. 

FLOATING  INDEBTEDNESS. 
The  amount  of  floating  indebtedness  is  $758,828.04,  which  is 
$312,593.21  less  than  last  year,  being  $1,960.74  per  mile,  exclud- 
ing sidings,  and  $1,844.47  per  mile,  including  sidings.  The  total 
stock,  bonds,  and  floating  indebtedness  per  mile,  excluding  sid- 
ings, is  $54,863.21,  and  including  sidings  is  $51,610.01. 

COST  OF  CONSTRUCTION  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  total  cost  of  construction  as  reported  is  $17,519,534.22, 
which  is  $45,268.82  per  mile,  excluding  sidings,  and  $42,584.53 
per  mile,  including  sidings,  The  cost  of  equipment  as  reported 
is  $2,286,706.56,  being  $5,908.63  per  mile,  excluding  sidings, 
and  $5,558.27  per  mile,  including  sidings.  The  total  cost  of 
construction  and  equipment  is  $19,806,240.78,  being  $51,177.46 
per  mile,  excluding  sidings,  and  $48,142.80  per  mile,  including 
sidings.  These  figures  are  only  approximate,  as  the  cost  of  con- 
struction and  equipment  include  the  cost  of  electric  lighting 
plants  in  several  companies  which  cannot  be  separated  from  the 
cost  of  road  and  equipment. 
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GROSS  EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  for  the  nine  months  ending  June  30,  1898, 
were  $2,018,985.98,  being  $5,253.55  per  mile  operated,  and 
$0.1945  per  mile  run,  and  $0.0514  per  passenger  carried. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

The  operating  expenses  for  the  same  period  have  been  $1,- 
312,561.37,  being  65  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings.  The 
average  expense  per  mile  operated  for  the  nine  months  has  been 
$3,391.53,  and  the  expense  per  mile  run  has  been  $0.1271,  and 
the  expense  per  passenger  carried  has  been  $0.0334. 

NET  EARNINGS. 

The  net  earnings  for  nine  months  have  been  $709,083.91. 
The  net  earnings  per  mile  operated  were  $1,832.20,  per  mile  run 
were  $0.0686,  and  per  passenger  carried  were  $0.0180. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends  have  been  paid  during  the  nine  months  previously 
named  by  ten  of  the  reporting  companies,  amounting  to  $180,- 
276.40  upon  $3,777,500.00  of  capital  stock. 

INTEREST. 

The  amount  paid  for  interest  is  reported  to  be  $325,074.16, 
but,  as  the  report  only  includes  a  portion  of  the  year,  no  com- 
parison can  be  made  with  the  entire  previous  year  respecting 
either  dividends  or  interest. 

TAXES. 

The  amount  of  taxes  reported  paid  has  been  $161,164.36, 
which  sum  is  about  8  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings,  nearly  22 
and  seven-tenths  per  cent,  of  the  net  earnings,  and  about  eight- 
tenths  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  reported  cost  of  construction  and 
equipment.  The  amount  of  the  taxes  paid  to  the  State  was  $133,- 
052.77. 

MILES  RUN. 

The  number  of  miles  run  is  reported  as  10,323,464,  with 
three  short  roads  reporting  that  no  mileage  was  kept.  The  ap- 
proximate cost  per  mile  run  was  $0.12714,  and  the  gross  earn- 
ings per  mile  run  were  $0.1945. 
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PASSENGERS  CARRIED. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  has  been  39,272,306. 
The  number  of  passengers  carried  per  mile  run  has  been  3.8,  and 
the  average  revenue  per  passenger  carried,  as  previously  stated, 
has  been  $0.0514,  while  the  average  cost  of  transporting  each 
passenger  has  been  $0.0334. 

EMPLOYES. 

The  total  number  of  persons  employed  on  the  street  railways 
has  been  1,978,  about  five  persons  per  mile  of  road  operated. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The  number  of  persons  injured  has  been  138,  of  whom  10 
were  killed. 

The  essential  facts  concerning  the  operations  of  the  respective 
street  roads  are  condensed  in  tables  on  pages  90-93,  to  which  the 
attention  of  those  seeking  such  information  is  hereby  directed.

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WHEELER   AND    HOWES  vs.  NEW   YORK,    NEW  HAVEN  & 
HARTFORD  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Appeal  from  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  in  re- 
lation to  the  abolition  of  certain  grade  crossings  in  Bridgeport, 
which  involved  a  taking  of  the  plaintiffs'  land,  brought  to  the 
Superior  Court  in  Fairfield  county  and  tried  to  the  court,  Robin- 
son, J.,  upon  the  plaintiffs'  demurrer  to  the  defendant's  amended 
plea  to  the  jurisdiction;  the  court  overruled,  pro  forma,  the  de- 
murrer, sustained  the  plea,  and  dismissed,  the  case,  and  the  plaint- 
iffs appealed  for  alleged  errors  in  the  rulings  of  the  court.  No 
error. 

The  material  parts  of  the  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  are  as 
follows.  1.  The  petitioners  own  a  valuable  piece  of  property 
situated  in  said  Bridgeport,  bounded  southwest  by  Bridgeport 
harbor,  northwest  by  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  ]\Tew  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company,  north  by  Sterling  street,  east  by 
ISToble  avenue,  and  south  by  land  of  Frank  Miller  and  others. 
2.  Said  property  is  used  by  your  petitioners  as  partnership  prop- 
erty for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  a  wholesale  and  retail  coal 
business.  3.  Said  property  is  peculiarly  adapted  for  said  busi- 
ness and  for  the  carrying  on  of  said  business  thereupon  in  the 
way  of  the  delivery  of  coal  thereto  by  means  of  large  schooners 
and  other  large  vessels  coming  thereto  and  discharging  coal 
thereat;  and  it  is  so  both  by  reason  of  its  unusual  length  of  dock 
front  and  its  proximity  to  deep  water,  and  also  by  reason  of  the 
unusual  hardness  and  firmness  of  the  ground,  being  such  as  exists 
nowhere  else  along  Bridgeport  harbor,  except  where  large  and 
expensive  buildings  are  now  located.  4.  If  your  petitioners 
should  be  deprived  of  said  property  there  would  be  no  other 
property  in  Bridgeport  that  could  be  obtained  suitable  for  a  coal 
yard.  5.  The  ISTew  York,  jSFew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  maintains  and  operates  a  railroad  through  said  Bridge- 
port, a  part  of  which  is  immediately  northwest  of  your  petitioners' 
property.  6.  On  December  21,  1895,  said  company,  and  the 
directors  thereof,  whose *road  then  did  and  ever  since  has  crossed, 
and  was  and  is  crossed  by  numerous  highways  at  grade  in  said 
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Bridgeport,  brought  their  petition  in  writing  to  the  Railroad 
Commissioners  of  this  State,  therein  alleging  that  public  safety  re- 
quired an  alteration  in  said  crossings,  their  respective  approaches, 
the  method  of  crossing  the  same,  the  location  of  the  same,  the 
closing  of  said  highway  crossings,  and  the  substitution  of  certain 
other  crossings  therefor  not  at  grade;  and  as  a  part  of  the  method 
proposed  by  them  for  accomplishing  said  results  they  presented 
plans,  one  detail  of  which  involved  the  taking  of  a  strip  of  land 
seventy  feet  wide  through  the  middle  of  your  petitioners'  said 
property  and  the  construction  of  an  elevated  railroad  structure 
thereon;  and  they  prayed  that  such  work  might  be  ordered  ac- 
cording to  the  plans  so  presented.  7.  One  of  said  highway  cross- 
ings at  grade  is  at  Sterling  street  aforesaid,  and  your  petitioners 
own  land  adjoining  such  crossing  and  adjoining  that  part  of  said 
highway  to  be  changed  at  grade.  8.  Such  plans,  if  carried  out, 
would  irreparably  injure  and  would  utterly  destroy  your  peti- 
tioners' said  property  and  their  said  business.  9.  It  is  perfectly 
feasible  for  said  company  to  abolish  said  grade  crossings  without 
taking  any  property  of  your  petitioners,  and  so  as  not  to  destroy 
your  petitioners'  property- and  business.  10.  On  May  17,  1897, 
said  company,  and  the  directors  thereof,  brought  their  sup- 
plemental petition  in  writing  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  al- 
leging by  reference  the  same  facts  as  in  their  original  petition, 
and  also  then  alleging  for  the  first  that  your  petitioners  had 
an  interest  in  land  needed  for  certain  crossings.  11.  Thereupon 
the  Railroad  Commissioners  ordered  that  said  original  and  sup- 
plemental petition  should  be  heard  by  them  on  June  8,  1897, 
and  that  notice  thereof  be  given  to  your  petitioners  among  others. 
12.  On  said  June  8th,  said  company  and  its  directors  and  your 
petitioners  appeared,  and  thence  said  matter  was  continued  to 
June  10,  1897,  when  the  parties  again  appeared  and  were  fully 
heard.  13.  On  June  30,  1897,  said  Railroad  Commissioners 
determined  and  decided  that  said  changes,  alterations,  and  re- 
movals should  be  made  by  said  company,  including  that  part 
thereof  that  involved  the  taking  of  your  petitioners'  property  and 
the  destruction  thereof  of  their  said  business.  14.  On  June  30, 
1897,  said  determination  and  decision  was  communicated  to  said 
company  and  to  your  petitioners. 

Your  petitioners,  therefore,  appeal  from  said  determination 
and  decision  of  said  Railroad  Commissioners  to  this  Honorable 
Court,  and  they  pray  that  this  Honorable  Court  will  hear  this  ap- 
peal and  will  re-examine  the  question  of  the  propriety  and  ex- 
pediency of  the  order,  determination,  and  decision  appealed  from, 
and  proceed  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  upon  complaints  for 
equitable  relief,  and  make  such  order  in  the  premises  as  to  right 
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and  equity  may  pertain,  according  to  the  statute  in  such  case 
made  and  provided. 

The  appeal  was  brought  to  the  first  Tuesday  of  September, 
189 7.  On  February,  1898,  the  appellee  below  filed  a  plea  to  the 
jurisdiction,  which  was  subsequently  amended,  and  filed  in 
March,  1898.  This  plea  sets  out  in  full  the  petitions  referred  to 
in  paragraphs  six  and  ten  of  the  original  appeal,  and  the  doings 
and  proceedings  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  thereon.  The 
first  of  said  petitions  as  thus  set  out  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad   Commissioners   of  the 
State  of  Connecticut: 

Gentlemen  :  —  We  herewith  submit  to  your  Honorable 
Board  for  approval  an  agreement  duly  executed  by  the  city  of 
Bridgeport  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
Company,  together  with  the  plans  referred  to  in  said  agreement, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  two  of  the  resolutions  of  the  last 
General  Assembly,  providing  for  the  abolition  of  the  grade  cross- 
ings in  the  city  of  Bridgeport. 

We  respectfully  request  your  approval  of  the  same,  and  such 
action  in  the  matter  as  is  provided  by  said  resolution  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.

The  agreement  referred  to  in  said  petition  purporting  to  be 
duly  executed  as  alleged  in  said  petition,  is  then  set  out  in  full. 
The  terms  of  this  agreement  are  set  out  in  full  in  the  case  of 
Mooney  vs.  Clark,  69  Conn.,  241,  and  it  is  deemed  unnecessary 
to  recite  them  here.' 

The  material  parts  of  the  petition  referred  to  in  the  tenth 
paragraph  of  the  appeal,  as  set  out  in  the  plea,  are  as  follows : 

The  petition  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company  respectfully  represents:     That  it  is  a  corpora- 
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tion  organized  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  and 
operating  a  railroad  through  the  city  of  Bridgeport  in  said  State. 
That  its  line  of  road  has  long  since  been  located,  approved,  and 
established  in  said  city.  That  the  proper  operation  of  said  rail- 
road and  the  terms  of  the  contract  subsisting  between  said  com- 
pany and  said  city  of  Bridgeport  require  the  alteration  of  the  loca- 
tion of  said  railroad  in  said  city  so  as  to  change  the  radius  of  its 
curves,  straighten  and  improve  its  lines,  width  and  extent  of  depot 
grounds,  slopes  and  embankments,  and  extend  the  lines  of  sight; 
and  for  said  purposes,  and  for  additional  tracks,  turnouts,  and 
freight  and  passenger  stations  and  depots,  the  taking  by  the  peti- 
tioner is  required  of  all  those  certain  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  as 
shown  on  plans  referred  to  in  said  agreement  between  the  peti- 
tioner and  said  city,  dated  December  21,  1895,  said  plans  being  on 
file  at  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  of  said  city.,  and  at  the  offices  of 
the  petitioner  in  the  city  of  New  Haven.  That  the  names  and 
places  of  residence  of  all  persons  having  an  interest  in  said  land 
are  are  follows.  (Here  follows  the  names  and  residences  of  the 
landowners.) 

Wherefore  the  petitioner  prays  for  the  approval  of  the  taking 
of  said  land  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

The  plea  then  sets  out  in  full  the  action  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
missioners upon  said  first  petition,  showing  the  appointment  by 
them  of  a  day  for  a  hearing  thereon  at  Bridgeport  at  a  designated 
place  and  hour  on  the  15th  day  of  January,  1896,  notice  thereof 
to  all  parties  interested,  the  hearing  at  the  time  and  place  desig- 
nated, the  appearance  of  the  petitioners  to  prosecute  their  peti- 
tion, and  of  certain  taxpayers  of  Bridgeport  to  oppose  the  grant- 
ing of  it,  the  protest  filed  by  the  latter,  and  the  action  of  the 
Railroad  Commissioners  upon  said  protest,  and,  finallv,  the  action 
of  said  commissioners  upon  the  petition,  which  last  is  recited  in 
said  plea  as  follows : 

"  And  no  one  else  appearing  to  oppose  the  petition,  we,  on 
consideration,  did  find  that  all  the  crossings  at  grade  over  the 
main  tracks  of  said  railroad  company  in  the  city  of  Bridgeport 
are  dangerous  to  the  public  travel;  that  public  safety  requires 
alterations  in  said  crossings;  that,  in  order  that  the  safety  of  the 
public  may  be  insured,  all  said  crossings  at  grade  should  be 
abolished;  that  the  manner,  plans,  methods,  and  time  in  which  the 
said  crossings  at  grade  shall  be  abolished,  and  all  other  matters 
mentioned  in  section  six  of  the  resolutions  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  this  State,  l  providing  for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings  in 
Bridgeport,'  approved  June  22,  1895,  as  stipulated  in  said  agree- 
ment, will  accomplish  the  object  of  said  resolution  and  fulfill  all 
the  requirements  of  public  convenience  and  necessity;  that  the 
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apportionment  of  the  cost  between  the  city  and  the  railroad  com- 
pany, and  the  methods  for  ascertaining  the  amount  of  the  cost 
thereof  to  be  paid  by  said  city,  as  stipulated  in  said  agreement, 
are  in  all  respects  reasonable  and  equitable  as  between  the  parties, 
and  that  said  agreement  is  in  accordance  with,  and  within  the 
provisions  of,  the  said  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly. 

"  Wherefore  the  undersigned  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, acting  under  the  authority  of  said  resolution,  hereby  ap- 
prove said  agreement,  and  each  and  every  of  its  provisions. 

"  And  we  do  hereby  determine  and  order  that  said  agreement 
be  executed  according  to  its  terms,  and  that  the  changes  in  the 
manner  in  which  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  shall  be  carried 
through  said  city  shall  be  made  as  shown  upon  said  plans  and 
stipulated  in  said  agreement;  that  the  highways  and  private 
ways  shall  be  carried  across  said  railroad ;  that  the  highways  and 
private  ways  and  parts  thereof  shall  be  discontinued  and  closed, 
and  that  new  highways  shall  be  laid  out,  all  as  shown  on  said 
plans  and  stipulated  in  said  agreement;  and  we  do  hereby  de- 
termine that  the  time  within  which  the  manner  in  which  said 
changes  shall  be  made  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  stipulations 
in  said  agreement,  and  we  do  hereby  require  said  railroad  com- 
pany to  make  such  changes  in  grade,  alignment,  radii  of  curves, 
and  location  of  tracks  of  said  company,  and  to  make  such  changes 
in  the  grades,  lines,  and  width  of  streets  and  highways  as  shown 
on  said  plans  and  stipulated  in  said  agreement;  and  we  do  au- 
thorize and  require  said  railroad  company  to  construct  a  new 
drawbridge  across  the  navigable  waters  of  Bridgeport  harbor,  and 
determine  the  place  where  the  draw  in  said  bridge  shall  be  con- 
structed, as  shown  on  said  plans  and  as  stipulated  in  said  agree- 
ment; and  we  deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the  execution  of  the 
purposes  of  said  resolution,  and  do  order  that  streets  in  said  city 
be  temporarily  used,  occupied,  and  closed  as  stipulated  in  said 
agreement,  and  that  the  number  of  tracks  to  be  constructed  by 
said  railroad  company  shall  be  as  shown  on  said  plans  and  stipu- 
lated in  said  agreement;  and  we  do  direct  that  said  railroad  com- 
pany shall  do  all  the  work  of  excavation,  construction,  alteration, 
and  grading  of  said  tracks,  streets,  approaches,  bridges,  and  abut- 
ments required  in  doing  said  work,  according  to  said  plans  and  as 
stipulated  in  said  agreement. 

"  And  as  to  any  matters  requiring  our  further  order  in  the 
premises  we  will  hear  and  determine  the  same  from  time  to  time, 
upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  said  agreement." 

The  plea  next  sets  out  the  doings  and  proceedings  of  the  Rail- 
road Commissioners  upon  the  second  petition,  showing  the  ap- 
pointment by  them  of  a  time  and  place  for  a  hearing  upon  said 
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petition  in  June,  1897,  at  a  designated  day,  hour,  and  place  in 
Bridgeport,  notice  thereof  to  all  parties  interested  in  said  hear- 
ing, the  appearance  of  certain  of  such  parties  at  the  hearing,  the 
proceedings  at  the  hearing,  and  the  final  action  of  the  commis- 
sioners upon  said  petition,  which  last,  as  set  out  in  said  plea,  is 
as  follows : 

"  And  now,  after  such  hearing  and  on  consideration,  we  do 
find  that  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  railroad  of 
said  company  in  said  Bridgeport,  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  said  contract  and  upon  the  location  delineated  and  shown 
upon  said  plans,  and  approved  by  us  on  the  23d  day  of  January, 
1896,  it  is  necessary  to  take  the  several  parcels  of  land  in  said  ap- 
plication referred  to  and  shown  upon  said  plans,  and  upon  a  plan 
on  file  in  this  office,  marked  '  Plan  showing  property  to  be  ac- 
quired for  abolition  of  grade  crossings  through  the  city  of  Bridge- 
port, Conn.,  K  Y.  Div.  1ST.  Y.,  K  H.  &  H.  R.  R,  June  5,  1897.' 

"  We  do  therefore  certify  that  it  is  necessary  to'  take  said 
several  pieces  of  land  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  do  hereby 
signify  our  approval  of  the  taking  of  the  same." 

After  said  recitals,  the  plea  concludes  as  follows : 

"  4.  The  foregoing  petition,  dated  December  21,  1895,  was 
brought  to  said  Railroad  Commissioners  by  this  appellee  and  by 
the  city  of  Bridgeport,  solely  under  authority  of  section  five  of  a 
Special  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  at  its  session  of 
1895,  and  entitled  an  Act  '  providing  for  the  abolition  of  grade 
crossings  in  Bridgeport.' 

"  5.  The  foregoing  petition,  dated  May  17,  1897,  was 
brought  to  said  Railroad  Commissioners  by  this  appellee  solely 
under  authority  of  said  Special  Act,  and  under  authority  of 
Section  3461  of  the  Public  Acts,  Revision  of  1888. 

"  6.  The  determination  and  decision  of  said  Railroad  Com- 
missioners, from  which  this  appeal  is  taken,  is  the  determination 
and  decision  of  said  commissioners  upon  the  foregoing  petitions. 

"  7.  Under  the  provisions  of  section  thirteen  of  said  Special 
Act,  the  decision  and  determination  of  said  commissioners  upon 
said  petition  dated  December  21,  1895,  is  final  and  conclusive 
upon  all  parties  concerned,  and  no  appeal  is  allowable. 

"  8.  Under  the  provisions  of  said  Special  Act,  and  by  the 
general  law,  the  decision  and  determination  of  said  commis- 
sioners upon  said  petition  dated  May  17,  1897,  are  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  all  parties  concerned,  and  no  appeal  is  allowable. 

"  9.  This  court  has  no  jurisdiction  of  this  appeal.  And 
therefore  the  appellee  prays  for  judgment." 

The  appellants  below  objected  to  the  filing  of  this  plea  before 
and  after  it  was  amended,  on  the  ground,  mainly,  that  as  a  plea 
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in  abatement  it  came  too  late  in  time,  and  conld  not  be  pleaded 
after  the  entry  of  a  general  appearance.  The  conrt  overruled 
the  objection.  After  the  plea  was  allowed  and  filed,  they  made- 
a  motion  to  strike  it  from  the  files  on  the  grounds  above  men- 
tioned, and  this  motion  was  denied. 

They  then  demurred  to  the  plea  and  the  demurrer  was  over- 
ruled. They  then  replied  to  it,  therein  setting  up,  among  others, 
certain  facts  which  the  court,  upon  motion  of  the  appellee  below, 
ordered  to  be  stricken  out,  to  which  order  the  appellants  below 
duly  excepted. 

The  view  taken  of  the  case  in  the  opinion  renders  it  unneces- 
sary to  set  out  at  length  the  demurrer,  or  the  reply  or  the  rulings 
of  the  court  adverse  to  the  present  appellants  upon  other  motions 
made  in  the  court  below.  The  trial  court  sustained  the  plea  and 
dismissed  the  appeal. 

Torrance,  J.  The  important  question  in  this  case  is  whether 
the  Superior  Court  had  jurisdiction  of  the  appeal.  If  it  had 
none,  if  no  appeal  at  all  lay  to  it  from  the  doings  of  the  commis- 
sioners here  in  question,  then  its  judgment  dismissing  the  appeal 
was  right  and  must  stand;  for  upon  this  supposition  the  court  had 
no  power  to  deal  with  the  subject-matter  brought  before  it  by  the 
attempted  appeal,  except  to  dismiss  it. 

The  appeal  alleges  or  seems  to  allege  that  both  of  the  peti- 
tions referred  to  in  it  were  acted  upon  by  the  commissioners  at 
one  and  the  same  time  in  June,  1897,  and  that  it  is  taken  from 
their  action  upon  both  at  that  time.  The  plea  shows  that  they 
were  acted  upon  separately;  that  final  action  upon  the  first  peti- 
tion was  had  in  January,  1896,  and  upon  the  second  in  June, 
1897.  Whether  we  regard  the  appeal  as  taken  from  the  action  of 
the  commissioners  upon  each,  or  either,  or  both  of  the  petitions, 
we  are  of  opinion  that  the  Superior  Court  had  no  jurisdiction 
of  the  appeal.  From  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  plea  it  is  clear 
that  the  first  petition  was  brought  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Special  Act  of  1895  (Special  Laws  of  1895,  pp.  416-419). 

It  is  brought  expressly  to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  com- 
missioners of  an  agreement  alleged  therein  to  have  been  made 
between  the  city  of  Bridgeport  and  the  railroad  company  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  that  Act,  and  their  approval  of 
the  plans  referred  to  in  said  agreement,  for  the  removal  of  grade 
crossings  under  said  Act.  The  Act  in  question  gave  to  the  com- 
missioners power  to  approve  of  such  agreement  and  plans,  and 
they  did,  after  due  notice  and  hearing,  approve  of  them  in  Janu- 
ary, 1896.     After  such  approval,  this  agreement,  by  the  express 
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terms  of  said  Act  became  an  order  of  the  commissioners,  enforce- 
able as  such  under  the  seventh  section  of  the  Act  by  mandamus, 
'Mooney  vs.  Clark,  69  Conn.,  241. 

The  agreement  and  the  plans  and  methods  for  removing  the 
grade  crossings  therein  referred  to  thus  became,  by  approval,  a  de- 
cision of  the  commissioners  upon  questions  relating  to  the  plans 
and  methods  for  abolishing  the  grade  crossings  under  said  Special 
Act;  and  this  decision  whether  regarded  as  made  under  the  second 
or  under  the  thirteenth  section  of  said  Act,  is,  in  express  terms 
in  both  sections,  made  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  concerned. 
The  language  of  these  two  sections  clearly  negatives  the  existence 
of  any  right  of  appeal  from  such  a  decision  of  the  commissioners 
as  was  made  upon  the  first  petition,  and  we  know  of  no  other 
statute,  public  or  private,  giving  any  such  right. 

It  is  thus  too  clear  for  further  argument  that  no*  appeal  lay  to 
the  Superior  Court  from  the  decision  of  the  commissioners  upon 
the  first  petition. 

The  commissioners  having  thus  in  effect  decided  upon  the 
plans  and  methods  for  the  removal  of  the  grade  crossings  as  pro- 
vided for  by  the  special  Act,  it  became  necessary  for  the  railroad 
company  to  change  its  main  tracks,  sidings,  bridges,  and  stations  in 
accordance  with  said  plans,  and  to  obtain  the  land  necessary  for 
such  purpose.  As  the  initial  step  in  obtaining  such  additional 
land  for  railroad  purposes,  the  railroad  company  in  May,  1897, 
brought  the  second  petition  to  the  railroad  commissioners,  in 
order  to  obtain  their  approval  of  the  taking  of  the  lands  described 
by  reference  in  the  petition  for  the  purposes  described  in 
the  petition.  The  eighth  section  of  the  Special  Act  aforesaid 
provides  that  the  railroad  company  may  take  any  land  or  interest 
therein  which  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  properly  carry  out 
the  work  called  for  in  the  plans  determined  upon  by  the  com- 
missioners, "  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  statute 
for  taking  lands  for  railroad  purposes." 

The  statute  for  taking  land  for  railroad  purposes  (General 
Statutes,  Sec.  3461)  provides  in  effect  that  a  railroad  company 
shall  have  the  right  to  take  additional  land  for  railroad  purposes, 
with  the  approval  of  the  railroad  commissioners.  The  second 
petition  was  brought  solely  to  obtain  such  approval.  It  alleged, 
in  effect,  that  the  order  of  the  commissioners  passed  in  January, 
1896,  required  the  alteration  of  the  location  of  the  railroad  in 
Bridgeport  so  as,  in  the  language  of  Section  3461  aforesaid,  "  to 
change  the  radius  of  its  curves,  straighten  and  improve  its  lines, 
width  and  extent  of  depot  grounds,  slopes,  and  embankments, 
and  extend  the  lines  of  sight;  "  that  for  said  purposes,  and  for 
additional  tracks,  turnouts,  and  freight  and  passenger  stations 
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and  depots,  the  taking  of  the  lands  described  in  the  petition  was 
necessary;  and  it  asked  the  commissioners  to  approve  of  the  tak- 
ing of  said  lands  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  petition. 

The  railroad  company  claims  that  this  petition  was  brought 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Special  Act  aforesaid  and  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  3461  of  the  General  Statutes,  while  the 
appellants  here  claim  that  it  was  brought  under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  220  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1889.  If  it  can  be  regarded 
as  brought  under  the  provisions  of  the  latter  Act,  an  appeal  would 
lie  from  the  decision  of  the  commissioners,  under  Section  6  of 
the  Act.  From  the  facts  disclosed  by  the  plea,  however,  we  are 
of  opinion  that  the  petition  cannot  be  regarded  as  brought  under 
the  Act  of  1889. 

The  legislature  had  itself  specially  and  expressly  taken  action 
with  reference  to  the  elimination  of  certain  dangerous  grade 
crossings  in  Bridgeport.  It  had  in  effect  made  a  special  order, 
without  regard  to  the  general  law  on  the  subject,  that  these  grade 
crossings  should  be  abolished  as  speedily  as  possible  in  the  man- 
ner by  it  prescribed  in  that  order.  It  had  fully  empowered  its 
agents,  the  railroad  commissioners,  to  decide  upon  and  adopt 
plans  for  this  work,  and  had  given  them  ample  powers  to  carry 
its  will  into  effect.  Its  agents  had  matured  and  adopted  a  plan 
for  the  removal  of  these  grade  crossings,  and  had  made  it  known 
to  the  railroad  company  and  the  city  of  Bridgeport,  upon  whom 
by  order  of  the  legislature,  lay  the  duty  to  carry  the  plan  into 
effect. 

For  the  purpose  of  performing  that  duty  and  complying  with 
the  special  and  particular  expression  of  the  legislative  will,  with 
regard  to  grade  crossings,  embodied  in  the  Special  Act  of  1895, 
and  in  the  order  of  the  commissioners,  the  railroad  company 
brought  this  second  petition.  We  think  it  is  clear  that  it  was 
not  brought  under  the  Act  of  1889,  but  that  it  was  brought  and 
can  only  be  regarded  as  brought  either  under  the  Special  Act  of 
1895  or  under  Section  3461  of  the  General  Statutes,  or  under 
both;  and  whether  brought  under  the  one  or  the  other  or  both, 
no  appeal  lies  from  the  decisions  of  the  commissioners  thereon. 

If  it  were  brought  under  Section  3461,  it  is  clear  that  no  ap- 
peal lay  from  the  decision  of  the  commissioners.  Cockcroft's 
Appeal,  60  Conn.,  161. 

If  brought  under  Section  8  of  the  Special  Act  of  1895,  the 
case  last  cited  is  decisive  against  the  right  of  appeal,  because  the 
laud  under  that  section  is  to  be  taken,  so  far  as  the  present  ques- 
tion is  concerned,  "  in  the  same  manner  "  as  is  provided  for  in 
Section  3461 :  and  if  it  can  be  regarded  as  brought  under  both 
the  Special  Ac+  and  Section  3461,  the  right  of  appeal  does  not 
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exist.  It  follows  that  no  appeal  lay  from  the  decision  of  the  com- 
missioners upon  either  petition,  and  consequently  the  Superior 
Court  had  no  jurisi diction  of  the  subject-matter  attempted  to  be 
brought  before  it  by  the  appeal.  In  this  view  of  the  case  the 
rulings  of  the  court  complained  of,  with  reference  to  the  filing 
of  the  plea,  and  upon  the  demurrer,  and  the  other  pleadings,  and 
the  motions,  as  set  forth  upon  the  record,  become  of  no  impor- 
tance. Legally  speaking,  none  of  these  matters  were  properly 
before  the  court.  As  soon  as  the  fact  that  it  had  no  jurisdiction 
of  the  subject-matter  was  in  any  way  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  court,  it  was  its  duty  to  dismiss  the  appeal.  Olmstead's 
Appeal,  43  Conn.,  110;  Denton  vs.  Danbury,  48  Conn.,  368; 
Camp  vs.  Stevens,  45  Conn.,  92;  Orcutt's  Appeal,  61  Conn.,  378- 
380. 

The  formal  plea  filed  in  this  case  was  one  way,  and  an  orderly 
way  of  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  court  certain  facts  that 
upon  the  case  as  stated  in  the  appeal  or  otherwise  did  not  appear, 
namely  the  precise  nature  of  the  petitions  brought  to  the  Rail- 
road Commissioners,  and  the  circumstances  out  of  which  they 
grew  and  under  which  they  were  brought.  When  these  facts 
were  made  to  appear  and  the  court  saw  that  it  had  no  jurisdiction 
of  the  subject-matter  of  the  appeal,  then  without  reference  to  its 
other  rulings  it  was  its  duty  to  go  no  farther  in  the  consideration 
of  the  case  and  to  dismiss  it. 

In  the  former  appeal  to  this  court  in  this  cause  (70  Conn.,  326) 
it  was  held,  in  effect,  that  in  the  then  state  of  the  record,  the  ap- 
peal from  the  decision  of  the  commissioners  could  be  regarded  as 
taken  under  the  general  statutes  relating  to  the  elimination  of 
grade  crossings,  and  would  therefore  lie,  and  that  there  was 
nothing  then  on  the  record  to  show  nor  could  the  trial  court 
know  from  the  record  that  it  was  taken  from  decisions  made 
under  the  Special  Act  of  1895  or  under  Section  3461  of  the 
General  Statutes. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  was  held  error  to  erase  the  case 
from  the  docket.  There  is  nothing  in  the  opinion  in  that  case 
inconsistent  with  the  conclusion  reached  in  this.  The  facts  set 
up  in  the  plea  in  this  case  supply  what  was  wanting  in  the  former 
case,  and  show  clearly  that  the  decision  or  decisions  of  the  com- 
missioners appealed  from  were  made  under  the  special  Act  or 
under  Section  3461,  and  consequently  that  an  appeal  from  them 
did  not  lie,  and  the  Superior  Court  had  no  jurisdiction. 

There  is  no  error. 

In  this  opinion  the  other  judges  concurred.

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Important  Changes  during  the  Year. 

During  the  year  deductions  have  been  made  from  the  bonds  owned  by  add- 
ing to  cost  of  road  and  equipment  the  book  value,  $385,000,  of  385  New  England 
Equipment  Company's  mortgage  bonds,  heretofore  shown  on  the  balance  sheet 
under  the  head  of  Bonds  Owned,  the  New  England  Equipment  Company's 
property  having  been  deeded  to,  and  all  its  debt  and  capital  having  been  acquired 
by,  The  New  England  Railroad  Company. 

The  property,  rights,  and  franchises  of  The  New  England  Eailroad  Com- 
pany were  leased,  May  10,  1898,  to  The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company  for  the  term  of  ninety-nine  years,  beginning  the  first  day  of  July, 
1898. 

The  New  England  Railroad  Company  (hereinafter  called  the  lessor)  hereby 
demises  and  lets,  for  the  term  of  ninety-nine  years  beginning  the  first  day  of 
July,  1898,  provided,  this  lease  shall  be  legally  authorized  and  duly  approved, 
unto  The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  (hereinafter 
called  the  lessee),  and  to  its  successors  and  assigns,  both  the  lessor  and  lessee 
being  corporations  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and 
Providence  Plantations,  and  whose  roads  connect  with  each  other,  all  and  singu- 
lar its  railroads  and  property  of  every  description,  whether  within  its  location  or 
not,  including  all  rights,  franchises,  easements,  privileges,  and  appurtenances 
thereunto  belonging,  together  with  the  right  to  demand  and  receive  for  the 
lessee's  own  use  all  tolls,  rents,  revenues,  income,  and  profits  of  the  demised 
premises,  including  also  therein  all  the  right,  title,  and  interest  of  the  lessor  in 
and  to  any  and  all  railroads  operated  by  it,  under  lease  or  otherwise,  and  in  or  to 
any  stock  and  securities  of  other  corporations  owned  by  it,  or  held  by  or  for  it, 
all  dividends  thereon,  and  the  right  of  voting  on  the  same,  and  in  and  to  all  con- 
tracts and  obligations  of  or*with  other  railroads,  corporations,  or  individuals,  and 
all  income  advantages  and  benefits  to  be  derived  therefrom,  hereby  assigning  and 
transferring  unto  the  lessee,  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  lease,  and  for 
the  purposes  thereof,  and  subject  to  all  obligations  and  incumbrances  thereon,  all 
its  railroad,  property,  franchises,  and  assets  of  every  description,  however  de- 
scribed and  wherever  situated,  except  the  corporate  seal,  the  stockholders'  and 
directors'  record  books,  and  the  transfer  and  stock  books,  to  which  the  lessee 
may  have  access  at  reasonable  times. 

And  the  lessor  covenants  with  the  lessee  that  it  will  suffer  and  permit  the 
lessee,  it  keeping  all  the  covenants  on  its  part  as  herein  contained,  to  occupy, 
possess,  and  enjoy  said  premises,  property,  rights,  franchises,  and  privileges  dur- 
ing the  term  aforesaid  without  hindrance  or  molestation. 

And  the  lessor  hereby  makes,  constitutes,  and  appoints  the  lessee  its  agent 
during  the  term  of  this  lease  to  operate  all  its  leased  railroads  and  property,  the 
lessee  herein  to  do  and  perform  as  such  agent  all  acts  with  reference  thereto  in- 
cumbent by  law  or  by  contract  upon  the  lessor  herein,  and  in  consideration 
thereof  to  receive  the  income  and  profit  arising  from  such  operation  ;  and  the 
lessor  hereby  agrees,  as  soon  as  it  legally  may,  to  make  from  time  to  time  proper 
and  complete  assignments  to  the  lessee  of  all  leasehold  rights  of  the  lessor. 

And  the  lessor  covenants  that  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease  it  will- 
maintain  its  corporate  orgauization,  the  lessee  paying  all  reasonable  and  proper 
expenses  thereof,  and,  for  that  purpose,  will  hold  all  necessary  meetings,  elect  all 
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necessary  officers,  and  make  all  necessary  records,  reports,  reissues  of  stock,  cer- 
tificates, and  transfers  and  registrations  of  bonds;  and  that  it  will,  from  time  to 
time,  whenever  requested  by  the  lessee,  take  real  estate  for  the  convenient  opera- 
tion of  said  railroads,  the  lessee,  however,  advancing  therefor  all  damages  and 
expenses ;  and  that  the  lessee  may  use  the  lessor's  name  in  bringing  or  defending 
any  suits  or  proceedings  so  far  as  it  is  or  may  be  necessary  for  the  protection  or 
enjoyment  of  said  demised  premises,  property,  rights,  franchises,  and  privileges, 
or  for  the  acquisition  of  additional  real  estate,  bat  at  the  sole  expense  of  the 
lessee,  saving  the  lessor  harmless  from  all  loss,  costs,  or  damages  thereby 
accruing. 

And  the  lessor  covenants  that,  for  the  purpose  of  making  permanent  im- 
provements upon  the  property  hereby  demised,  and  for  the  purpose  of  discharg- 
ing its  indebtedness  and  of  paying  and  refunding  any  indebtedness  secured  by 
mortgage  or  other  lien  upon  its  property,  it  will,  at  the  request  of  the  lessee, 
make  such  lawful  issue,  and  reissue  in  renewal,  of  bonds  or  of  stock,  or  both,  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  necessary  and  proper  to  be  issued  ;  and  that  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  lessee  it  will  execute  mortgages  of  said  demised  premises  or  any  part 
thereof  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  such  bonds  ;  and 
that  it  will  not  issue  any  stock  or  bonds,  or  ci'eate  any  indebtedness  or  lien  upon 
said  demised  premises  or  property,  except  under  and  in  accordance  with  the 
directions,  or  by  the  previous  written  consent,  of  the  lessee. 

And  the  lessor  hereby  makes,  constitutes,  and  appoints  the  lessee  its  true  and 
sufficient  and  lawful  attorney  from  time  to  time,  to  bargain  and  sell,  with  the 
assent  of  the  directors  of  the  lessor,  lands  and  structures  of  the  lessor  on  such 
terms  as  to  the  lessee  shall  seem  meet,  and  hereby  authorizes  the  lessee,  in  the 
name  of  the  lessor,  to  make,  execute,  acknowledge,  and  deliver  good  and  suffi- 
cient deeds  and  conveyances  of  all  the  right,  title,  and  interest  of  the  lessor  so 
bargained  and  sold  in  and  to  the  same  ;  the  lessor  agreeing,  whenever  thereto  re- 
quested by  the  lessee,  and  upon  reasonable  notice,  to  affix  its  corporate  seal  to 
such  deeds  and  conveyances  ;  and  the  lessee  covenants  and  agrees  that  other 
lands  and  structures  of  equal  value  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  lessor  in  lieu  of  any 
lands  or  structures  so  sold  and  conveyed  ;  all  property  so  acquired  to  become  a 
part  of  the  demised  premises. 

And  the  lessor  covenants  that  it  will  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter,  upon  the 
reasonable  request  of  the  lessee,  make,  do,  and  execute,  or  cause  or  procure  to 
be  made,  done,  and  executed,  all  and  every  such  further  and  other  lawful  and 
reasonable  acts,  conveyances,  transfers,  assignments,  and  assurances  in  the  law, 
for  the  better  and  more  effectually  vesting  and  confirming  the  premises  and  prop- 
erty hereby  leased,  or  intended  so  to  be,  in  and  to  the  lessee,  as  by  the  lessee  shall 
be  reasonably  devised,  advised,  or  required. 

And  the  lessee  covenants  to  pay  as  rent  hereunder  to  each  holder  of  record 
of  the  preferred  stock  of  the  lessor  the  sum  of  one  dollar  on  each  of  his  shares  on 
the  last  secular  days  of  October,  February,  and  June  in  each  year  :  the  first  pay- 
ment 1o  be  made  on  the  last  secular  day  of  October,  1898. 

And  the  lessee  further  covenants  to  provide  for  the  payment  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  of  the  principal  of  all  funded  indebtedness  for  the  pay- 
ment of  which  the  lessor  may  be  legally  holden  and  of  all  indebtedness  secured 
by  any  mortgage  or  other  lien  upon  its  property  as  the  same  shall  from  time  to 
time  mature,  and  to  assume  and  pay  all  the  other  obligations  of  the  lessor  of 
every  name  and  nature  as  the  same  shall  from  time  to  time  fall  due,  and  to  keep 
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and  perform  all  and  singular  the  contracts  relating  to  said  demised  premises  and 
property  now  in  force  and  binding  on  the  lessor,  whether  arising  under  leases  or 
otherwise,  and  as  to  property  leased  to  the  lessor,  the  lessee  shall  be  subject  to 
the  leases  under  which  such  property  is  held. 

And  the  lessee  further  covenants  to  pay,  during  each  year  of  said  term,  all 
taxes,  rates,  charges,  and  assessments,  ordinary  and  extraordinary,  which  may 
be  lawfully  imposed  or  assessed  in  any  way  upon  the  lessor  or  lessee  with  refer- 
ence to  the  premises  and  property  hereby  demised,  the  capital  stock  of  the  lessor, 
its  indebtedness,  franchises,  and  revenues,  or  said  rental ;  said  payments  to  be 
made  to  the  authority  or  treasurer  entitled  by  law  to  receive  the  same,  whether 
Federal.  State,  or  municipal,  so  that  said  lessor  shall  be  saved  harmless,  during 
the  continuance  of  this  lease,  from  any  tax,  assessment,  or  charge  under  laws  or 
proceedings  made  or  authorized  by  the  United  States  or  any  state  or  municipality. 

Provided,  that  (1)  if  the  lessee  shall  at  any  time  fail  to  pay  the  interest  on  the 
lessor's  bonded  indebtedness  when  the  same  falls  due,  or  (2)  if  the  lessee  shall  fail 
for  thirty  days  to  make  any  payment  of  rent  as  above  stipulated,  or  (3)  if  the 
lessee  shall  fail  to  keep  or  perform  any  other  of  its  covenants  or  agreements  in  this 
lease  contained,  and  such  default  shall  continue  for  six  months  after  written  no- 
tice thereof  shall  have  been  given  by  the  lessor  to  the  lessee;  then,  and  in  either 
of  said  events,  this  lease  shall  expire  and  terminate,  at  the  option  of  the  lessor, 
and  the  lessor  may  thereupon  re-enter  upon  the  demised  premises,  and  the  same 
have  and  possess  as  of  its  former  estate  without  prejudice  to  its  right  of  action  for 
arrears  of  rent  or  breach  of  covenant.

And  the  lessee  covenants  that  it  will  operate  the  lessor's  said  railroads  and 
the  leased  railroads  of  the  lessor  as  required  by  all  legal  enactment  from  time  to 
time  in  force,  and  furnish  all  equipment,  in  addition  to  that  hereby  demised, 
which  may  be  necessary  for  such  operation,  and  maintain  said  demised  premises 
and  property  during  said  term  in  good  condition  and  up  to  its  present  standard  as 
a  railroad;  and  that  it  will  make  all  additions,  alterations,  improvements,  and 
betterments  which  may  be  necessary  or  proper  with  reference  to  the  premises 
and  property  hereby  leased;  and  that  all  lands,  structures,  improvements,  better- 
ments, and  renewals  so  added  to  or  made  upon  the  real  estate  hereby  demised 
shall  become  the  property  of  the  lessor,  and  a  part  of  the  demised  premises;  and 
that  at  the  expiration  of  this  lease,  whether  by  lapse  of  time  or  otherwise,  it  will 
deliver  to  the  lessor  possession  of  said  demised  premises,  and  leased  properties, 
rights,  franchises,  and  privileges,  together  with  any  and  all  additions  and  substi- 
tutions which  may  have  been  made  thereto  as  aforesaid,  and  will  also  return  or 
deliver,  in  lieu  of  the  personal  property  set  out  in  the  inventory  hereinafter  pro- 
vided to  be  made,  the  same  or  other  personal  property  of  similar  character,  value, 
and  uses,  and  appropriate  for  the  operation  of  the  lessor's  railroads. 

And  the  lessee  covenants  that  it  will  save  the  lessor  harmless  from  all  suits, 
costs,  damages,  and  expenses  by  reason  of  any  act  or  omission  of  the  less"e  in 
the  use  of  said  demised  premises,  under  this  lease;  and  will,  at  its  own  expense, 
defend  all  suits  pending  or  brought  against  the  lessor  and  pay  the  judgments 
therein  when  demanded  on  final  process;  and  that  it  will  during  said  term  make 
all  returns  required  by  the  laws  of  any  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  in  relation 
to  the  property  hereby  leased,  to  any  public  officer,  or  other  legal  authority;  and 
that,  should  any  returns  be  required  by  law  of  the  lessor  the  lessee  will  furnish, 
on  demand,  so  far  as  it  has  the  means,  all  information  necessary  therefor. 

And  the  parties  hereto  mutually  agree  that  an  inventory  and  appraisal  of  all 
the  personal  property  hereby  demised,  including  stocks  and  securities  held  by 
the  lessor,  shall  be  made  as  of  the  first  day  of  July,  1898,  by  representatives  of 
the  lessor  and  lessee,  or  in  case  of  disagreement  as  to  any  item  or  items  by  a  third 
person  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  lessor  and  lessee. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  lessor  and  lessee  from  modifying, 
changing,  amending,  annulling,  or  cancelling  this  lease  by  mutual  agreement.

Important  Changes  during  the  Year. 

The  Housatonic  Railroad,  extending  from  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Line,  74.97  miles,  with  branches  of  15.15  miles,  has  been  merged 
in  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  and  a  certificate  to  that 
effect  was  filed  on  the  29th  day  of  March,  1898. 

Lease  taken  with  The  New  England  Railroad  Co.,  May  10,  1898,  for  ninety- 
nine  years,  beginning  the  first  day  of  July,  1898.  Also  lease  with  The  Shepaug, 
Litchfield  &  Northern  Railroad  Co.,  dated  May  2,  1898,  for  seventy-five  years 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  1898. 

The  Housatonic  Railroad  consolidated  its  mortgage  debt  of  $3,000,000,  be 
coming  an  obligation  of  this  Company  and  the  construction  account  added  to 
that  of  this  Company. 

There  were  issued  210  shares  of  stock  to  complete  the  exchange  of  Housa- 
tonic Railroad  Co.  stock. 

Housatonic  Railroad  Co.  bonds  $3,000,000  assumed. 

There  was  a  further  issue  of  debentures  to  the  amount  of  $1,000,000.  Said 
debentures  are  dated  March  1,  1897,  to  mature  fifty  years  from  that  date,  and 
bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  March  1st  and 
September  1st  of  each  year. 

There  were  sold  during  the  year  bonds  of  the  New  England  R.  R.  Co.  of  the 
par  value  of  $3,000,000. 


Contracts,  Agreements,  Etc. 

The  Adams  Express  Co.  operates  over  the  road;  the  compensation  is  a  per- 
centage of  the  gross  earnings. 

The  mail  service  is  performed  in  accordance  with  Acts  of  the  Congress,  and 
for  the  compensation  fixed  by  the  Post-office  Department. 

Sleeping,  parlor,  and  buffet  cars  are  owned  and  operated  by  this  Company. 

Joint  lines  are  operated  in  connection  with  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  of 
both  parlor  and  sleeping  cars,  each  road  furnishing  its  quota,  based  on  mileage. 
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Contracts,  Agreements,  Etc. —  Continued. 

Joint  line  of  parlor  cars  is  operated  in  connection  with  the  New  England 
Railroad,  each  road  furnishing  its  quota  of  cars. 

Pullman  sleepers  and  parlor  cars  are  operated  between  Boston  and  Harlem 
River,  filling  joint  lines  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  between  Boston,  Phila- 
delphia, and  Washington. 

Pullman  cars  are  operated  on  the  Old  Colony  System  under  contract. 

Two  dining  cars  are  operated  between  Boston  and  New  London,  owned  and 
leased  by  this  Company. 

The  Company  has  arrangements  with  its  connections  for  the  interchange  of 
freight  and  passengers,  whereby  it  receives,  in  some  cases,  its  local  rates,  and  in 
other  cases  a  proportion  of  the  through  rates,  based  on  the  relative  mileage. 
There  is  also  a  contract  (to  which  this  Company  is  a  party)  between  the  rail  and 
water  transportation  lines  between  New  York  and  Boston,  which  regulates 
passenger  and  freight  rates. 

Contract  with  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  for  the  transaction  of 
the  telegraph  business,  under  which  the  Railroad  Company  urnishes  operators 
at  stations,  carries  telegraph  material,  etc.,  and  receives  a  proportion  of  the  gross 
receipts.  Also  contract  with  the  Connecticut  River  Telegraph  Co.,  covering  the 
Valley  Division  from  Hartford  to  Saybrook  Point.  The  Railroad  Company  to 
furnish  operators,  carry  material,  etc.,  and  Telegraph  Co.  to  transmit  Railroad 
Co.  messages. 

Contracts  with  the  Southern  New  England  Telephone  Co.,  The  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Co.,  the  Providence  Telephone  Co.,  the  West  Chester 
Telephone  Co.,  and  the  Metropolitan  Telephone  Co.,  for  exchange  service  with 
the  usual  terms  granted  to  railroad  companies.

Sec  2.      Whenever  any  railway  company  shall  have  incorporated 
been  chartered  by  the  general  assembly  of  this  state  company  before 
for  the  purpose  of   operating  street  railways   in  any  ^0°^^?^  ^av 
town,  city,  or  borough,  or  whenever  any  such  corpora-  additional

changes,  if  any,  as  are  proposed  to  be  made  in  any 
street  or  highway,  the  kind  and  quality  of  track  to  be 
used  and  the  method  of  laying  the  same,  the  motive 
power  to  be  used  in  propelling  its  cars,  and  the  method 
and  manner  of  applying  the  same,  which  said  plan  shall

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Every  such,  railway  company  shall,  at  its  own  expense, 
comply  with  and  carry  out  such  orders  forthwith,  and, 
in  case  of  its  failure  so  to  do,  such  town,  city,  or  bor- 
ough may  carry  out  said  orders  and  recover  the  expense 
thereof  from  such  company  in  an  action  on  this  statute; 
or  may  proceed  by  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  such 
railway  company,  at  its  own  expense,  to  comply  with 
and  carry  out  such  orders;  provided,  however,  that  except 
in  the  case  of  bridges,  terminals,  curves  in  turning

I.  The  medal  consists  of  a  clasp  and  a  pendant :  the  clasp  the  design  of  an  eagle 
with  -wings  spread,  standing  on  an  oblong  flat  bar,  bearing  in  numbers  and  block  letters 
the  term  and  the  word  "  YEARS."  The  pendant  a  military  cross  with  arms  of  equal  length, 
a  wreath  of  laurel  showing  between  the  arms  and  sunk  below  the  surface,  a  garter  in 
relief  on  the  face  and  bearing  in  block  letters  the  words  "FAITHFUL  SERVICE,  C.  N.  G.,'' 
and  within  the  garter  on  a  raised  convex  field  the  arms  of  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

II.  The  medal  for  ten  years'  service  shall  be  of  statuary  bronze ;  for  fifteen  years, 
the  clasp  of  sterling  silver  and  the  pendant  of  bronze  ;  for  twenty  years,  the  clasp  of 
eighteen  carat  gold  and  the  pendant  of  bronze  ;  for  twenty-five  years,  the  same  as  for 
twenty  with  authority  to  recipient  to  have  the  pendant  made  of  gold  at  his  own  expense. 

III.  The  medal  shall  be  worn  suspended  by  a  ribbon  from  the  neck  and  in  front  of 
and  just  below  the  throat  of  wearer. 

IV.  The  Long  Service  Medal  shall  be  awarded  in  each  instance  by  the  Adjutant- 
General  of  the  State  only  on  approved  application  therefor  made  by  the  one  entitled  to 
receive  it  and  forwarded  to  headquarters  with  requisition  on  the  Quartermaster-General 
for  same  through  regular  channels ;  the  applicant  will  state  his  full  name,  rank,  the 
organization  of  which  he  is  a  member,  service  in  detail  and  total  service  in  years.  Total 
service  in  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  shall  determine  the  right  to  the  award,  and 
such  service  need  not  be  continuous.  The  periods  of  total  service  for  which  a  medal 
shall  be  granted  are  for  ten,  fifteen,  twenty,  and  twenty-five  years  respectively. 

V.  The  right  of  a  member  of  the  C.  N.  G.  to  receive  the  award  of  a  long  service 
medal  shall  be  forfeited  by  a  reduction  in  grade  for  cause,  by  a  dishonorable  discharge, 
by  sentence  and  punishment  by  a  court  martial  for  any  offense  against  military  discipline. 

VI.  The  medals  shall  be  numbered  consecutively  and  each  shall  have  displayed  on 
its  back  the  number,  and  also  the  name  and  rank  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  awarded. 
A  record  shall  be  kept  in  the  Adjutant-General's  office  of  the  name  of  each  person  and 
the  number  of  the  medal  awarded  to  him.  When  a  person  who  has  received  a  medal 
shall  become  entitled  to  one  for  the  next  higher  grade,  the  old  clasp  shall  be  turned  in.

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  this 
department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1898. 

ORGANIZATION. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  the  Connecticut  National  Guard 
except  such  as  have  been  occasioned  by  the  war  between  the 
United  States  and  Spain. 

Previous  to  the  actual  declaration  of  war,  all  of  our  organiza- 
tions tendered  their  services  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  for  any 
duty  the  President  of  the  United  States  might  require  of  them. 
It  was  considered  best  to  send  regiments  as  called  for  by  the 
President,  according  to  seniority  of  their  Colonels.  Consequently 
the  First  Regiment  was  named  under  the  first  call  for  troops  with 
Battery  A,  Light  Artillery.  Company  K,  Fourth  Regiment,  was  re- 
organized and  designated  Battery  B,  and  a  new  company  recruited 
and  added  to  the  National,  Guard,  which  was  designated  Battery  C. 
Under  the  second  call  the  Third  Regiment  responded,  and  four 
companies  were  added  to  it,  three  from  the  Fourth  Regiment  and 
one  of  new  recruits;  the  regiment  being  composed  when  mustered 
into  the  United  States  service  of  twelve  (12)  companies,  making  an 
aggregate  membership  of  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
six  (1,326)  men,  including  officers. 

The  First  Regiment  and  Batteries  A,  B,  and  C  are  either  mus- 
tered out  of  the  United  States  service  or  on  furlough  prior  to 
muster-out.  The  Third  Regiment  is  still  in  service  and  stationed 
at  Camp  Meade,  Middletown,  Pa. 
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SPRING  PARADES,   1898. 

Under  General  Orders  No.  12,  A.-G.  O.,  dated  May  16,  1898, 
the  several  organizations  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  not  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States  were  ordered  to  parade  for  one  day 
during  the  month  of  May  in  their  respective  towns  for  rifle  practice 
and  drill.  For  a  detailed  report  of  these  field  days  you  are  respect- 
fully referred  to  reports  of  Field  Officers  who  were  appointed  to 
inspect  and  report  on  drills  prescribed. 

WAR    WITH    SPAIN. 

Under  date  of  April  28,  1898,  a  communication  was  received 
by  this  department  from  the  Secretary  of  War  relative  to  the  first 
call  for  troops  following  the  President's  proclamation  for  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  (125,000)  men,  from  which  an 
extract  is  herewith  submitted: 

' '  I  have  the  honor  to  request  you  to  provide  from  your  state  the  quota  of  volun- 
teers as  follows:  One  regiment  of  infantry,  1  light  battery,  and  two  heavy  batteries 
to  serve  in  the  arms  of  service  designated,  for  the  period  of  two  years  unless  sooner 
discharged.  Attached  will  be  found  a  statement  showing  the  organization  for 
artillery  and  infantry.     The  rendezvous  for  your  state  will  be  Niantic. 

"The  composition  of  organization  required  for  quota  was  as  follows:  Light 
battery,  125,  officers  inclusive.  Heavy  battery,  150,  officers  inclusive.  Infantry 
companies,  84  maximum,  officers  inclusive.  Field,  staff,  and  non-commissioned 
staff,  18." 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
General  Orders  No.  6,  under  date  of  April  22,  1898,  was  at  once 
issued  from  this  department  increasing  the  maximum  strength  for 
companies  of  infantry,  to  eighty-four  (84)  men,  officers  inclusive. 

General  Orders  No.  7,  under  date  of  April  27th,  directed  com- 
mandants of  organizations  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Naval  Battalion,  to  turn  in  to  the  Quar- 
termaster-General's Department,  Arsenal,  Hartford,  Conn.,  all  the 
dress  coats  and  helmets  in  their  possession,  as  it  was  assumed 
there  would  be  no  use  for  the  same  during  the  war. 

General  Orders  No.  8,  under  date  of  April  30th,  constituted  the 
State  Military  Rendezvous  at  Niantic  a  military  post,  under  the 
command  of  Brigadier-General  George  Haven,  Adjutant-General. 
It  also  directed  Colonel  Charles  L.  Burdett,  commanding  First 
Regiment,  Infantry,  and  Capt.  Barlow  S.  Honce,  commanding 
Battery  A,  Light  Artillery,  C.  N.  G.,  to  assemble  their  respective 
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commands  at  the  Military  Rendezvous  May   4th,  preparatory  to 
muster  into  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

General  Orders  No.  9,  under  date  of  May  6th,  named  the  Mili- 
tary Post  at  Niantic,  Conn.,  Camp  Haven,  in  honor  of  the  Adjutant- 
General. 

General  Orders  No.  10,  under  date  of  May  7th,  authorized  the 
addition  of  two  batteries  of  artillery  to  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard,  by  the  re-organization  of  Co.  K,  Fourth  Regiment,  desig- 
nated Battery  B,  and  the  new  company  recruited  by  Lieut. -Col. 
Francis  G.  Beach,  A.  A.-G.,  Brigade  C.  N.  G.,  designated  Battery  C. 

General  Orders  No.  11,  under  date  of  May  nth,  appointed 
officers  of  the  National  Guard  in  the  Connecticut  Volunteers, 
with  rank  from  date  of  muster  into  the  United  States  service, 
added  a  third  platoon  to  Battery  A,  Light  Artillery,  and  granted 
leave  of  absence  for  the  commissioned  officers  and  furloughs  to 
the  enlisted  men  of  the  First  Regiment  and  Battery  A,  during 
their  term  of   service  in  the  volunteer  army  of  the  United  States. 

Special  Orders  Nos.  66  and  70  directed  Capt.  Fred.  J.  Breckbill 
to  assemble  his  command  at  State  Military  Rendezvous  May  4th, 
Lieut. -Col.  Francis  G.  Beach,  A.  A.-G.,  to  assemble  his  recruits  at 
the  same  place,  May  7th. 

The  third  platoon  mentioned,  added  to  Battery  A,  Light,  was  com- 
posed of  young  men  from  Yale  College,  and  Herbert  T.  Weston, 
one  of  their  number,  was  appointed  a  Lieutenant  to  command  it. 

Prior  to  the  call  of  the  President,  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard  consisted  of  thirty-seven  (37)  infantry  companies  with  a 
maximum  strength  each  of  sixty-eight  (68)  men,  officers  inclusive; 
one  light  battery  consisting  of  two  platoons  with  a  maximum 
strength  of  eighty-seven  (87);  machine-gun  battery  of  four  sec- 
tions, ten  (10)  men  each;  a  signal  corps  consisting  of  four  sections, 
ten  (10)  men  each;  and  a  Naval  Battalion  consisting  of  two  line 
and  one  engineer  division,  making  in  all  one  hundred  and  sixty-six 
(166)  men,  officers  inclusive,  all  under  the  command  of  a  Brigadier- 
General.  The  total  strength  of  the  Brigade  was  two  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-two  (2,862). 

The  executive  department  at  this  time  found  itself  in  a 
peculiarly  embarrassing  position  on  account  of  there  being  no  fund 
for  military  purposes.  The  General  Assembly  at  its  session  of 
1897  passed  a  law  making  a  specific  appropriation  for  military  pur- 
poses but  classifying  the  same  so  that  no  balance  could  be  diverted 
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from  the  object  so  classified  into  other  channels,  and  all  the  unex- 
pended money  was  required  to  be  turned  back  into  the  state 
treasury  at  the  close  of  the  two  fiscal  years,  and,  as  a  result,  there 
was  but  a  very  small  amount  of  money  of  said  appropriation  that 
could  be  utilized  for  arming,  uniforming,  equipping,  and  paying 
the  troops. 

The  State  Board  of  Control,  of  which  you  were  the  Chairman 
upon  my  recommendation,  and  your  approval  as  Commander-in- 
Chief,  created  a  fund  for  the  purchase  of  articles  required. 

First  Lieutenant  Hamilton  Rowan,  U.  S.  A.,  was  designated  by 
the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Army  as  mustering  officer  of  the 
several  organizations  called  for  from  Connecticut  and  in  com- 
pliance with  orders,  reported  to  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

Each  commandant  of  the  four  regiments,  C.  N.  G.,  was 
urgent  in  his  claim  that  the  several  commands  should  have  the 
honor  to  be  first  in  the  field  in  response  to  the  call  for  troops. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  matter,  your  Excellency 
decided  that  the  First  Regiment,  Colonel  Charles  L.  Burdett 
commanding,  by  seniority  in  rank  of  its  commanding  officer, 
should  be  the  first  to  be  called  out,  and  said  decision  is  embodied 
in  the  following  communication.

Chief,  is  hereby  confirmed. 

It  is  understood  that  the  selection  of  the  First  Regiment  is  based  on  the  fact 
that  the  regiment  will  report  for  duty  with  numbers,  as  per  your  report  of  yesterday 
to  the  Adjutant-General.

The  First  Regiment,  Battery  A,  Light,  and  Battery  B,  reported 
to  me  May  4th,  at  about  5.40  p.  m.,  at  Camp  Haven,  State  Military 
Rendezvous,  Niantic,  Conn.,  the  morning  report  for  the  day  show- 
ing practically  100  per  cent,  present.     Vacancies  had  been  left  in 
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some  companies  by  the  enlistment  of  band  and  hospital  corps 
which  had  to  be  taken  from  the  strength  of  the  organizations. 

It  was  understood  that  the  medical  examinations  of  the  men 
should  begin  on  the  morning  of  May  5th,  but  the  weather  was  so 
unfavorable,  it  being  damp  and  cold,  I  concluded  to  put  a  stove  in 
one  of  the  mess-houses,  so  that  the  danger  from  colds  and  possible 
pneumonia  would  be  reduced  to  the  minimum.  At  two  o'clock 
p.  m.,  the  surgeons  began  their  medical  examinations,  which  were 
made  as  fast  as  possible  until  completion. 

Nine  companies  of  the  First  Regiment  were  rnustered  into  the 
United  States'  service  on  May  17th,  the  remaining  companies  and 
batteries  being  mustered  on  the  following  day. 

The  surgeon's  very  strict  examination  resulted  in  a  decrease  of 
20  per  cent,  in  the  membership  of  the  different  organizations. 
This  deficiency  had  to  be  made  up  by  new  recruits. 

The  interval  between  arrival  in  camp  and  final  muster  into  the 
United  States  service  was  fully  occupied  in  drills.  Recruits  were 
constantly  being  brought  in  to  take  the  place  of  those  rejected  by 
the  surgeons,  and  squads  at  drill  were  to  be  seen  at  almost  any  hour 
of  the  day.  In  addition  thereto,  battalion  and  regimental  drills,  also 
drills  in  extended  order,  and  battle  exercises  were  held  frequently. 

Brigadier-General  Albert  P.  Day,  Commissary-General,  under 
your  direction  attended  to  the  very  responsible  duties  of  the  sub- 
sistence department.  The  troops  were  supplied  with  food  upon 
their  arrival,  and  very  little  complaint  was  heard.  The  experience 
of  cooking  their  own  rations  was  a  novelty  as  well  as  a  success. 

It  has  been  said  that  Connecticut  was  slow  in  getting  her  first 
quota  of  troops  ready,  but  it  was  not  considered  wise  to  follow  the 
example  of  one  State  which  fairly  jumped  her  men  into  camp  with 
nothing  to  protect  them  from  the  inclemency  of  the  weather.  Act- 
ing under  your  instructions,  I  was  determined  that  ample  provision 
for  shelter  and  subsistence  should  be  made  for  the  Connecticut 
troops  before  going  into  camp;  regard  for  the  health  of  the  men 
unaccustomed  to  exposure  being  of  primary  importance  compared 
to  that  of  trying  to  make  a  record  by  promptness  in  mobilizing 
troops.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  the  time  expended  in  exam- 
ination and  muster  had  no  bearing  on  the  final  disposition  of  our 
quota  under  the  first  call,  as  this  department  knew  that  the  entire 
quota  was  assigned  to  coast  defense  as  early  as  May  8th. 

The  fact  that  the  members  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard 
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were  enlisted  in  the  State  service  for  a  period  of  three  years,  and 
re-enlistment  for  a  period  of  two  years,  retarded  the  work  of  mobil- 
ization to  some  extent.  The  following  is  quoted  from  the  militia 
law  : 

"  The  active  militia  ....  shall  first  be  called  out  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  on  all  occasions  for  military  service,  and  may  by  him  be  turned  over  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  on  requisition  by  the  President,  for  service  without  the 
State,  not  exceeding  three  months  in  any  one  year." 

Many  of  the  enlisted  men  were  occupying  lucrative  positions,  with 
fair  or  good  salaries.  They  had  been  promised  by  their  employers 
leave  of  absence  for  the  three  months  prescribed  by  law,  but  to 
have  these  positions  retained  during  their  two  years'  service,  as 
required  by  the  Government,  could  not  be  expected.  On  this 
account  many  hesitated,  and  in  some  cases  refused,  to  enter  the 
United  States  service  for  two  years  for  the  small  sum  of  $15.60  per 
month.  I  believe  that  had  the  call  been  only  for  three  months, 
ninety-eight  (98)  per  cent,  of  the  National  Guard  would  have  re- 
sponded. Under  the  circumstances  much  recruiting  had  to  be 
done,  which  caused  delay.  Battery  A,  Light,  was  expanded  from 
eighty  (80)  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  (125)  men  ;  Battery  B, 
from  eighty-four  (84)  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  men,  and 
Battery  C,  recruited  entirely,  with  a  numerical  strength  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  (150)  men. 

The  Quartermaster-General's  Department  is  to  be  compli- 
mented on  the  promptness  with  which  it  met  all  requisitions  for 
equipments  and  transportation.  The  brigade  had  been  thorough- 
ly equipped  for  three  months'  service  with  the  exception  of  pon- 
chos, underwear,  and  shoes.  All  organizations  were  equipped  as 
rapidly  as  they  were  mobilized. 

I  was  actuated  by  a  desire  not  only  to  save  the  Connecticut 
troops  unnecessary  exposure,  but  tofurnish  them  good  food,  cloth- 
ing, and  equipments,  so  that  when  they  were  called  into  service 
they  might  be  a  credit  to  the  State.  Troops  from  some  States 
were  sent  with  but  scanty  supply  of  necessary  equipments  ;  others 
found  themselves  minus  nearly  everything,  except,  perhaps,  the 
few  clothes  they  wore. 

As  a  result  of  the  work  above  mentioned  our  troops  were  mus- 
tered into  the  United  States  service,  uniformed,  armed,  and  equip- 
ped for  the  field,  and  prepared  to  fill  any  position  where  the  Gov- 
ernment saw  fit  to  place  them,  whether  at  the  front  or  elsewhere. 
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The  work  of  preparing  troops  for  the  field  takes  time,  and  it  is 
utterly  impossible  to  mobilize  troops  at  a  moment's  notice  and 
have  them  in  any  degree  prepared  for  service. 

While  our  officers  were  fairly  competent  in  tactical  maneuvers, 
they  were  totally  inexperienced  in  caring  for  their  men  in  the  field, 
so  that  it  was  necessary  that  some  officer  of  the  army  who  had 
seen  field  service  should  be  assigned  to  each  regiment.  With  this 
in  view,  application  was  made  to  the  War  Department  for  Captain 
Andrew  G.  Hammond  of  the  8th  United  States  Cavalry,  then 
stationed  at  the  Cavalry  and  Infantry  School,  Fort  Leavenworth, 
Kansas.  Captain  Hammond  was  given  leave  of  absence  from  the 
army  and  immediately  appointed  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  ist 
regiment.  Colonel  Hammond  is  a  native  of  Connecticut,  and 
was  appointed  to  West  Point  from  the  First  Congressional  district. 

The  aggregate  strength  of  organizations  mustered  into  the 
United  States  service  under  the  first  call  was  as  follows  : 

First  Regiment  C.  V.  Infantry,  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight 
(848)  men,  officers  inclusive. 

First  Regiment  C.  V.  Artillery,  four  hundred  and  thirteen  (413) 
men,  officers  inclusive. 

Making  a  total  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-one 
(1,261)  men,  officers  inclusive. 

There  was  issued  to  the  organizations  by  the  State,  tentage, 
cooking  outfits,  mess  outfits,  medical  stores,  and  full  set  of  hospi- 
tal equipments.  The  State  also  furnished  each  commissioned 
officer  with  a  Colt's  revolver. 

All  of  the  supplies  were  in  first-class  condition,  most  of  them 
new,  with  the  exception  of  the  tentage.  It  was  a  source  of  regret 
to  the  military  authorities  that  the  tentage  was  not  in  as  good 
condition  as  the  other  equipments.  Under  ordinary  circumstances 
the  same  would  have  answered  for  half  a  dozen  more  encampments 
of  the  National  Guard,  but  the  weather  conditions  during  the  time 
the  organizations  were  in  camp  were  exceptionally  bad,  with  con- 
stant rain  and  snow.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  tentage  never  ex- 
perienced such  a  strain.  New  tentage  would  have  mildewed  and 
deteriorated  rapidly  under  such  usage,  and,  to  make  the  matter 
worse,  it  was  utterly  impossible  at  this  time  for  the  State  to  buy  a 
yard  of  canvas,  as  everything  in  that  line  had  been  promptly 
secured  on  account  of  the  great  demand. 
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The  following  telegram  from  the  Secretary  of  War  is  itself  ex- 
planatory of  the  needs  of  the  Government  :

Washington,  D.  C,  May  5,  1898. 
To  the  Governor  of  Connecticut  : 

Kindly  inform  me  number  and  kind  of  tents  you  can  loan  or  sell  to  Quarter- 
master's Department,  with  a  view  to  their  immediate  use  by  the  volunteers  now  being 
mustered  in.  The  question  of  compensation  for  this  property  will  be  made  by  this 
office  on  terms  of  equity.     Give  us  all  possible.

In  response  to  this  telegram,  tents  were  furnished  by  the  State, 
and  the  Government  was  charged  with  a  fair  valuation  for  the 
same.

MATION  OF  MAY  25,   1898. 
The  following  telegram  was   received  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment, Washington,  D.  C,  under  date  of  May  28,  1898:

It  is  estimated  that  about  490  enlisted  men  will  be  needed  to  till  to  the  maxi- 
mum the  organizations  already  in  service  from  your  State.

The  State  furnished  the  same  strictly 
in  accordance  with  your  order.  Please  explain  our  "estimated  deficit  of  400." 
Wire  immediately.

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A  reply  was  received  from  the  War  Department,  May  29,  1898, 
to  the  above  telegram  as  follows: 

(Copy.) 

To  the  Governor  of  Connecticut : 

Under  first  call  for  125,000  men,  it  was  contemplated  that  the  number  of  orig- 
inal organizations  called  for  should  have  the  maximum  strength  stated  below,  but 
on  account  of  additional  organizations  having  to  be  accepted,  this  maximum  had  to 
be  reduced  to  81  enlisted  men  per  company.     The  maximum  above  contemplated  is 

106  enlisted  men  per  company  of  infantry,  100  per  troop  of  cavalry,  173  per  light 
battery,  200  per  heavy  battery,  1,326  of  all  grades  per  regiment  of  infantry,  consist- 
ing of  three  battalions  of  four  companies  each.  Secretary  of  War  bids  me  to  say 
it  is  now  the  wish  of  the  President  to  apply,  in  accordance  with  the  law,  so' much 
of  second  call  for  75,000  as  may  be  necessary  to  fill  organizations  already  in  service 
from  your  State  to  the  maximum  strength  just  stated.  The  Secretary  of  War  bids 
me  say  that  recruiting  officers  will  be  detailed  to  make  and  superintend,  under  army 
regulations,  enlistments'  for  this  purpose  of  the  number  of  men  wired  you  May 
27th.  Please  name  one  or  more  competent  field  officers  of  the  regiment  already  in 
service  from  your  State  to  be  detailed  under  orders  from  War  Department  for  this 
duty.  H.  C.  CORBIN,

It  is  proper  to  state,  in  order  to  make  the  conditions  clear, 
that  the  requirements,  as  embodied  in  the  second  telegram,  neces- 
sitated that  the  ten  (10)  companies  in  the  First  Regiment  Infantry 
should  be  expanded  from  eighty-four  (84)  to  one  hundred  and 
six  (106)  men  per  company,  and  two  companies  added  with  one 
hundred  and  six  (106)  men  each  ;  Battery  A,  Light,  First  Regi- 
ment, Artillery,  be  expanded  from  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
(125)  to  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  (173),  and  Batteries  B  and 
C  of  the  same  should  be  expanded  from  one  hundred  and  fifty 
(150)  to  two  hundred  (200)  each,  making  in  all  five  hundred  and 
eighty  (580)  additional  troops  (which  were  furnished),  leaving  a 
balance  of  three  hundred  and  eighty  (380)  due  the  government. 
This  result  was  accomplished  by  recruiting  Company  G,  Fourth 
Regiment,  commanded  by  Captain  Vincent  M.  King  of  Danbury,  to 
its  maximum  strength  and  adding  it  to  the  First  Regiment. 
(Special  Orders  No.  105,  A.-G.  O.,  June  20,  189S.)  In  Special 
Orders  No.  125,  A.-G.  O.,  July  6,  1898,  said  company  was  designated 
Company  M,  First  Regiment,  C.  V.  I. 

Special  Orders  No.  124,  A.-G.  O.,  July  5,  1898,  attached  the  mili- 
tary organization  of  one  hundred  and  nine  (109)  men,  officers 
inclusive,  recruited  by  Captain  Charles  B.  Bowen,  retired,  of  Meri- 
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den,  to  the  First  Regiment,  C.  V.  I.,  and  designated  trie  same 
Company  L. 

Your  tender  of  the  Third  Regiment  of  twelve  (12)  companies 
of  one  hundred  and  six  (106)  men  each,  which  was  finally  accepted 
and  mustered,  left  to  the  credit  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  nine 
hundred  and  forty-six  (946)  men  in  excess  of  quota  under  both 
calls. 

Under  date  of  May  6,  1898,  you  tendered  the  Third  Regiment 
in  the  following  communication:

Under  the  President's  second  call,  May  twenty-fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  after  filling  to  the  maximum  the  organizations  already  in  U.  S.  service 
from  your  State,  you  are  requested  to  furnish  one  regiment  of  infantry,  consisting 
of  one  colonel,  one  lieut. -colonel,  two  majors,  one  adjutant  (extra  lieutenant),  one 
quartermaster  (extra  lieutenant),  one  surgeon,  two  assistant  surgeons  (first  lieuten- 
ants), one  chaplain,  one  sergeant  major,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  one  chief  mu- 
sician, two  principal  musicians,  three  hospital  stewards,  and  twelve  companies,  each 
to  consist  of  one  captain,  one  first  lieutenant,  one  second  lieutenant,  one  first  ser- 
geant, one  quartermaster-sergeant,  four  sergeants,  twelve  corporals,  two  musicians, 
one  artificer,  one  wagoner,  and  eighty- four  privates,  maximum,  and  seventy-eight 
minimum. 

The  mustering  officer,  Capt.  J.  M.  Thompson,  at  New  Haven,  has  been  di- 
rected to  confer  with  your  representative  concerning  details  affecting  comfort, 
shelter,  subsistence  of  organizations,  and  the  order  in  which  they  should  be  mobil- 
ized for  muster.  To  save  expense  and  for  other  reasons  that  will  occur  to  you,  it  is 
suggested  that  preliminary  physical  examinations  be  made  of  men  before  they  are 
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taken  from  their  homes.  Blanks  must  be  mailed  to  Adjutant-General  of  State. 
You  are  requested  to  constitute  a  board  of  three  reputable  physicians  for  the  pur- 
pose only  of  examining  the  regimental  medical  officers  nominated  by  you.  These 
physicians  to  receive  ten  dollars  per  day  and  traveling  expenses  to  place  of  meeting 
of  board  and  return.  The  regimental  medical  officers  will  then  be  mustered  into 
United  States  service  to  assist  mustering  officer  with  physical  examination  of  men. 
The  recruitment  for  the  old  companies  will  be  conducted  by  the  officers  now  in  the 
field,  and  under  orders  from  this  office.

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing,  General  Orders  No.  16, 
A.-G.  O.,  June  20,  1898,  was  issued  appointing  Brigadier-General 
Albert  W.  Phillips,  Surgeon-General,  and  Doctors  Nelson  and 
Graves  of  New  London,  such  a  Board,  to  convene  at  the  Third 
Regiment  Armory,  Tuesday,  June  21st,  to  examine  the  Surgeon 
and  Assistant  Surgeons  of  the  Third  Regiment,  and  report  to 
Major  J.  M.  Thompson,  U.  S.  mustering  officer. 

In  pursuance  with  Special  Orders  Nos.  106  and  108,  A.-G.  O., 
June  20-21,  the  Third  Regiment  was  assembled  at  Niantic,  State 
Military  Rendezvous,  June  22d-23d. 

The  number  of  companies  per  regiment  required  by  the  Gov- 
ernment being  twelve  (12),  and  the  Third  Regiment  having  only 
eight  (8),  the  number  was  increased  in  accordance  with  the  follow- 
ing Special  Orders  :

Capt.  Alexander  Rodgers,  U.  S.  A.,  was  appointed  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  of  the  Third  Regiment,  C.  V.  I.,  and  Major  Gilbert  L. 
Fitch  of  the  Fourth  Regiment,  was  appointed  Major  of  the  Third 
Regiment,  C.  N.  G. 

The  examination  and  muster  of  the  above  organizations  began 
June  22d  and  ended  July  6th  (14  days).  The  same  difficulty  was. 
experienced  in  medical  examination  with  this  regiment  as  with  the 
previous  organizations  of  the  C.  N.  G.,  twenty  (20)  per  cent,  of  the 
recruits  failing  to  pass  the  medical  examination.  This,  together 
with  the  expansion  of  the  companies,  by  order  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, from  eighty-four  (84)  to  one  hundred  and  nine  (109)  men 
each,  necessitated  additional  recruiting.  The  regiment  numbered 
one  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  (1,277)  at  time  of 
muster,  forty-nine  (49)  men  short  of  strength  required  by  the 
Government,  which  were  afterwards  recruited  and  added  to  the 
several  companies,  making  an  aggregate  of  one  thousand  three 
hundred  and  twenty-six  (1,326)  men. 

This  regiment  was  held  at  Niantic  until  September  ioth,  when 
it  was  ordered  to  Camp  Meade,  Pennsylvania,  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment. 

Although  complaints  of  what  was  termed  tardiness  in  the 
muster  of  the  organizations  under  the  first  call  were  made,  and 
the  muster  of  the  Third  Regiment  under  the  second  call  was 
complimented  on  so-called  promptness,  as  a  matter  of  fact  there 
was  a  difference  of  but  little  over  one  day  in  length  of  time  of 
muster  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  of  the  First  and 
Third  Regiments.

NAVAL   MILITIA. 

Under  date  of  March  26,  1898,  a  communication  was  received 
from  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy  with  the  request  that 
this  Department  forward  to  Commander  Elmer,  U.  S.  N.,  the 
names  of  such  vessels  belonging  to  the  seaports  of  this  state  as 
could  be  most  readily  fitted  out  as  improvised  gun  vessels,  rams, 
or  torpedo  boats,  also  information  as  to  the  possibility  of  securing 
the  services  of  the  present  captains  and  crews. 

In    accordance  with   the    same,  Commander    Edward  G.  Buck- 
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land,  commanding  Naval  Battalion,  C.  N.  G.,  was  ordered  to  make 
a  detail  from  his  battalion  to  visit  the  seaport  towns  of  the  state 
and  harbors  where  vessels  had  been  laid  up  for  the  winter,  to 
inspect  and  make  out  a  complete  list  of  the  vessels  suitable  for  an 
auxiliary  naval  fleet.  His  report  was  forwarded  by  this  Depart- 
ment to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  April  i,  1898,  and  embraced  a 
report  of  the  yachts  Embla  and  Huntress,  the  only  two  craft  in 
Connecticut  suitable  for  topedo  boats,  besides  two  steel  tugs 
which  could  be  utilized,  but  there  was  nothing  available  for  gun- 
boats. In  said  report  was  also  a  list  of  smaller  craft,  ferry-boats, 
transports,  etc.

In  compliance  with  the  above  letter,  Commander  Buckland  was 
ordered  to  put  his  command  in  condition  for  immediate  service. 
The  Quartermaster-General  was  directed  to  supply  all  needed 
equipments. 

On  May  26th,  this  Department  received  a  communication  from 
the  Navy  Department  which  is  herewith  submitted.

Sir: 

The  consideration  of  the  value  to  the  country  at  large,  and  to  the  Navy  in 
particular,  of  a  naval  militia  in  case  of  war  was  based  upon  the  expectation  of  a 
body  of  well-drilled  officers  and  men  capable  of  being  taken  into  the  service  when 
wanted,  and  prepared  to  endure  the  regular  work  of  the  Navy  during  a  war,  the 
officers  and  men  being  taken  together. 

The  exigencies  of  the  present  war  have  demonstrated  that  insufficient  drill  has 
been  given  to  both  officers  jmd  men,  especially  of  the  Seaman  Branch  who  have  not 
had  previous  naval  training,  and  it  is  only  by  making  regular  enlistments  for  one 
year,  unless  sooner  discharged,  and  then  selecting  such  details  as  seem  best  suited  to 
the  wants  of  the  Department  that  the  greatest  efficiency  can  be  obtained. 

The  recent  passage  of  the  Auxiliary  Naval  Force  Joint  Resolution  now  gives  an 
opportunity  for  a  more  general  employment  of  the  Naval  Militia,  and  in  order  to 
secure  the  largest  number  of  men,  it  is  suggested  that  the  Adjutant-General  of  the 
different  states  be  instructed  to  rendezvous  their  Naval  Reserves  for  examination  and 
enlistment  of  such  as  may  be  found  qualified. 

The  officers  and  men  should  be  informed  that,  while  the  intention  is  that  their 
services  shall  be  used  as  far  as  practicable  for  necessary  coast  defense,  yet  inasmuch 
as  they  are  to  be  mustered  in,  to  receive  the  same  rank  and  pay  as  those  of  the 
regular  Navy,  they  must  be  prepared  in  case  of  special  emergency  to  serve  wherever 
the  Department  deems  their  presence  most  necessary. 

In  order  to  save  the  State  useless  expense,  and  the  men  unnecessary  loss  of  time, 
Rear  Admiral  Erben,  39  Whitehall  Street,  New  York  city,  will  be  instructed  to  arrange 
with  the  Adjutant-General  as  to  the  time  and  place  for  holding  examinations  and 
making  enlistments  of  those  who  may  volunteer  to  serve  under  the  above-mentioned 
conditions. 
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Those  passing  the  examinations,  physically  and  professionally,  shall  be  recom- 
mended for  the  appointment  to  the  grades,  or  enlisted  for  the  ratings,  for  which 
they  may  be  found  best  qualified,  and  when  mustered  into  the  service  they  will  be 
sent  to  the  nearest  receiving  ship,  or  station,  from  which  regular  details  can  be 
drawn  as  required,  which,  as  far  as  practicable,  will  be  made  up  of  men  from  the  same 
state  and  organization. 

In  this  manner  all  the  states'  Naval  Militia  can  be  utilized  and  the  same  oppor- 
tunities can  be  offered  to  all  alike.

INSTRUCTIONS   FOR   THE   ENLISTMENT   OF   AUXILIARY   NAVAL 

FORCE. 

i.     Officers  and  men  must  be  given  one  year's  leave  from  the  state  authorities. 

2.  At  the  top  of  the  first  and  main  sheets  of  the  Enlistment  Records  must  be 
noted  in  red  ink,  "  Auxiliary  Naval  Force." 

3.  The  enlistments  must  be  made  for  "one  year's  general  service  unless 
sooner  discharged,"  which  must  be  endorsed  with  red  ink  on  the  first  and  main 
sheets  of  the  Enlistment  Records. 

4.  On  the  same  sheets  must  also  be  noted,  "  Discharge  will  be  granted,  upon 
request,  provided  the  exigencies  of  the  service  will  permit." 

5.  Officers  must  be  examined  for  the  grades  to  which  they  may  be  appointed, 
for  one  year  if  successful,  and  according  to  the  duties  they  will  be  expected  to 
perform. 

6.  Men  will  be  examined  for  the  ratings  which  they  will  be  expected  to  hold, 
and  will  be  enlisted  according  to  Article  797,  Paragraphs  1  and  2,  Navy  Regula- 
tions, 1896.  Petty  officers  will  then  be  given  acting  appointments  by  their  com- 
manding officers. 

7.  Officers  and  men  will  be  examined  physically,  and  slight  disabilities  will  be 
waived,  taking  into  consideration  the  duties  to  be  performed.  Age  and  height 
limits  will  also  be  waived. 

8.  All  disabilities  waived  will  be  entered  on  the  Enlistment  Records,  or 
attached  to  the  appointment.  Respectfully,

In  regard  to  the  service  of  the  Naval  Militia,  you  are  respect- 
fully referred  to  the  report  of  Lieutenant  John  W.  Weeks,  U.  S.  N. 
In  this  report  Lieutenant  Weeks  speaks  very  highly  of  our  Naval 
Militia  and  considers  their  services  especially  meritorious,  as  said 
service  was  particularly  trying,  most  of  the  men  being  stationed 
on  a  recruiting  ship,  with  very  little  hope  of  seeing  active  service. 
Their  prompt  response  to  the  call  of  the  Government  is  worthy  of 
the  highest  commendation. 

One  lesson  derived  from  the  war  is,  that  all  of  our  Staff  De- 
partments are  top-heavy  with  rank  from  the  Governor's  Staff  down 
to  and  including  the  Regimental  Staff.  Some  of  our  Staff  Officers 
are  merely  ornamental  and  not  needed  by  the  service.  These  de- 
partments should  conform  to  those  of  the  army  in  rank  and 
members. 

An  important  lesson  is  the  necessity  of  a  more  thorough 
knowledge  on  the  part  of  commissioned  and  non-commissioned 
officers  of  what  is  termed  paper  work,  viz.:  forms  of  enlistments, 
applications,  discharge  papers,  muster-rolls,  pay-rolls,  requisitions, 
returns,  reports,  blanks,  etc.  Less  time  must  be  taken  in  the 
drills  and  more  attention  devoted  to  this  very  important  factor  of 
the  military  service.  It  is  impossible  for  this  department  to  con- 
form in  every  respect  to  the  blanks  used  in  the  United  States 
service,  as  the  conditions  of  service  in  the  field  and  in  our  National 
Guard  differ  somewhat,  but  it  is  recommended  that  our  books 
and  blanks  as  far  as  practicable  be  identical  with  those  used  by 
the  United  States  Army. 

MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 
It  is  very  evident  that  our  post  and  regimental  surgeons  have 
not   been    sufficiently    careful   in    their    examinations  of   recruits,

especially  in  the  important  matter  of  eyesight,  at  least  ten  (10) 
per  cent,  of  our  National  Guard  were  rejected  by  the  Army  Sur- 
geons for  poor  eyesight. 

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  CAMP  HAVEN. 

On  August  23,  1898,  General  Orders,  No.  19,  A.-G.  O.,  c.  s., 
directed  Brigadier-General  Russell  Frost,  commanding  Brigade 
Connecticut  National  Guard,  to  assemble  that  portion  of  his  com- 
mand not  in  the  United  States  service,  at  Camp  Haven,  State 
Military  Rendezvous,  Monday,  Sept.  12,  1898. 

The  fact  that  the  organizations  mustered  into  the  United  States 
service  had  rendezvoused  at  Camp  Haven,  and  that  at  date  of  the 
order  the  Third  Regiment,  one  thousand  three  hundred  and 
twenty-six  (1,326)  men,  was  encamped  there,  led  me  to  believe 
from  my  experience  in  the  Army  that  there  was  a  possibility  of 
the  camp  being  in  an  unsanitary  condition;  therefore  by  your 
direction  the  following  Special  Orders  were  issued:

I.  Brigadier-General  Albert  W.  Phillips,  Surgeon-General,  is  hereby  ordered 
to  repair  to  Camp  Haven,  State  Military  Rendezvous,  Niantic,  Conn.,  as  soon  as 
possible,  to  investigate  and  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  in  regard 
to  the  sanitary  condition  of  said  camp,  and  report  the  result  of  his  investigation  to 
this  office.

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing,  Surgeon-General  Albert  W. 
Phillips,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Wilbur  S.  Watson,  Medical  Director  of 
the  Brigade,  and  Doctor  C.  Purdy  Lindsley  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  made  a  careful  inspection  of  the  camp,  and  their  report  is 
herewith  submitted  :

Sir: 

In  obedience  to  Special  Orders  No.  155,  Adjutant-General's 
Office,  Professor  C.  A.  Lindsley,  M.D.,  of  New  Haven,  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  W.  S.  Watson,  Medical  Director,  and  myself  visited  Camp 
Haven,  State  Military  Rendezvous,  Niantic,  Conn.,  1st  Sept.,  1898, 
to  examine  into,  and  report  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  said 
camp. 

Presuming  our  examination  to  be  for  the  purpose  of  reporting 
the  fitness  or  unfitness  of  that  portion  of  the  camp  to  be  occupied 
by  the  State  National  Guard  as  a  camp  during  the  month,  we  ex- 
amined the  grounds,  drainage,  mess-houses,  and  sinks  with  that 
object  in  view,  and  beg  leave  to  make  a  favorable  report  in  every 
particular. 

The  first  requisition  for  a  healthy  camp  is  good  water  and 
plenty  of  it.  An  examination  of  samples  of  water  from  all  the 
wells  was  made  by  Professor  Smith,  in  May  last,  prior  to  the  oc- 
cupancy of  the  camp  by  the  First  Regiment;  its  condition  was 
found  to  be  good. 

Specimens  of  water  from  all  the  wells  within  the  limits  of  the 
camp  have  been  chemically  examined  within  a  week  by  Professor 
H.  E.  Smith,  M.D.,  State  Chemist,  and,  with  a  very  few  exceptions, 
have  been  found  affording  excellent  water.  Those  to  which  ex- 
ception were  taken  were  only  of  suspicious  character,  due  possibly 
to  soil  contaminations  about  the  mess-houses.  They  have  been 
designated  in  the  report,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  handles 
of  their  pumps  be  removed. 

A  large  drain-pipe  conveys  to  the  bay  all  waste  water  from  the 
vicinity  of  the  pumps,  at  the  companies  street,  thereby  preventing 
contamination  from  surface  drainage. 

The  soil,  conformation  of  surface,  pure  water,  good  drainage, 
and  the  surroundings  make  it  a  very  good  rendezvous  for  the  State. 

At  the  request  of  the  commanding  officers  of  the  troops  now  in 
camp,  on  a  portion  of  the  grounds,  we  made  a  thorough  inspection 
of  their  camp,  mess-houses,  kitchens,  sinks,  and  hospital,  and 
found  the  conditions  good.  We,  however,  beg  leave  to  recommend 
that,  in  addition  to  covering  the  deposits  in  the  sinks  with  earth,  a 
liberal  application  of  milk  of  lime  be  first  given  as  an  efficient  dis- 
infectant. 

We  examined  the  daily  sick  reports  and  found  the  number  of 
patients  that  have  been  in  hospital  since  June  22d,  to  be  sixty- 
five;  this  includes  accidents  as  well  as  sickness. 

Four  cases  of  mumps,  four  or  five  cases  of  malarial  fever  of  a 
severe   form,  one  fatal  case  of  lockjaw,  two  cases  of  typhoid  and 
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two  cases  of  suspected  typhoid  that  were  sent  to  their  homes  or 
the  general  hospital;  the  remaining  number  was  made  up  of  a 
variety  of  illnesses,  mostly  of  mild  diarrhea  disturbances. 

The  troops  are  often  given  practice  marches,  going  a  few  miles 
into  the  country,  that  they  may  be  the  better  able  to  endure  the 
fatigue  of  a  campaign  if  called  upon.  At  those  times  the  men 
drink  from  wells,  springs,  streams,  and  ponds;  they  also  visit  the 
village  of  Niantic  freely. 

There  being  no  indication  of  any  source  of  infection  on  the 
camp  grounds,  and  the  daily  opportunities  for  infection  outside 
the  limits  of  the  camp,  lead  irresistibly  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
typhoid  cases  contracted  the  disease  from  without  its  limits. 

This  opinion  is  strengthened  by  the  fagt  that  cases  of  typhoid 
now  exist  in  the  village  of  Niantic. 

From  the  22d  of  June  to  date,  there  have  been  in  the  State 
Military  Rendezvous  upwards  of  seventeen  hundred  men,  a  popu- 
lation equaling  that  of  many  large  villages.  That  the  sick  list  has 
been  so  small  is  quite  remarkable  and  reflects  credit  upon  officers 
and  men.

On  Sept.  ioth,  two  days  prior  to  camp,  Major  Thomas  F.  Rock- 
well, Surgeon  of  the  First  Regiment,  Connecticut  Volunteers,  In- 
fantry (which  had  arrived  in  camp  preparatory  to  being  mustered 
out  of  service),  telephoned  me  that  several  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
had  developed  in  his  regiment  since  its  arrival  in  camp,  and  he 
considered  it  unsafe  to  have  State  troops  come  into  camp 
under  existing  conditions.  I  immediately  communicated  with  your 
Excellency  and  the  Surgeon-General,  and  it  was  then  deemed  ad- 
visable to  postpone  the  National  Guard  Encampment.  In  Sep- 
tember in  company  with  your  Excellency  and  the  Surgeon-Gen- 
eral, I  visited  the  camp  and  thoroughly  inspected  it,  and  it  was 
unanimously  decided  that  it  would  be  almost  criminal  to  put  the 
National  Guard  into  the  State  camp  this  year.  By  your  direction 
orders  were  issued  that  on  account  of  sickness  of  an  infectious 
nature  existing  in  the  First  Regiment,  Connecticut  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, at  Camp  Haven,  it  was  the  decision  of  the  Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of  the  State  and  of  the  Surgeon  of  the  First  Regiment,  that  it 
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would  be  unwise  to  have  troops  go  into  camp  at  this  time,  and  you 
directed  that  the  encampment  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard 
be  postponed  until  further  orders. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  your  attention  is  called  to 
the  report  of  Colonel  Charles  L.  Burdett,  Commanding  First  Regt. 
C.  V.  Infantry,  together  with  statement  of  Dr.  Wolf,  also  reports 
of  Surgeon-General  Albert  W.  Phillips,  and  Prof.  Smith,  State 
Chemist,  regarding  sanitary  condition  of  camp  ground,  analysis 
of  water,  etc.

In  addition  to  the  above,  one  company  of  signal  men  was.  re- 
cruited from  our  Brigade  Signal  Corps  and  not  counted  on  our 
quota.     These  men  performed  their  duties  to   the  satisfaction  of 
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their  superior  officers  and  with  credit  to  the  State.  They  are 
still  in  the  service. 

None  of  our  troops  saw  service  at  the  front.  As  has  been 
stated,  it  was  understood  by  this  Department  that  the  Connecticut 
troops  would  not  be  sent  out  of  the  United  States,  as  it  was 
deemed  necessary  to  retain  them  for  the  protection  of  the  New 
England  sea-board.  At  one  time  considerable  criticism  was 
heaped  upon  the  administration  for  its  apparent  apathy  in  not 
urging  the  War  Department  to  order  the  Connecticut  troops  into 
active  service. 

The  following  letter  addressed  to  your  Excellency  should  cer- 
tainly silence  all  criticism  :

My  Dear  Governor: 

Replying  to  your  letter  of  the  22d  inst. ,  concerning  a  change  from  Connecticut 
to  some  point  nearer  the  seat  of  war  for  Light  Battery  A,  and  Heavy  Batteries  B 
and  C,  Connecticut  Volunteers,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  every  consider- 
ation will  be  given  your  request,  but  at  the  same  time  where  every  state  is  clamorous 
to  have  its  regiments  or  its  organizations  represented  at  the  front,  you  understand 
the  utter  impossibility  of  dealing  with  this  matter  in  a  way  to  accomplish  their  de- 
sires. This  department,  though  fully  appreciating  the  highly  commendable  and 
patriotic  zeal  of  all  the  organizations  of  the  army  and  their  earnest  desire  for  active 
duty,  must  still  reserve  to  itself  the  right  to  dispose  of  troops  according  to  its  con- 
ception of  what  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  service.

With  the  destruction  of  the  Spanish  fleet  under  command  of 
Admiral  Cervera  all  danger  to  our  seaboard  was  obviated,  and  the 
commandant  of  the  First  Regiment  was  ordered  to  assemble  the 
several  companies  of  his  command  at  Camp  Haven,  and  from  there 
they  were  transported  to  Camp  Alger,  Dunn  Loring,  Va. 

It  is  proper  to  add  that  but  one  of  the  New  England  States  had 
troops  in  active  service,  and  but  few  of  the  entire  sisterhood  of 
states  had  troops  at  Santiago,  the  only  battlefield  of  the  war 
with  the  exception  of  Manila.      The  fact  of  our  troops  not  being 
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called  to  the  front  does  not  detract  in  the  least  from  their  patriot- 
ism or  fidelity.  A  good  soldier  is  one  who  is  ready  to  obey  orders, 
to  do  duty  at  home,  in  camp,  or  on  the  battlefield.  Our  Connecti- 
cut troops  enlisted  with  the  expectation  of  going  anywhere  in  the 
United  States  or  foreign  countries,  if  ordered.  The  service  they 
performed,  consisting  of  a  monotonous  routine  of  camp  duty,  while 
termed  "  inactive,"  was  fraught  with  something  more  deadly  and 
insidious  than  a  Spanish  bullet,  and  that  was  typhoid  fever.  A 
number  of  them  succumbed  to  this  disease,  and  their  names  should 
be  imperishable  and  recorded  on  our  State  roll  of  honor  with  those 
who  died  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion. 

Statistics  show  that  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  four  men 
died  from  disease  where  one  died  from  the  enemy's  bullet,  and  it 
must  be  remembered  that  thousands  died  from  disease  in  the 
Chicahominy  swamps  before  Richmond;  thousands  died  in  Ander- 
sonville  prison,  and  history  simply  records  the  fact.  War  is 
horrible  in  any  phase,  and  a  soldier  who  battles  with  and  dies  from 
disease  is  entitled  to  just  as  much  glory  as  one  who  falls  facing  the 
enemy. 

Connecticut  should  be  prond  of  the  National  Guard.  Their 
promptness  to  respond  to  the  call  of  their  country  shows  that  the 
spirit  of  patriotism  and  loyalty  which  actuated  and  animated  their 
forefathers  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  War  of  1812,  and  the  War 
of  the  Rebellion  has  descended  to  the  present  generation,  and  his- 
tory will  record  that  Connecticut,  under  your  Excellency's  wise 
administration,  placed  in  the  field  in  a  little  over  sixty  days  more 
than  three  thousand  four  hundred  (3,400)  men  uniformed,  armed, 
equipped,  and  ready  for  service.  It  may  be  further  added  that 
one  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  (1,148)  of  this  number 
were  in  excess  of  quotas  called  for. 

SIGNAL   CORPS. 

The  Brigade  Signal  Corps,  C.  N.  G.,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Spanish-American  war,  had  a  national  reputation.  General  A.  W. 
Greeley,  Chief  Signal  Officer  of  the  Army,  was  anxious  that  they 
should  have  opportunity  for  active  service,  and  through  his  influ- 
ence, Captain  Howard  A.  Giddings,  commanding  Brigade  Signal 
Corps,  and  Lieutenant  Wm.  F.  M.  Rogers,  commanding  3d  Section, 
were  given  commissions  in  the  volunteer  Signal  Corps,  and  several 
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of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  corps  were  appointed  non-commissioned 
officers.  Their  experience  demonstrated  that  visual  signaling  is 
but  a  small  factor  in  the  work  of  a  Signal  Corps* 

A  Signal  Corps,  to  be  up  to  the  present  standard  of  excellence, 
in  addition  to  the  qualifications  mentioned,  must  understand  tele- 
graphy and  also  be  electricians.  Our  Brigade  Signal  Corps,  there- 
fore, will  have  to  be  reorganized  with  this  idea  in  view. 

HOSPITAL   CORPS. 

Our  State  laws  provide  for  a  Hospital  Corps,  and  in  each  of 
our  regiments  of  infantry  we  have  an  efficient  corps  organized. 
On  entering  the  service  of  the  United  States,  it  was  found  that  the 
Hospital  Corps  must  be  made  up  of  details  from  the  strength  of 
companies.  In  my  opinion  the  Hospital  Corps,  as  now  organized, 
is  preferable  to  the  composition  prescribed  in  the  army,  as  it  enables 
us  to  have  a  corps  made  up  of  men  especially  educated  for  these 
duties. 

BANDS. 

Regimental  Bands,  like  Hospital  Corps  in  the  army,  are  made 
up  of  details  from  the  companies. 

I  would  recommend,  in  the  matter  of  bands,  that  it  would  be 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  State  to  discharge  all  regimental 
bands,  and  allow  regiments,  on  occasion  of  parades  ordered  by  the 
State,  to  hire  bands  at  a  price  to  be  approved  by  the  Adjutant- 
General  or  fixed  by  law.  It  has  been  the  experience  of  all  regi- 
mental commanders  that  there  is  more  difficulty  in  keeping  a  band 
in  shape  than  in  the  care  of  a  whole  battalion  of  infantry.  This, 
of  course,  would  be  more  economical  for  the  State,  as  it  would  be 
under  no  expense  for  uniforms  or  armories,  which  have  to  be  fur- 
nished for  bands. 

SUBSISTENCE. 

For  several  years  I  have  recommended  that  our  troops  be  in- 
structed in  the  preparation  of  their  own  food  and  caring  for  them- 
selves in  the  field.  The  experience  of  last  summer  with  the  troops 
at  Camp  Haven  has  confirmed  my  belief  that  this  is  the  only 
proper  method  of  subsistence.  In  continuance  of  this  subject 
you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  report  of  General  A.  P.  Day, 
Commissary-General,  which  meets  with  my  appoval.

STAFF    DEPARTMENT. 

The  staff  department,  from  the  Governor's  Staff  down,  needs 
reorganizing.  Appointments  should  be  made  only  upon  merit, 
and  capable  and  efficient  officers  should  not  be  forced  out  of  the 
service  on  account  of  the  change  of  regimental  or  brigade  com- 
manders. It  would  seem  as  if  it  was  quite  essential  that  members 
of  the  Governor's  Staff  should  have  had  some  military  experience, 
as  it  is  not  much  of  an  incentive  or  encouragement  for  a  line  offi- 
cer in  the  brigade  to  realize  that  officers  on  the  Governor's  Staff, 
wearing  the  shoulder  straps  of  a  colonel,  are  not  qualified  to  drill 
a  squad  of  men  in  the  school  of  the  soldier,  to  say  nothing  of 
ignorance  of  the  Manual  of  Arms,  which  is  almost  an  unknown 
quantity  to  some  of  them. 

I  would  recommend  that  our  laws  be  so  framed  that  it  shall  be 
mandatory  that  members  of  the  Governor's  Staff  be  either  gradu- 
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ates  of  the  Civil  War  or  have  held  at  least  a  captain's  commission 
in  the  Connecticut  National  Guard. 

PROMOTIONS  AND  APPOINTMENTS. 

Under  existing  militia  law  nominations  for  commissioned  offi- 
cers are  made  by  ballot,  and  too  often  popularity  rather  than 
merit  governs  these  nominations.  In  my  opinion,  were  the  law 
changed  so  that  nominations  could  be  made  by  Commanding  Offi- 
cers and  entirely  on  merit  after  competitive  examinations,  the 
outcome  would  be  a  more  intelligent  class  of  officers  and  the 
service  would  be  greatly  improved.  This  custom  prevails  in  the 
volunteer  service  of  the  United  States  with  the  most  gratifying 
results. 

SOLDIERS'    HOME   AT   NOROTON   HEIGHTS. 

The  specific  appropriation  for  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Noroton 
Heights  is  $130,000  for  two  fiscal  years  ending  Sept.  30,  1899. 
Up  to  October  first,  $70,000  had  been  drawn.  The  home  at  this 
time  had  about  490  inmates,  an  increase  over  last  year.  The 
"high  water  mark"  is  expected  about  1905,  after  which  there  will 
be  a  decrease  in  number  on  account  of  mortality.  A  better  class 
of  men  are  making  application  for  admission  than  formerly,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  veterans  are  growing  older,  and  when  an  old 
man  gets  out  of  employment  or  loses  his  position  it  is  difficult  to 
obtain  a  new  one. 

It  must  be  understood  that  during  the  fiscal  year  the  National 
Government  has  reimbursed  the  State  to  the  amount  of  $39,200, 
leaving  a  net  expense  to  the  State  of  only  $30,800. 

A  new  building  has  been  erected  during  the  past  year  at  a  cost 
of  a  little  less  than  $5,000.  It  is  built  on  the  Fitch  property  from 
the  Fitch  fund.  The  building  is  handsome,  colonial  in  style,  and 
arranged  so  that  there  is  ample  accommodation  for  the  staff  of 
the  home,  including  nurses,  and  room  has  thus  been  made  for 
forty  more  inmates.  This  has  been  utilized,  so  that  everything  is 
full,  and  there  is  a  waiting  list  of  about  thirty-five.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  make  some  provision  for  them  and  also  for  other  ap- 
plicants. It  is  assumed  that  a  great  majority  of  the  applications 
in  the  future  will  be  hospital  cases,  and  it  has  been  suggested,  in 
the  way  of  economy,  that   an   addition  be  made  to  the  hospital 
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quarters.  The  average  age  of  deaths  is  72  2-5  years.  There  was. 
on  the  hospital  roll,  October  first,  eighty-six  patients,  against 
twenty-four  in  1890. 

The  legislature  enacted  a  law  which  left  it  conditional  with  the 
"  Board  of  the  Home  "  in  the  matter  of  admitting  soldiers  from 
other  states.  Connecticut  men  are  given  the  preference,  if  there 
is  a  lack  of  accommodations. 

The  Home  has  a  perfect  system  of  sewerage.  No  case  of 
fever  has  ever  been  known  since  it  was  established.  Chronic  dis- 
eases are  the  only  ones  that  prevail. 

The  following  statement  of  expenses,  taken  from  the  Quarterly 
Reports,  is  herewith  submitted  : 

For  the  quarter  ending  December  31,  1897,  the  average  num- 
ber of  inmates  at  the  home  was  420 ;  average  cost  per  capita, 
$39.02.  Cost  of  rations  per  capita^  $.19255.  General  expendi- 
tures, $18,100.03. 

For  the  quarter  ending  March  31,  1898,  the  average  number  of 
inmates,  427;  average  cost  per  capita,  $36.10;  cost  of  rations  per 
capita,  $.19;  general  expenditures,  $19,991.10. 

For  the  quarter  ending  June  30,  1898,  average  number  of  in- 
mates, 432 ;  average  cost  per  capita,  $42 ;  cost  of  rations  per  capita, 
$.21;  general  expenditures,  $19,217.23. 

For  the  quarter  ending  Sept.  30,  1898,  the  average  number  of 
inmates,  440;  average  cost  per  capita,  $36,628;  cost  of  rations  per 
capita,  $.1628;  general  expenditures,  $17,003.22. 

These  expenditures  are  classified  as  follows : 

Current  expenses,  subsistence,  clothing,  household,  hospital, 
transportation,  repairs,  farm,  construction. 

It  must  be  apparent  to  anyone  who  has  visited  the  home  that 
the  same  is  an  ideal  place  and  receives  the  very  best  of  care  from 
the  officers  in  charge.  All  the  veteran  has  to  do  is  to  rise  in  the 
morning,  make  his  bed,  attend  call  for  meals,  use  the  reading-room 
and  library,  smoke,  or,  if  he  wishes,  repair  to  the  beautiful  grove 
adjoining  the  Home  and  pitch  quoits  or  indulge  in  other  pastimes. 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  to  heartily  commend  the  manage- 
ment and  conduct  of  the  Home.  It  has  been  my  pleasure,  in  com- 
pany with  Your  Excellency,  to  visit  the  Home  on  different  occa- 
sions, and  my  observation  has  been  that  everything  pertaining  to 
the  management  of  the  same  is  conducted  with  perfect  system, 
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and  that  the  institution  is  in  charge  of  capable,  faithful,  and  very 
efficient  officers. 

REORGANIZATION   OF    THE   NATIONAL   GUARD. 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  department,  under  your  direction,  to 
restore  the  different  organizations  of  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard  who  were  mustered  into  the  United  States  service  to  the 
status  occupied  by  them  before  the  war.  This  seems  to  be  all  that 
can  be  done  under  existing  State  laws.  The  future  of  our  National 
Guard  can  only  be  determined  after  Congress  has  taken  action  in 
the  matter.  If  the  National  Guard  is  to  be  a  sort  of  reserve  for 
the  regular  army,  and  liable  for  a  call  to  leave  the  country  at  any 
time  the  President  shall  deem  it  necessary,  instead  of  being,  as 
intended,  an  organization  for  the  defense  of  the  State,  liable  to 
ninety  (90)  days'  service  in  the  United  States  on  call  of  the  Presi- 
dent, in  accordance  with  our  State  laws,  it  will  make  a  vast  differ- 
ence with  the  material  in  its  composition.  Men  of  good  social 
position  and  financial  standing  compose  our  National  Guard,  and 
are  perfectly  willing  to  defend  the  country  in  Connecticut  or  any 
other  state  in  the  Union,  but  have  no  desire  for  foreign  service, 
and  could  not  be  induced  to  join  the  National  Guard  if  the  Guard 
were  considered  an  adjunct  to  the  regular  army. 

In  my  opinion,  with  our  military  departments  organized  on  the 
■exact  lines  of  the  army,  nothing  further  would  be  necessary  in  the 
matter  of  reorganization.  We  can  then  have  a  well-organized, 
compact  body  of  men,  ready  and  willing  to  serve  anywhere  in  the 
country  for  ninety  days,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time,  judging 
from  our  recent  experience,  the  President  would  have  ample  time 
to  organize  regulars  or  volunteers  for  such  service  as  he  might 
deem  necessary. 

REORGANIZATION   OF   THE   NAVAL    MILITIA. 

Our  Battalion  of  Naval  Reserves,  when  called  for  by  the  Gov- 
ernment, responded  almost  to  a  man.  Its  officers  were  examined 
by  officers  of  the  Navy,  and,  to  their  credit  be  it  said,  passed  the 
examination  and  were  commissioned  by  the  President. 

Upon  being  mustered  into  service,  the  naval  officers  absolutely 
refused  to  take  the  equipments  which  had  been  furnished  by  the 
State,  and  it  was  jwith  difficulty,  and  after  considerable  cone- 
Adj.-Gen.  —  c 
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spondence  with  the  Naval  Department,  that  Connecticut  was  en- 
abled to  send  her  Naval  Militia  to  their  ships  in  uniform.  They 
were  finally  accepted,  each  man  receipting  for  the  uniform  he 
wore. 

Unlike  the  land  forces,  our  Naval  Reserves  lost  their  identity. 
The  officers  were  sent  to  different  vessels,  and  the  men  placed  on 
receiving  ships  as  ordinary  American  sailors.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  this  action  was  thought  necessary  by  the  Naval  Department,, 
as  our  battalion  was  composed  of  a  fine  body  of  intelligent  men, 
who  would  have  done  credit  to  the  State  had  opportunity  offered. 
It  would  seem  that  if  the  State  is  to  maintain  a  battalion  of 
Naval  Militia,  at  a  large  annual  expense,  some  provision  should 
be  made  so  that  in  case  of  actual  service  for  the  United  States 
Government  the  equipments  could  be  utilized,  and  the  men  dis- 
posed of  in  such  a  manner  as  would  prevent  the  wholesale 
scattering  process  that  was  experienced  by  them  during  their  term 
of  service  in  the  U.  S.  Navy.

Claim  for  the  above  amount  was  forwarded  to  the  Treasury 
Department,  office  of  the  Auditor  of  the  War  Department,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  in  October,  and,  under  date  of  Oct.  29th,  receipt  of 
the  same  was  acknowledged,  and  this  department  was  informed 
that  the  claim  would  be  taken  up  for  adjudication  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible.

SURGEON-GENERAL'S  REPORT. 


State  of  Connecticut, 

Surgeon-General's  Office, 

Derby,  Conn.,  Nov.  5,  1898. 

A  djutant-General,  State  of  Connecticut. 
Sir  : 

The  following  changes  in  the  Medical  Department  have  taken 
place  since  ray  last  annual  report  : 

Lieutenant  H.  Walter  Murless,  Assistant  Surgeon  of  the  First 
Regiment,  retired  by  resignation,  and  Lieutenant  R.  S.  Griswold 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Later,  Lieut.  J.  B.  McCook  was 
also  appointed  Assistant  Surgeon  of  the  same  regiment.  Lieuten- 
ant Harry  M.  Lee  was  appointed  Assistant  Surgeon  of  the  Third 
Regiment  in  June. 

In  April  last  a  written  examination  was  made  of  Lieutenant 
R.  S.  Griswold  for  the  position  of  Assistant  Surgeon  of  the  First 
Regiment  of  the  National  Guard,  which  was  approved  by  the 
.medical  director  and  the  senior  surgeon  of  the  Brigade,  and  his 
appointment  was  recommended  to  your  office. 

In  obedience  to  your  orders,  Lieutenant  J.  B.  McCook  was 
examined,  the  10th  of  May  last,  by  Lieut. -Colonel  Leonard  B.  Almy, 
Major  T.  F.  Rockwell,  and  Dr.  Cooke,  for  the  position  of  Second 
Assistant  Surgeon,  First  Regiment,  Connecticut  National  Guard, 
and  his  appointment  was  recommended  to  your  department. 

Paragraphs  1  and  2,  General  Orders  No.  16,  creating  a  board 
which  met  in  New  London  June  21st,  composed  of  the  Surgeon- 
General,  Doctors  A.  W.  Nelson  and  Charles  B.  Graves,  for  the 
examination  of  Major  Julian  LaPierre,  Lieutenant  Hiram  B.  Thom- 
son, and  Lieutenant  Harry  M.  Lee,  for  the  positions  of  Surgeon 
and  Assistant  Surgeons,  Third  Regiment,  Connecticut  National 
Guard.  The  examinations  being  satisfactory,  they  were  recom- 
mended for  the  positions  and  the  report  forwarded  to  your  office. 
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In  consequence  of  the  war  with  Spain  expenditures  in  this 
department  have  been  greatly  increased  ;  the  knapsacks  of  the 
National  Guard  have  been  thoroughly  replenished  ;  the  Naval 
Battalion  has  been  supplied  with  much-needed  surgical  instruments, 
dressings,  and  medicines,  while  the  maintenance  of  Camp  Haven 
as  a  military  post  has  necessitated  quite  an  expenditure  in  the 
Medical  Department. 

August  29th  Special  Order  No.  155,  Adjutant-General's  Office, 
commanded  the  Surgeon-General  to  employ  two  competent  sur- 
geons to  assist  him  in  investigating  the  sanitary  condition  of 
Camp  Haven,  State  Military  Rendezvous  at  Niantic,  and  forward 
the  findings  to  the  Adjutant-General's  Office.  Lieutenant-Colonel 
W.  S.  Watson,  Medical  Director  C.  N.  G.,  and  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley, 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  were  selected.  The  report 
of  the  investigation  was  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant-General's 
Office  under  date  of  September  5th.  Considering  the  cook-houses 
at  Camp  Haven  too  dilapidated  to  serve  the  purpose  for  which 
they  were  intended,  and  not  worth  repairing,  I  ordered  them 
torn  down,  and  the  material  of  which  they  were  constructed 
burned  with  the  combustible  rubbish  of  the  camp. 

Chemical  examination  of  the  water  supply  at  Camp  Haven  was 
made  by  Prof.  Herbert  E.  Smith,  State  Chemist,  in  May  and  in 
August  last,  and  was  found  to  be  excellent. 

In  September,  a  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  appearing  in 
camp,  I  ordered  Prof.  Smith  to  make  a  chemical  and  bacteriologi- 
cal examination  of  the  water  supply,  and  an  exhaustive  report  was 
made  to  this  office  under  date  of  31st  October,  which  report  is 
incorporated  in  the  Medical  Department  report  for  the  year  1898. 

In  transposing  members  of  the  National  Guard  to  Volunteer 
Regiments,  from  twenty  to  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  men  failed  to 
pass  the  required  physical  examination.  I  would  therefore  recom- 
mend making  the  examination  for  enlistment  in  the  National 
Guard  conform  to  the  United  States  regulations,  thereby  saving 
expense  to  the  State  for  years  of  military  training  of  men  who  are 
physically  unequal  to  performing  the  duties  of  soldiers. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  tile  drain  be  laid  to  convey  to  the 
waters  of  the  Sound  all  the  wash  water  and  waste  material  from 
the  cook-houses  at  the  military  camp  at  Niantic. 

To  prevent  contamination  of  the  wells  and  the  transmission 
of  disease  germs  by  flies,  I  would  suggest  the  substitution  of 
Adj. -Gen. — 6 
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water-closets  for  the  sinks  now  in  use.  The  water  supply  for  the 
purpose  could  be  pumped  from  the  Sound  into  a  tank  and  piped  to 
the  water-closets;  the  wash  or  waste  matter  from  the  closets  to  be 
discharged  into  the  Sound  through  the  drain  leading  from  the 
cook-houses  seaward. 

I  think  the  present  system  of  supplying  drinking  water  for  the 
camp  should  be  changed.  I  agree  with  Prof.  Smith  that  wells 
should  be  sunk  outside  of  the  present  limits  of  the  military  reser- 
vation, the  water  pumped  into  a  tank,  and  from  that  piped  to  all 
parts  of  the  camp.  If  this  were  done,  the  same  water  supply 
would  serve  for  the  closets.  This  plan,  though  more  expensive, 
would  give  a  permanent  system,  and  would  obviate  the  necessity 
for  pumping  the  salt  water  into  a  tank,  as  previously  suggested. 

I  would  advise  prohibiting,  as  far  as  possible,  the  sale  of  food 
by  venders  in  camp,  such  as  pies  and  so  forth,  which,  usually  being 
indigestible,  are  quite  likely  to  cause  intestinal  disturbances.  And 
also  the  sale  of  so-called  "  temperance  drinks  "  on  the  ground  that 
water  used  in  manufacturing  them  may  be  contaminated,  and  the 
bottling  done  in  not  over-clean  places.  In  camp  these  beverages 
are  generally  drank  from  the  bottle.  An  individual  in  whose  sys- 
tem disease  germs  are  present  may  drink  from  a  bottle,  and,  unless 
the  bottle  is  thoroughly  cleansed  and  sterilized,  a  healthy  person 
using  the  same  bottle,  later,  may  have  bacteria  introduced  into 
his  system.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSARY-GENERAL 


Commissary-General's  Office, 

Hartford,  November  4,  1898. 
Adjutant-General,  State  of  Connecticut. 

Sir  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  report  of  my  department 
for  the  current  year. 

Many  of  those  interested  in  the  affairs  of  the  Connecticut 
National  Guard  have  been  of  the  opinion  that  the  system  of  fur- 
nishing subsistence  during  the  annual  encampment  by  caterers  is 
the  only  proper  one.  Some  of  the  reasons  given  are:  because  of  the 
short  duration  of  the  encampment,  there  is  not  sufficient  time  for 
the  men  to  acquire  an  amount  of  knowledge  that  would  be  of  much 
value;  that  the  time  required  in  issuing  rations  and  cooking  them 
could  be  best  devoted  to  military  instruction;  that  men  in  cases  of 
emergency  will  learn  to  provide  for  themselves  very  quickly;  that 
it  would  require  so  many  men  from  each  company  to  perform  the 
work  properly  that  it  would  interfere  with  the  regular  routine  of 
the  camp,  etc. 

I  believe  that  the  lessons  that  have  been  taught  by  nearly 
every  camp  during  the  Spanish-American  war  have  been  sufficient 
to  warrant  us  to  abandon  the  old  methods  and  place  our  soldiers 
in  a  position  to  practically  demonstrate  their  fitness  to  care  for 
themselves.  It  should  be  one  of  the  first  requirements  of  the 
soldier  to  know  how  to  prepare  and  care  for  his  food,  and  where, 
except  at  the  regular  encampments,  will  be  the  opportunity  to 
educate  himself  ? 

If  properly  managed,  the  rations  for  the  entire  Brigade  of  the 
State  can  be  issued  by  six  men  in  an  hour  and  one-half  each  day, 
and  not  more  than  three  men  detailed  from  each  company  are 
necessary  to  prepare,  cook,  and  serve  them  for  a  company  of  65 
men.  It  does  not  seem  that  three  men  from  a  company  would 
interfere  seriously. 

During  the  encampment  of  this  year  prior  to  the  mustering  in 
to  the  United  States  Service,  this  department  furnished  the  regu- 
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lar  U.  S.  Army  rations  to  the  First  Regiment,  Batteries  A,  B,  and 
C,  the  Naval  Reserves,  and  the  Third  Regiment.  Although  it  took 
some  time  to  accustom  themselves  to  the  new  condition,  they  ac- 
cepted them  good-naturedly,  and  there  was  not  a  single  complaint 
made  to  this  department  during  the  entire  encampment,  some- 
thing unheard  of  before. 

During  the  first  week  the  weather  could  not  have  been  worse, 
rain  or  snow  falling  almost  continually;  this,  with  the  change  to 
out-of-door  life,  sharpened  the  appetites  to  such  a  degree  that 
extra  rations  were  issued  to  appease  their  hunger  and  to  make 
good  the  waste  of  the  improvident  ones;  but  after  the  first  week's 
experience  most  of  the  companies  were  able  not  only  to  live 
on  the  regular  allowance  but  to  make  quite  a  saving  in  their 
rations,  which  they  converted  into  cash  or  bartered  for  such 
articles  as  they  desired  not  furnished  in  the  regular  rations.  I 
strongly  recommend  the  continuation  of  the  method  of  the  regular 
army  in  providing  for  subsistence  for  the  future.  The  Department 
is  fully  equipped  with  an  ample  outfit  for  cooking  for  the  entire 
Brigade.  The  present  mess-houses  furnish  a  most  suitable  place 
for  serving  the  meals. 

The  saving  to  the  State  would  be  a  large  sum  of  money 
annually.  This  may  be  shown  by  taking  the  cost  of  subsistence 
for  the  encampment  of  1897  for  comparison  and  assuming  the  cost 
of  supplies  to  be  the  same. 

The  number  of  rations  issued  in  1897  was  14,956,  at  a  cost  of 
$13,699.90,  or  91.6  cents  per  ration. 

The  number  of  rations  issued  the  Connecticut  National  Guard 
by  the  State  for  1898  was  33,528,  at  a  cost  of  $7,182.86,  or  21.42 
cents  per  ration,  a  difference  of  70.18  cents  per  ration  in  favor  of 
the  regular  army  method.  This  would  have  made  a  difference  in 
last  year's  expenditures  of  $10,469.12.  This  alone  I  believe  to  be 
sufficient  to  warrant  careful  consideration.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  except  as  to  the  preliminary 
steps  for  the  encampment  of  1898,  I  am  unable  to  comply  with 
the  requirement  of  Section  55,  Chapter  ^t,^,  Law  of  1895,  that 
the  brigadier-general  shall  report  the  conduct  and  discipline  of 
each  encampment. 

In  pursuance  of  General  Orders  No.  19,  A.-G.  O.,  c.  s.,  orders 
were  issued  from  these  headquarters  as  follows  :

No.  4.  \ 

I.  In  compliance  with  General  Orders,  No.  19,  A.-G.  O.,  23d  inst.,  the  com- 
manding officer,  Second  Regiment,  will  assemble  his  command  at  the  State  Military 
Rendezvous,  Niantic,  Conn.,  Monday,  September  12,  1898,  at  10  o'clock  a.m.;  the 
commanding  officer,  Fourth  Regiment,  will  assemble  the  Field,  Staff,  Non-Com- 
missioned  Staff,  Hospital  Corps,  Band,  Companies  B,  D,  and  E  of  his  command, 
and  the  commanding  officers,  First  Separate  Company  and  Machine-Gun  Battery 
will  assemble  their  respective  commands  at  said  time  and  place  for  six  days'  camp 
duty.  First  Lieutenant  Edward  W.  Challenger  will  assume  command  of  the  Brigade 
Signal  Corps  and  assemble  that  command  at  said  time  and  place  for  such  duty. 
The  Brigade  Staff  will  report  mounted. 

II.  Commanding  officers  will  make  requisition  for  transportation  on  the 
Quartermaster-General  on  or  before  September  1st  proximo.  Two  chests  for  each 
infantry  company,  one  chest  for  each  signal  and  machine-gun  section,  one  valise  or 
small  trunk  for  each  line  officer,  is  the  limit  allowed  for  baggage. 

III.  Record  books  will  be  fully  written  up  for  inspection  on  arrival  at  camp. 

IV.  Army  rations  will  be  supplied  by  the  Commissary-General ;  army  ovens 
by  the  Quartermaster-General.  Commanding  officers  will  furnish  their  own  sub- 
sistence. 

V.  Pay-rolls  completed  strictly  in  accordance  with  requirements  will  be  for- 
warded to  Adjutant-General's  office  on  last  day  of  encampment. 

VI.  The  encampment  is  required  by  law  and  ordered  by  the  Commander-in- 
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Chief.  Only  imperative  excuses  for  absence  will  be  considered.  Any  commis- 
sioned officer  absent  will  immediately  report  his  cause  for  absence  to  the  Brigade 
commander.

II.  Guard  mounting  on  Monday  at  12  o'clock  M.  Daily  routine  will  begin 
same  hour  that  day. 

III.  Regimental  commanders  will  order  such  schools  of  instruction  as  they 
deem  most  needed. 

IV.  Call  for  drills  and  ceremonies  will  be  sounded  from  brigade  headquarters, 
and  will  be  immediately  repeated  from  right  to  left  down  the  line  by  regimental, 
battery  and  separate  company  trumpeters.  Musician's  call  will  be  sounded  at 
brigade  headquarters  fifteen  minutes  before  reveille,  drill,  guard  mounting,  parade, 
retreat,  and  tattoo.  Assembly  will  be  sounded  ten  minutes  before  drills  and  cere- 
monies. 

V.  All  trumpeters  will  report  to  the  brigade  trumpeter  at  the  flagstaff  each 
evening  at  5.55  and  sound  retreat. 

VI.  Commanding  officers  Second  Regiment,  Fourth  Regiment,  Separate 
Company,  and   Machine-Gun    Battery  will  post  and  command  guards  around  the 
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camps  of  their  respective  commands.  Regimental  commanders  will  detail  each  day 
a  regimental  officer  of  the  day.  A  field  officer  of  the  day  will  be  detailed  at  brigade 
headquarters.  The  countersign  and  parole  for  all  guards  will  be  given  out  from 
brigade  headquarters.     No  others  will  be  used. 

VII.  The  brigade  commissary  will  report  to  the  commissary  general  and  act 
with  him  in  inspecting  the  rations  supplied. 

VIII.  The  medical  director  will  make  a  thorough  inspection,  morning  and 
evening  each  day,  of  all  food  supplies,  of  kitchens,  sinks,  garbage,  trenches,  and  the 
general  sanitary  condition  of  camp,  reporting  to  the  brigade  commander  the  result 
of  each  inspection. 

IX.  Medals  prescribed  by  regulations  may  be  worn  on  undress  coats.  Dress 
uniforms  of  officers  will  not  be  required  in  camp. 

X.  So  much  of  G.  O.  No.  4,  B.  H.,  c.  s.,  as  required  the  service  of  brigade 
signal  corps  in  camp  is  revoked. 

XI.  By  authority  of  military  law,  the  sale  of  spirituous  and  malt  liquors  within 
one  mile  of  the  encampment  is  hereby  prohibited. 

XII.  The  Commander-in-Chief  will  review  the  troops  on  Friday  at  2  P.  M.

On  September  10th,  by  General  Orders  No.  20,  A.-G.  O.,  the 
encampment,  on  account  of  typhoid  fever  prevailing  among  United 
States  troops  stationed  at  the  State  camp  ground,  was  postponed 
until  further  orders. 

On  September  14th,  at  the  request  of  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
I  accompanied  him,  with  the  Adjutant-General  and  the  Surgeon- 
General,  upon  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  sanitary  conditions  of 
the  camp.  The  investigation  resulted  in  the  unanimous  convic- 
tion of  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  accompanying  officers  that 
the  dangers  of  typhoid  infection  were  such  as  to  forbid  the  ex- 
posure of  State  troops  to  disease  prevailing  there,  and  that  to 
order  the  organizations  of  the  Brigade  into  camp  would  be  to 
wrongfully  jeopardize  the  health  and  lives  of  officers  and  men. 

Therefore,  on  September  15th,  by  General  Orders  No.  21,  A.- 
G.  O.,  orders  for  the  annual  encampment  were  revoked  and  an- 
nouncement was  made  that  the  encampment  of  1898  would  not 
be  held. 

Problems  of  reorganization  of  the  National  Guard  of  Con- 
necticut are  likely  to  be  met  during  the  coming  year.  As  a  result 
of  the  recent  experience  in  organizing  the  United  States  Volun- 
teer army  for  the  Spanish  war,  it  is  expected  that  the  National 
Congress  at  its  next  session  will  enact  laws  affecting  the  relation 
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of  federal  and  state  troops,  extending  the  authority  of  the  general 
government  over  the  military  and  naval  forces  of  the  separate 
states  and  providing  uniformity  in  military  and  naval  organization 
throughout  the  United  States.  When  such  legislation  shall  be 
had,  a  revision  of  the  military  law  of  Connecticut  will  probably 
be  desirable  in  order  to  make  our  statutes  conform  to  the  pro- 
visions of  federal  enactments.  But  until  that  time  arrives,  no 
radical  changes  either  in  the  military  law  of  Connecticut  or  in 
the  organization  of  our  Guard  should  be  attempted.  Experi- 
ments, independent  of  expected  national  legislation,  would  prob- 
ably be  useless  and  quite  likely  disastrous.  For  present  purposes, 
it  will  be  enough  to  restore  the  Guard  to  its  ante-bellum  status  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  return  of  organizations  now  in  the 
United  States  service.  A  good  basis  for  any  change  in  organization 
will  then  exist.  Eventual  uniformity  in  organization,  drill,  and  dis- 
cipline, as  well  as  in  uniform,  arms,  and  equipment,  should  be  sought 
until  secured  for  the  two  services,  in  the  respective  military  and 
naval  departments.  One  rifle  in  all  services,  of  same  calibre  and 
with  interchangeable  ammunition,  is  demonstrated  by  the  present 
war  to  be  most  needful. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  bear  testimony  to  the  patriot- 
ism and  fidelity  of  the  members  of  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard  who  entered  the  volunteer  army  of  the  United  States. 
With  patience  and  fortitude  fully  as  illustrious  as  the  best  type  of 
bravery  in  battle,  they  endured  the  wearisome  monotony  of  camp 
and  the  pain  and  prostration  of  disease,  while  some  noble  men, 
through  wasting  malady,  made  their  last  great  sacrifice  upon  the 
altar  of  their  country.  Without  the  inspiration  of  the  battle-cry, 
or  the  animating  cheer  of  battling  comrades,  in  the  quiet  of  tent 
or  hospital,  life  slowly  ebbed  away,  and  brave  hearts  ceased  to 
beat.  Their  death  is  not  less  honorable  and  glorious  than  if  it 
came  in  the  noise  and  clash  of  conflicting  arms. 

I  wish  also  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  solicitous  con- 
cern of  His  Excellency,  the  Commander-in-Chief,  for  the  health 
and  comfort  of  the  soldiery  of  Connecticut,  both  in  the  State  and 
national  service,  his  loyalty  to  the  military  rights  and  interests  of 
the  State,  as  well  as  his  lofty  patriotism  in  responding  to  the  calls 
of  the  President  for  troops.

Extended 
Order  drill  was  poor  ;  Manual  of  Arms,  fair  ;  Company  drill,  fair. 
I  found  the  general  condition  of  this  company  fair.  The  company 
left  the  field  to  return  to  the  armory  at  5.15.  The  day  was  fair  and 
cloudy  with  light  winds.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  of  the  parade 
of  Companies  A  and  G  of  this  regiment,  held  in  accordance  with 
General  Orders  No.  12,  A.-G.  O.,  General  Orders  No.  3,  Regi- 
mental Headquarters,  and  Special  Orders  No.  3,  Regimental 
Headquarters: 

Both  companies  assembled  at  the  armory  on  May  30,  1898,  at 
7.30  a.  m.,  where  but  little  was  done,  with  the  exception  of  sign- 
ing the  pay-rolls,  permission  having  been  granted  by  you  to  both 
companies  to  take  part  in  the  Memorial  Day  parade  before  going 
to  the  range.  This  parade  was  late  in  starting  and  the  companies 
did  not  arrive  at  the  Hopeville  Range  until  about  11.30  a.  m.  The 
general  appearance  and  marching  of  the  men  during  the  parade 
was  excellent.  The  recruits  enlisted  in  excess  of  the  regular 
number  (68  men)  to  fill  the  companies  up  to  the  maximum  strength 
of  84  men,  did  not  march  with  the  companies,  being  neither  armed 
nor  uniformed,  but  proceeded  directly  to  the  Range. 

The  entire  afternoon  up  to  4.30  was  spent  by  portions  of  each 
company  at  the  Rifle  Range,  the  shooting  at  200  yards  by  Com- 
pany G  and  500  yards  by  Company  A  being  under  the  supervision 
of    Captain    George    G.   LaBarnes,  I.  S.  A.  P.,  each    recruit    being 
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given  an  opportunity  to  qualify.  The  shooting  was  of  little 
benefit  to  either  company,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  men  could 
only  shoot  at  the  ranges  occupied  by  their  company,  and  because 
of  the  limited  time. 

The  majority  of  each  company  was  thoroughly  drilled  during 
the  afternoon  in  the  fields  below  the  range,  in  company  drill  and 
Extended  Order,  the  greater  part  of  the  time  being  devoted  to  the 
latter.  Both  companies  showed  a  lack  of  thorough  instruction  in 
the  Extended  Order  drill,  many  of  the  non-commissioned  officers 
appearing  at  a  loss  as  to  their  duties  when  separated  into  squads  ; 
and  I  would  recommend  that  every  non-commissioned  officer,  both 
Sergeant  and  Corporal,  be  compelled  to  thoroughly  post  himself  in 
his  duties  as  a  squad  or  section  leader,  so  that  when  the  oppor- 
tunity comes  for  the  company  to  drill  in  the  open  air,  where  there 
is  a  proper  amount  of  room,  they  may  be  able  to  handle  their 
squads  and  sections  in  an  intelligent  manner,  and  not  make  it 
necessary  for  the  officer  in  command  to  be  constantly  pointing  out 
their  duties  during  the  conduct  of  the  drill. 

I  questioned  a  certain  portion  of  each  company  on  Guard  Duty 
and,  as  generally,  happens,  found  a  number  that  were  very  well 
posted  and  others  very  rusty  as  to  knowledge  of  their  general 
orders,  etc. 

The  morning  reports  of  each  company  .  .  .  .  show  that 
Company  A  had  present  81  out  of  84  on  the  rolls,  and  Company 
G  had  82  out  of  84.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  spring 
field-days  of  Companies  B,  D,  E,  and  K,  in  accordance  with 
General  Orders  No.  3,  from  Regimental  Headquarters,  dated  May, 
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1898.  A  portion  of  the  day  was  devoted  by  each  Company  to  rifle 
practice  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice; 
the  balance  of  the  day  to  Guard  Duty  and  Extended  Order. 
While  an  improvement  is  noticeable  in  Guard  Duty,  especially  in 
the  large  proportion  of  the  men  having  memorized  the  General 
Orders,  there  is  still  a  great  lack  of  knowledge  as  to  the  meaning  of 
them,  and  it  seems  advisable  to  inaugurate  some  system  whereby 
the  men  would  receive  a  uniform  instruction  which  would  better 
enable  them  to  promptly  answer  any  question  relative  to  Guard 
Duty.  Company  B  has  made  the  greatest  advancement  in  this 
respect.  Extended  Order  was  well  executed  considering  that  this 
drill  which  requires  a  large  field  for  manoeuvering  in  confined  to 
the  armories.  The  discipline  of  the  companies  was  excellent,  the 
men  showing  a  cheerful  desire  to  promptly  perform  any  duty 
assigned  to  them.  On  account  of  the  stormy  weather  Companies 
B  and  E  were  obliged  to  drill  in  the  armory.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  G.  O.  No. 
12,  A.-G.  O.,  dated  May  16,1898,  General  Orders  No.  2  were  issued 
from  these  headquarters,  dated  May  17,  1898.  The  companies 
and  Hospital  Corps  of  this  regiment  paraded  on  the  following 
dates : 

Company  B,  May  27th,  Company  F,  May  25th, 

Company  C,  May  23d,  Company  G,  May  26th, 

Company  D,  May  24th,  Company  I,    May  31st, 

Company  E,  May  28th,  Hospital  Corps,  May  31st. 

In  compliance  with  Par.  Ill,  G.  O.  No.  2,  Regimental  Head- 
quarters, I  personally  attended  the  parades  of  companies  G  and 
I.  Major  Merritt  F.  White,  commanding  First  Battalion,  attended 
the  parades  of  companies  B,  E,  and  Hospital  Corps.  Major  Gil- 
bert L.  Fitch,  commanding  Second  Battalion,  attended  the  parades 
of  companies  C,  D,  and  F.  "  The  Majors  will  report  to  these  head- 
quarters, on  or  before  June  1st  proximo,  the  condition  and  effi- 
ciency of  such  companies  in  rifle  practice  and  drill  and  the 
maneuvers  performed,  time  occupied  in  rifle  practice,  time  de- 
voted to  drill,  and  the  number  in  each  organization  present  and 
performing  duty." 

Company  G  paraded  on  May  26th.  Company  assembled  at 
armory  at  6.30  a.  m.  There  was  present  for  duty  1  captain,  1 
first  lieutenant,  1  second  lieutenant,  5  sergeants,  7  corporals,  1 
musician,  59  privates.  Total  present,  75.  Absent,  1  sergeant,  1 
corporal,  14  privates.  Total  absent,  16.  Total  present  and 
absent,  91. 
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It  rained  steady  all  day,  consequently  the  company  was  com- 
pelled to  remain  in  the  armory  all  day;  they  were  drilled  in  the 
school  of  the  company,  which  was  fairly  well  executed.  The 
armory  being  small,  Extended  Order  was  only  drilled  by  squad. 
Guard  Duty  was  also  very  well  performed,  most  all  the  men  could 
repeat  the  General  Orders  for  Sentinels.  In  the  afternoon,  to  re- 
lieve the  monotony,  I  had  one  of  the  sergeants  read  the  Articles 
of  War;  the  men  enjoyed  the  reading  very  much,  I  cannot  say  the 
same  for  the  sergeant  who  did  the  reading.  The  discipline  of  this 
company  is  good  ;  appearance  good  ;  military  courtesy  very  good. 

Company  I  paraded  on  the  31st,  company  assembled  at  the 
armory  at  6.45  a.  m.  There  was  present  for(  duty,  1  captain, 
1  first  lieutenant,  1  second  lieutenant,  6  sergeants,  7  corporals,  1 
trumpeter,  2  musicians,  46  privates.  Total  present,  65.  Absent, 
3  privates.  Total  present  and  absent,  68.  Left  the  armory  for 
Rifle  Range  at  7  a.  m.,  arriving  at  the  range  at  7.40  a.  m. 
Owing  to  the  heavy  rains  of  the  week  previous  to  this  date,  the 
ground  on  which  the  range  is  located,  which  is  of  a  boggy 
nature,  was  flooded,  so  that  they  had  to  erect  a  platform,  from 
which  the  men  shot  at  the  200-yard  range.  They  had  also  to 
lay  a  plank  walk  in  order  to  get  out  to  the  platform.  Firing  at 
200  yards  commenced  at  8.30  a.  m.,  under  the  supervision  of  Capt. 
Charles  A.  Bradley,  I.  S.  A.  P.,  and  continued  until  every  man 
present  shot  his  string  at  this  range. 

At  12.15  p-  M->  the  company  was  assembled  and  marched  to 
the  armory  and  there  dismissed  for  dinner.  Reassembled  at 
armory  after  dinner  and  marched  back  to  the  range,  arriving 
at  2  p.  m.  This  has  been  the  custom  of  the  company  in  the 
past,  but  it  ought  to  be  stopped,  as  they  lose  too  much  time  in 
doing  so.  I  suggested  to  the  Captain  that  in  the  future  he  should 
procure  a  lunch  and  have  the  same  served  on  the  ground.  The 
State  allows  40  cents  per  enlisted  man  for  rations.  That  would 
get  as  good  a  lunch,  and  the  men  could  put  the  time  they  lose  in 
marching  to  and  from  the  armory  to  good  advantage  at  the  range 
and  in  drilling.  On  our  return  to  the  range  the  men  who  qualified 
at  200  yards  then  went  to  the  500-yard  range,  which  is  quite  a 
distance  from  the  200-yard  range.  The  balance  of  the  company 
was  exercised  in  the  Extended  Order  Drill,  under  command  of 
Lieutenant  Walker.  The  drill  was  poor ;  of  course  most  of  the 
men  were  recruits.     Guard  Duty  was  only  fair.     I  found  many 
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men  who  have  been  in  the  service  from  three  to  five  months  who 
were  unable  to  repeat  the  General  Orders  for  Sentinels.  The 
non-commissioned  officers,  as  a  rule,  were  fairly  well  posted  in 
Guard  Duty.  The  discipline  of  this  command  is  very  good.  Mili- 
tary appearance  and  courtesy  fair.

Company  B  paraded  May  27th,  assembling  at  the  armory, 
Bridgeport,  at  6.30  a.m.  Present  for  duty  —  Officers:  captain, 
1,  first  lieutenant,  1,  second  lieutenant,  1.  Non-commissioned  offi- 
cers:  sergeants,  6;  corporals,  7;  trumpeter,  1;  musicians,  2;  pri- 
vates, 54.  Total  present,  73.  Absent,  corporals,  1;  privates  5. 
Total  absent,  6.  Total  present  and  absent,  79.  Those  absent, 
with  one  exception,  were  men  who  had  enlisted  in  Battery  B, 
Conn.  Vols.  There  being  no  rifle  range  in  Bridgeport,  the  com- 
pany was  marched  to  the  depot,  where  they  took  the  train  for 
Stamford,  arriving  at  the  range  in  that  place  at  9  a.  m.  Target 
practice  was  at  once  begun  under  the  instruction  of  Capt.  Charles 
A.  Bradley,  I.  S.  A.  P.  Fourth  Regiment.  Owing  to  the  heavy 
rains  for  some  days  preceding,  the  ground  was  in  unfavorable 
condition  for  drilling,  but  in  the  afternoon  the  greater  portion  of 
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the  command  was  drilled  in  Extended  Order,  which  was  fairly- 
well  performed.  Returning,  the  company  left  Stamford  at  7.10 
p.  M.,  arriving  in  Bridgeport  depot  at  8,  and  from  there  marching 
to  the  armory,  where  the  company  was  dismissed  at  8.20.

21.  Total  absent,  22.  Total  present  and  absent,  79.  Left  for 
Stamford  on  train  leaving  Bridgeport  at  7.30,  arriving  at  the  range 
at  8.50  a.  m.  Weather  cloudy,  a  good  day  for  rifle  practice,  and,, 
under  the  supervision  of  Captain  Bradley,  I.  S.  A.  P.,  some  excel- 
lent scores  were  made.  Practice  at  the  200-yard  range  was  com- 
pleted at  1  p.  m.  Men  assembling  after  dinner,  the  command  pro- 
ceeded to  the  500-yard  firing  point,  where  practice  was  resumed. 
At  3.30  p.  m.,  company  was  formed,  and  Extended  Order  Drill 
consumed  the  remainder  of  the  time  until  6  p.  m. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  recruits  and  the  absence  of  some 
of  the  older  members  of  the  command  who  were  employed  in  the 
works  of  the  Union  Metallic  Cartridge  Co.  and  American  Ord- 
nance Co.,  and  who  were  excused  by  General  Orders  No.  13,  A.-G. 
O.,  May  21,  1898,  the  drill  was  not  as  well  gone  through  with  as 
usual.  The  company  left  Stamford  at  7.10  p.  m.,  arriving  at  the 
armory,  Bridgeport,  at  8.20,  and  were  dismissed. 

Hospital  Corps  —  This  command  paraded  May  31st,  100  per 
cent,  being  present.  Under  command  of  Major  George  B.  Cow- 
ell,  Surgeon,  Fourth  Regiment,  the  day  was  spent  at  Beardsley 
Park,  Bridgeport.  No  rifle  or  revolver  practice  could  be  had,  as 
the  use  of  firearms  in  the  park  is  prohibited  by  city  ordinance. 
The  best  part  of  the  time  was  spent  in  the  drill  exercises  peculiar 
to  this  organization  and  with  which  I  am  unfamiliar,  but  which 
were  performed  to  the  satisfaction  of  Major  Cowell,  who  was 
present. 

Although  it  has  been  three  years  since  the  several  organiza- 
tions of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  located  in  Bridgeport 
have  had  a  rifle  range,  and  therefore  could  not  have  the  practice 
that  is  most  necessary  in  the  development  of  good  marksmen,  yet 
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a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  companies  qualified  for  the  State 
decoration.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  General 
Orders,  No.  2,  R.  H.,  May  17,  1898,  I  attended  the  parade  of  Com- 
panies C,  D,  and  F  of  the  Second  Battalion,  and  report  as  follows : 

Company  C  paraded  Monday,  May  23,  1898,  assembling  at 
their  armory  at  7  a.  m.  Present  for  duty,  75;  absent,  1  sergeant 
and  8  privates;  total  present  and  absent,  84.  After  roll  call,  the 
company  marched  to  the  Woodside  range,  arriving  there  at  7.35 
a.  m.  The  recruits,  who  were  without  uniforms  and  equipments, 
were  immediately  detailed  for  rifle  practice,  under  the  supervision 
of  Captain  Bradley,  I.  S.  A.  P.  From  8.15  to  9.10,  the  balance  of 
the  company,  under  command  of  Captain  Prior,  executed  the  Ex- 
tended Order  Drill,  Par.  583  to  593  D.  R.,  in  a  very  creditable 
manner,  considering  the  large  number  of  newly-appointed  non- 
commissioned officers.  Time  from  9.20  until  10.50  was  occupied 
by  the  company  team,  with  very  poor  results  ;  155  out  of  a  possi- 
ble 300  being  the  score.  The  weather  up  to  10.45  was  cloudy  but 
still,  after  which  a  steady  rain  set  in,  lasting  throughout  the  rest 
of  the  day.  At  10.50,  I  ordered  Captain  Prior  to  assemble  his 
command  and  return  to  the  armory,  where  they  were  dismissed 
until  12.45  p.  m.  for  dinner. 

From  1  o'clock  until  2.10,  I  drilled  the  company  in  the  school 
of  the  battalion  ;  from  2.30  until  5.30  was  devoted  to  guard 
mounting,  posting,  instructing,  and  relieving  sentinels.  The  old 
men  I  found  very  proficient,  the  new  ones  as  well  as  could  be  ex- 
pected, they  having  had. only  one  drill  in  guard  duty.     As  soon  as 
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a  new  relief  was  posted,  I  had  the  old  one  turned  over  to  Captain 
Bradley,  who  instructed  them  in  the  sighting  drill. 

Summary:  Practicing,  15;  qualifying,  4;  military  courtesy,  very 
good;  discipline,  very  good;  appearance,  very  good. 

Company  D  paraded  Tuesday,  May  24,  1898,  assembling  at 
their  armory  at  7  a.  m.  Present  for  duty,  50;  absent,  6  privates; 
total  present  and  absent,  56.  Owing  to  a  heavy  rain  falling,  the 
company  drilled  in  the  armory  during  the  morning.  From  7  until 
8.10  a.  m.,  Extended  Order  Drill,  which  was  not  entered  into 
very  extensively,  and  which  consisted  chiefly  of  forming  lines  of 
squads.  From  9  until  11,  the  time  was  devoted  to  posting,  in- 
structing, and  relieving  sentinels.  I  found  the  men  fairly  in- 
structed in  the  duties  of  a  sentinel,  although  the  non-com- 
missioned officers  were  not  very  well  posted.  At  11. 15  it  stopped 
raining,  and  the  company  was  dismissed  for  dinner.  At  12.25  they 
assembled  and  marched  to  the  Westport  range,  arriving  there  at

absent,  69.  Owing  to  the  rain  the  company  did  not  leave  the 
armory  until  after  8  o'clock;  By  9  they  commenced  rifle 
practice  under  the  supervision  of  Captain  Bradley,  I.  S.  A.  P.  At 
2.15  I  had  those  men  who  were  through  practicing  detailed 
for  guard  duty,  which  consisted  of  posting,  instructing,  and  reliev- 
ing sentinels.  The  time  was  so  occupied  until  4.30,  at  which  time 
the  company  returned  to  the  armory.  I  found  the  old  men  very 
well  instructed  ;  the  new  ones  fairly  so.  Inasmuch  as  the  grass 
was  very  wet,  I  had  the  Extended  Order  Drill  postponed  until  the 
company  reached  the  armory.

Fourth  Section,  Bridgeport,  Wednesday,  May  25,  1898. 

The  Battery  average  for  attendance  was  92.50  per  cent. 

The  First  Section  had  a  rainy  day  and  was  obliged  to  stay  in 
the  armory  all  the  forenoon.  In  the  afternoon  they  went  to  the 
state  range  and  had  revolver  practice  and  section  drill  mounted. 

The  Second  Section  had  a  good  day  and  went  to  East  Haven, 
where  the  forenoon  was  spent  in  revolver  practice  and  the  after- 
noon in  section  drill  mounted. 

The  Third  Section  had  a  bad  day,  and  was  obliged  to  drill  in 
the  armory  all  the  forenoon.  In  the  afternoon  they  had  a  short 
drill  with  horses  on  the  street  ;  it  rained  so  hard  they  were  unable 
to  go  to  the  range  for  revolver  practice. 

The  Fourth  Section  went  to  Stratford  in  the  rain,  and  had  re- 
volver practice  in  the  forenoon  and  section  drill  mounted  in  the 
afternoon. 

The  time  spent  by  the  different  sections  in  drill  and  revolver 
practice  was  eight  hours.  All  members  of  the  Battery  were  well 
posted  as  to  their  respective  positions,  and  performed  the  duties 
required  of  them  in  an  efficient  and  satisfactory  manner.

First  Regiment,  C.  N.  C,  ten  companies  of  84 
men  with  Field,  Line,  Staff,  Non-commissioned  Staff,  and  Hospi- 
tal Corps,  100  per  cent,  reported  at  Niantic,  Conn.,  as  volunteers 
in  the  United  States  service. 

May  17,  1898.  Companies  A,  B,  C,  D,  F,  G,  H,  I,  and  K,  were 
mustered  into  the  United  States  service  by  Lieutenant  Rowan. 

May  18,  1898.  The  Field,  Staff,  Non-commissioned  Staff,  Hos- 
pital Corps,  and  Company  E  were  mustered  into  the  United  States 
service. 

May  23,  1898.  Under  S.  O.  No.  no,  Department  of 4  the  East, 
Company  C  sent  on  detached  duty  to  Fort  .Constitution,  New 
Hampshire,  and  Companies  F  and  K  to  Fort  Preble,  Portland,  Me. 
The  order  detailing  these  companies  was  received  Monday,  May 
23d,  at  8.20  a.  m.  Company  C  reported  at  Portsmouth  at  6.10  that 
evening  with  arms,  uniformed,  and  camp  and  garrison  equipage. 
Companies  F  and  K  reported  at  Portland  at  8  p.  m.  that  evening. 

May  24,  1898.  Captain  Hammond,  8th  U.  S.  Cavalry,  reported 
at  post  as  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  First  Connecticut  Volunteer 
Infantry.

July  10,  1898.  Company  L  of  Meriden,  under  Captain  C.  B. 
Bowen,  with  107  men,  reported  for  duty  at  Fort  Knox. 

July  13,  189S.  The  Headquarters  detachment  left  Fort  Knox 
and  arrived  at  Camp  Haven,  Niantic,  Conn.,  July  14,  1898. 

July  15,  1898.     Company  C  reported  at  Camp  Haven. 

July  16,  1898.     Companies  F  and  K  reported  at   Camp  Haven. 

July  18,  1898.  The  Regiment  left  Camp  Haven  for  Camp 
Alger,  Virginia. 

July  19,  1898.  The  whole  command  arrived  at  Camp  Alger, 
Va.,  at  noon. 

August  2,  1898.  The  First  Connecticut  Volunteer  Infantry 
was  brigaded  in  Second  Brigade,  Third  Division,  Second  Army 
Corps,  and  reported  to  Major  M.  C.  Butler,  First  Division,  for  duty. 
Colonel  Burdettwas  appointed  acting  Brigade  commander. 

September  7,  1898.  The  Regiment  left  Camp  Alger  for  Camp 
Haven,  Conn. 

September  8,  1898.     Arrived  at  Camp  Haven. 

September  22,  1898.  The  Regiment  left  camp,  officers  on  leave 
and  men  on  furloughs  for  thirty  days.

Under  the  second  call  of  the  President  of  the  United  States 
for  troops,  Connecticut  was  called  on  to  furnish  one  12-company 
regiment,  106  men  and  3  officers  to  the  company.  The  Governor 
of  Connecticut  designated  the  eight  companies  of  the  Third  Con- 
necticut National  Guard,  together  with  the  Field  and  Staff  of  the 
same  regiment,  under  command  of  Colonel  Augustus  C.  Tyler. 
The  four  additional  companies  were  Companies  C,  F,  and  I  of  the 
Fourth  Regiment,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  and  one  company 
to  be  organized  by  Hadlai  A.  Hull  of  Stonington,  Conn.  This 
Regiment,  under  command  of  Colonel  Tyler,  went  into  camp  at 
Camp  Haven,  Niantic,  Conn.,  part  on  June  22d,  and  the  rest  on 
June  23d,  with  the  exception  of  that  company  organized  by  Cap- 
tain Hull,  which  reported  a  few  days  later.  Major  Gilbert  L. 
Fitch,  Fourth  Regiment,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  was  ap- 
pointed to  command  the  Third  Battalion,  which  was  composed  of 
Companies  C,  F,  and  I  of  the  Fourth  Regiment,  and  the  company 
organized  byCaptain  Hull.  On  June  22d,  Surgeon  Julian  La  Pierre 
and  Assistant  Surgeons  Hiram  B.  Thomson  and  Harry  M.  Lee 
were  mustered  into  the  United  States  service.  On  June  23d,  First 
Lieutenant  and  Adjutant,  Roswell  D.  Trimble,  and  First  Lieutenant 
and  Quartermaster,  Percy  H.  Morgan,  were  mustered  into  the 
United  States  service.

During  the  Regiment's  stay  at  Niantic,  Connecticut,  they  per- 
formed usual  camp  and  garrison  duties.  On  July  4th,  Company 
K  went  to  Stamford,  Connecticut,  to  participate  in  the  celebration 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  in  that  town,  returning  the 
same  night  to  camp.  During  the  stay  at  Niantic,  there  was  only 
one  death  —  that  from  lockjaw.  On  September  9th,  the  Regiment 
left  Camp  Haven  for  Camp  George  G.  Meade,  Middletown,  Penn- 
sylvania, arriving  on  September  10th.  The  aggregate  enlisted 
strength,  present  and  absent,  of  the  Regiment  on  leaving  Camp 
Haven  was  1,255  men;  1,223  men  and  41  officers  left  this  Camp 
with  their  Regiment.  On  arriving  at  Camp  George  G.  Meade,  the 
strength  of  the  Regiment  present  was  1,233  enlisted  men  and  43 
officers. 

On  October  9th,  the  Third  Battalion  (composed  of  Companies 
H,  K,  L,  and  M)  under  command  of  Major  Hull,  went  on  provost- 
duty  at  Camp  Meade,  being  relieved  on  October  31st.  On 
October  26th,  Colonel  Augustus  C.  Tyler,  his  staff,  and  the  First 
Battalion  (composed  of  Companies  A,  B,  D,  and  I),  under  command 
of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Alexander  Rogers,  left  Camp  Meade  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  Peace  Jubilee  in  Philadelphia,  returning  to  Camp 
Meade  on  October  28th. 

On  November  4th,  a  Provisional  Battalion  of  the  Second 
Brigade,  First  Division,  Second  Army  Corps  (composed  of  Company 
A,  Fourteenth  Pennsylvania,  Company  A,  Ninth  Ohio,  and  Com- 
pany K,  Third  Connecticut  Volunteer  Infantry),  under  command 
of  Major  Roswell  D.  Trimble,  Third  Connecticut  Volunteers, 
Infantry,  left  Camp  Meade  and  proceeded  to  Summerville,  S.  C, 
to  prepare  winter  camp  for  the  Brigade.  On  November  15th,  the 
Third  Connecticut  Volunteers,  Infantry,  left  Camp  Meade  and 
proceeded  to  Camp  Marion,  Summerville,  S.  C,  arriving  on  No- 
vember 17th.  The  aggregate  enlisted  strength,  present  and 
absent,  on  leaving  Camp  Meade  was  1,208  men;  present  aggregate 
enlisted  strength,  1,202  men.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  condition  of  Battery  A  for  the 
period  commencing  May  4th  to  the  muster-out  of  the  organization, 
as  follows:  — 

In  obedience  to  G.  O.,  No.  8,  A.-G.  O.,  dated  Hartford,  Conn., 
April  30,  1898,  Battery  A,  125  strong,  assembled  at  Niantic,  Conn., 
May  4,  1898,  preparatory  to  muster  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States. 

By  authority  of  G.  O.,  No.  10,  A.-G.  O.,  Hartford,  Conn.,  May 
11,  1898,  a  third  platoon  was  added  to  the  Battery.  By  the  same 
order  leave  of  absence  for  the  commissioned  officers  and  furloughs 
to  enlisted  men  during  their  term  of  service  in  the  Volunteer 
Army  of  the  United  States  was  granted. 

The  Battery  was  mustered  in  at  Niantic,  Conn.,  on  May  19, 
1898,  for  two  years'  service,  by  authority  of  the  President's  proc- 
lamation of  April  23,  1898.  The  Battery  was  stationed  at  Niantic, 
Conn.,  by  telegraph  orders  dated  Headquarters,  Department  of  the 
East,  and  assigned  to  that  Department,  June  2,  1898. 

The  Battery  was  recruited  and  supplied  with  modern  guns  and 
equipments,  and  a  thorough  system  of  drill  and  discipline  estab- 
lished in  accordance  with  U.  S.  Army  regulations. 

By  telegraphic  orders  dated  August  4,  1898,  the  Battery  was 
detailed  with  General  Wade's  expedition  to  Porto  Rico,  which  was 
abandoned. 

We  remained  in  camp  at  Niantic,  Conn.,  till  September  16,  1898, 
when  the  Battery  was  furloughed  for  thirty  days.  On  expiration 
of  furlough,  October  15th,  the  Battery  assembled  at  New  Haven, 
Conn.,  and  was  mustered  out  of  the  U.  S.  service  ten  days  later, 
October  25,  1898. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  the   health  and   con- 
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dition  of  the  men  under  my  command   have  been   excellent.     We 
have  lost  by  disease,  i;  by  transfer,  i;  discharged  for  disability,  5. 
Five  have  been  discharged  to  accept  commissions  in  the  U.  S. 
Army,  and  3  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

The  receipt  of  many  favors  from  the  State  authorities,  which 
added  much  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  Battery,  is 
hereby  gratefully  acknowledged.

Adjutant-General,  State  of  Connecticut: 

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  in  compliance  with  your  request 
that  I  give  you  a  brief  history  of  Battery  B  since  its  entry  into 
the  United  States  service,  that  Battery  B,  First  Heavy  Artillery, 
Connecticut  Volunteers,  reported  at  Niantic,  Conn.,  at  5  o'clock 
p.m.,  May  4,  1898,  and  was  mustered  into  the  United  States  service 
May  19th,  with  four  officers  and  one  hundred  and  forty-six  en- 
listed men,  after  being  considerably  riddled  by  the  examining 
officer. 

On  May  21st,  two  days  following  our  being  mustered  in,  we 
were  ordered  to  Fort  Griswold,  Conn.  At  that  time  there  was 
considerable  excitement  in  that  end  of  the  state,  they  not  know- 
ing the  exact  location  of  Cervera's  fleet,  and  the  chances  the 
Government  thought  were  very  good  for  his  gaining  an  entrance 
to  Long  Island  Sound.  After  assuming  command  of  Fort  Gris- 
wold, it  being  virtually  an  obsolete  post,  as  no  troops  had  occupied 
it  for  years,  it  took  a  great  deal  of  hard  labor  on  the  part  of  the 
men  to  get  it  in  condition  for  immediate  service.  The  first  thing 
we  thought  of  doing  was  to  get  the  guns  (eight  inch  Rodman, 
smooth  bore)  in  condition  for  service.  When  once  we  had  them 
in  condition  where  we  knew  they  would  be  of  use  we  immediately 
started  the  artillery  drill,  and  can  say 'that  it  took  us  but  a  short 
time  to  master  it. 

On  May  29th  I  was  ordered  to  send  a  detachment  of  one  officer 
(Lieut.  John  A.  Leonard)  and  thirty  enlisted  men  to  Stoningtom 
Conn.,  to  take  charge  of  gun  located  on  the  breakwater  at  that 
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point,  at  the  same  time  sending  a  detachment  about  two  miles 
below  Fort  Griswold  to  take  charge  of  mine  station  located  there. 

On  June  ist  we  were  ordered  to  recruit  the  battery  to  a  total 
enlisted  strength  of  200,  which  necessitated  an  additional  54  men. 

On  June  30th  Lieut.  Leonard  and  his  detachment  returned 
from  Stonington,  staying  at  this  post  until  July  7th,  when  he  was 
once  more  ordered  to  report  to  Fort  Trumbull,  Conn.,  that  giving 
us  the  care  and  control  of  the  entire  Connecticut  coast. 

The  course  of  instruction  we  have  undergone  since  our  entry 
has  been  in  Artillery,  Infantry,  and  signal  work,  the  majority  of 
the  men  becoming  very  efficient  in  each  branch. 

Since  our  entry  in  the  service  we  have  had  no  sickness  to  speak 
of,  the  men  standing  the  inclement  weather  in  Niantic  and  since 
leaving  there,  very  well.  There  have  been  no  deaths  in  the  bat- 
tery to  date. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Adjutant-General  and  his  assist- 
ants, Quartermaster-General  and  his  assistants,  and  the  Commis- 
sary-General and  his  assistants  for  the  many  courtesies  received 
at  their  hands  while  in  Niantic.

Sir  : 

At  the  call  for  volunteers  issued  early  in  the  spring  of  the 
present  year,  Connecticut  was  asked  to  furnish  one  regiment  of 
Infantry,  one  Battery  of  Light  Artillery,  and  two  Batteries  of 
Heavy  Artillery.  As  there  was  no  organization  of  Heavy  Artil- 
lery in  the  National  Guard  of  the  State,  it  was  necessary  to  or- 
ganize them,  as  it  were,  from  nothing.  Of  the  two  Batteries  thus 
organized,  Battery  "  C  "  was  the  only  "  Simon  Pure  "  volunteer 
Battery,  or,  for  that  matter,  organization,  that  Connecticut  pro- 
duced in  the  late  war.  Francis  G.  Beach  of  New  Haven,  Con- 
necticut, who  held  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  and  Assistant- 
Adjutant-General  of  the  State  troops,  was  given  the  task  of  re- 
cruiting the  Battery.  He  was  ably  assisted  in  the  work  by  Allan 
M.  Osborn,  then  a  Sergeant  in  the  New  Haven  Grays.  The  work 
of  recruiting  was  quietly,  but  effectively,  carried  on.  Men  from 
all  over  New  Haven, Wallingford,  Meriden,  Winsted,  and  other  cities 
joined  the  ranks,  and  on  May  7,  1898,  marched  down  the  street  to 
the  New  Haven  station,  and  were  transported  to  the  State  Camp, 
Niantic,  Conn.  Battery  C  arrived  in  Camp  Haven  in  excellent 
spirits  in  spite  of  the  cool  spring  air  and  cloudy  sky.  The  first 
night  in  camp  was  a  memorable  one,  and  many  of  the  recruits  re- 
ceived their  first  camp  experience  —  a  severe  drenching.  For 
twenty-five  days  it  rained  with  but  few  intermissions. 

On  May  19th  the  Battery,  with  an  aggregate  of  144  members, 
was  mustered  into  the  Volunteer  service  of  the  United  States  by 
Lieutenant  Hamilton  S.  Rowan,  United  States  Artillery. 

The  commissioned  officers  of  the  Battery  were:  Captain  Fran- 
cis G.  Beach;  First  Lieutenant  Allan  M.  Osborn  ;  Second  Lieu- 
tenant Giles  Bishop,  Jr.,  of  New  London,  and  Second   Lieutenant 
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Henry  S.  Terrill  of  Winsted.  Twenty-seven  non-commission  offi- 
cers had  been  appointed  before  the  muster-in  of  the  Battery,  and 
consequently  were  mustered  with  their  rank. 

From  May  7th  until  September  29th  the  Battery  remained  at 
Camp  Haven.  But  few  changes  happened.  The  daily  drills  were 
looked  forward  to  as  a  break  in  the  monotony.  By  the  end  of  camp 
the  Battery  had  the  reputation  throughout  the  State  of  being  the 
best-drilled  organization  in  the  State  forces.  The  opportunities 
for  Artillery  practice  were  very  limited,  being  confined  to  the  six 
10-inch  mortars  in  the  seacoast  Battery,  and  the  two  unservicea- 
ble smooth-bores. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  camp  a  beautiful  set  of  colors  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Battery  by  the  Quinnipiack  Club  of  New  Haven. 
N.  G.  Osborn,  of  the  New  Haven  Register,  made  the  presentation 
speech,  and  Captain  Beach  received  the  silken  emblem  for  the 
Battery. 

The  departure  of  the  First  Regiment  twice  from  camp,  and  its 
returns  ;  the  arrival  of  the  Third  Regiment,  and  subsequent  de- 
parture for  Camp  Meade,  Penn.;  the  change  of  station  of  Battery 
B  from  Niantic  to  Groton,  together  with  Decoration  Day,  and 
the  reviews  of  the  First  and  Third  Regiments  by  Governor  Lorrin 
A.  Cooke,  were  a  few  other  incidents. 

The  Battery  received  and.  escorted  about  every  organization 
that  went  into  camp  during  the  year. 

Towards  the  end  of  August  there  was  considerable  sickness  in 
camp.  A  form  of  malarial  fever  had  a  short  run,  and  then  a  num- 
ber of  Battery  men  were  taken  to  hospitals  about  the  State  suffer- 
ing from  typhoid  fever. 

Finally,  after  the  many  weary  days  of  expectant  waiting,  orders 
came  to  muster-out  Battery  C.  The  mustering  officers  arrived, 
and  on  September  29th  the  Battery  was  furloughed  for  thirty 
days,  at  the  end  of  which  time  they  were  to  re-assemble  for  the 
final  work  of  muster-out. 

During  the  summer  the  membership  of  the  Battery  had  been 
increased  so  that  the  number  at  furlough  was  195  officers  and 
men. 

This  is  a  summary  of  the  adventures  of  Battery  C,  First  Con- 
necticut Artillery,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  up  to  September  30,  1898.

Sir  : 

By  your  order,  dated  June  4,  1898,  at  the  request  of  the  Navy 
Department,  the  Battalion  assembled  at  Camp  Haven,  Niantic,  on 
June  6th,  for  the  physical  and  technical  examination  of  such 
officers  and  men  as  should  be  willing  to  volunteer  for  service  in 
the  United  States  Navy  for  the  war.  The  First  and  Engineer 
Divisions  of  New  Haven,  with  the  Battalion  line  and  staff,  and  the 
Second  Division  of  Hartford,  were  escorted  on  their  departure  by 
the  local  military  companies. 

From  the  6th  to  the  15th  of  June,  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
Battalion  were  subjected  to  a  rigid  physical  and  professional  exam- 
ination by  a  board  of  officers  appointed  by  the  Navy  Department, 
consisting  of  Commander  Wells  L.  Field,  U.  S.  N.,  Chief  Engineer 
Henry  W.  Fitch,  U.  S.  N.  (retired),  and  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon 
John  S.  Sayre,  U.  S.  N.  (retired). 

As  the  result  of  the  examination,  every  officer  of  the  Battalion 
was  recommended  by  the  board  for  a  commission  in  the  United 
States  Navy,  although,  unfortunately,  the  medical  officers  and 
adjutant  failed  to  receive  commissions  owing  to  the  lack  of  vacan- 
cies in  the  staff  corps.  One  officer,  who  had  already  been  con- 
spicuous for  diligent  application  to  professional  study,  was  recom- 
mended for  and  received  a  commission  in  the  Navy  with  higher 
rank  than  he  held  in  the  Naval  Battalion.  I  believe  this  case  to 
be  unique  among  the  militia  officers  commissioned  in  the  Navy.  I 
consider  the  gratifying  result  of  this  examination  to  be  in  a  great 
measure  due  to  the  faithful  and  diligent  work  of  the  officers  in  the 
study  of  navigation  and  seamanship  on  board  of  the  U.  S.  Monitor 
Wyandotte. 

Although  the  physical  examination  was  very  rigid,  but  few 
members  of  the  Battalion  were  rejected,  and  the  majority  of  these 
for  color  blindness.  One  hundred  and  eighty-eight  enlisted  men 
who  had  passed  examination  volunteered  for  service,  and  on  the 
15th  day  of  June  were  sworn  into  the  U.  S.  Navy  ;  this  number 
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being  within  fifteen  of  the  total  authorized  strength  of  the  Bat- 
talion. In  view  of  this  fact  that,  in  this  volunteering,  the  Battal- 
ion and  division  organization  completely  disappeared  and  officers 
and  men  became  individual  units  in  the  U.  S.  Navy,  I  think  we 
may  be  proud  of  such  a  record.  By  order  of  Commander  Field,  I 
was  detailed  to  take  charge  of  the  men,  with  Lieutenants  Parker 
and  Goodridge  and  Chief  Engineer  Trowbridge,  and  report  with 
them  aboard  the  U.  S.  S.  Minnesota  in  Boston. 

The  enlisted  men  were,  unfortunately,  mustered  in  at  so  late  a 
date  that  many  of  them  were  compelled,  from  the  fact  that  ships 
already  had  their  complement  of  men,  to  spend  their  entire  service 
in  the  Navy  aboard  that  vessel,  and  I  wish  to  say  in  this  connec- 
tion, that  the  manly  and  uncomplaining  way  in  which  they  per- 
formed their  duties  under  such  trying  circumstances,  has  met  with 
most  enthusiastic  praise  from  those  who  were  acquainted  with  the 
facts.  Early  in  September,  the  officers  and  men  began  to  receive 
honorable  discharges,  and,  on  October  2.5th,  I  had  the  honor  to 
report  that  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Battalion  had  returned  and 
had  reported  for  duty.  At  date  of  this  report,  the  paymaster  of 
Battalion  is  still  in  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

Lieutenant  Samuel  F.  Punderson,  Adjutant,  was  accepted  by 
the  Navy  Dept.  for  Commission  as  Asst.  Paymaster,  U.  S.  Navy. 

Seaman  Yandel  Henderson  was  appointed  ensign  in  the  Navy 
and  served  throughout  the  war  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Yale.  Quar- 
termaster Walter  H.  Allen  in  July  was  honorably  discharged,  and 
was  appointed  naval  cadet  and  served  aboard  the  U.  S.  S.  Dolphin 
during  the  war.

Sir  : 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  the  following  surgical  re- 
port of  the  encampment  of  the  Naval  Battalion,  Connecticut 
National  Guard,  at  Camp  Haven,  Niantic,  during  ten  days,  June 
6th  to  15th,  1898. 

The  transfer  to  camp  was  without  event  of  medical  interest. 
The  medical  stores  were  placed  temporarily  in  a  shed  located  in 
the  midst  of  the  officers'  tents,  as  no  hospital  nor  dispensary  tent 
had  been  provided  beforehand. 

The  tents  of  the  Battalion  and  Division  Officers  were  all  in  one 
street,  rather  closely  flanked  by  our  commissary  quarters  and  mess 
tents. 

The  well  and  sinks  were  those  permanently  fixed  on  the  camp 
plain. 

A  detail  was  immediately  asked  and  ordered  by  the  Com- 
mander to  guard  the  pump  against  possible  misuse.  This  was 
maintained  throughout  our  encampment. 

The  second  day  a  dispensary  tent  was  pitched  and  the  stores 
were  transferred  to  that.  The  Baymen  were  quartered  along  the 
division  streets,  not  in  special  tents  near  the  dispensary. 

The  policing  was  thorough,  and  the  conduct  of  the  men  regard- 
ing sinks,  water,  mess  scraps,  and  other  sanitary  matters,  was  with- 
out reproach. 

The  mean  temperature  during  the  ten  days  was  69. 2°  F.,  rang- 
ing from  500  to  88°.     There  was  no  measurable  precipitation. 

The  Baymen  were  employed  with  the  Assistant  Surgeon  and 
Surgeon  almost  constantly  in  aiding  Past  Assistant  Surgeon  Sayre 
(United  States  Navy,  retired),  in  the  examination  of  the  officers 
and  men  physically  for  war  service. 

The    places   of  the  men  rejected,  being  relatively  few,  were 
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readily  supplied  from  the  waiting  list,  and  the  inspiring  spectacle 
of  those  patriotic  youth  undertaking,  to  a  man,  a  service  in  nowise 
contemplated  by  their  State  enlistment,  I  shall  never  forget. 

The  cases  of  illness  in  the  Battalion  were  trivial.  None  was 
treated  in  the  hospital  or  quarters,  save  one  member  of  the 
Second  Division  suffering  with  catarrhal  appendicitis,  and  he  was 
sent  home  to  Hartford  as  soon  as  prudent. 

On  the  fourth  clay  in  camp,  and  upon  the  final  departure  of  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  First  Regiment,  the  Surgeon  of  the  Naval 
Battalion  was  called  upon  to  assume  the  duties  of  Past  Surgeon. 
Our  medical  equipment  was  moved  to  the  Brigade  dispensary;  and 
control  taken  of  the  hospital  and  the  care  of  the  sick  and  sanita- 
tion. Again  only  one  hospital  case  was  treated  —  a  member  of 
the  Battery  suffering  with  a  moderate  attack  of  mumps  (paroti- 
ditis). He  was  placed  in  our  former  dispensary,  converted  into  an 
isolation  hospital. 

The  only  member  of  the  Bay  Corps  not  engrossed  with  the 
physical  examinations  being  the  apothecary,  he  was  ordered  to 
take  a  detail  and  see  that  the  other  sinks  about  the  camp  were 
properly  cared  for.  After  disinfecting  and  closing  the  sinks  left 
by  the  First  Regiment  there  followed  those  of  the  Quartermaster 
and  Commissary  Department,  and  of  the  Batteries.  Details  from 
the  Quartermaster  and  the  Commissary  Departments,  and  from 
Batteries  A  and  B,  thereafter  maintained  a  satisfactory  condition. 
The  guardhouse  was  thoroughly  disinfected  also. 

After  our  departure  I  was  informed  that  the  camp  was  entirely 
without  a  medical  officer  for  three  weeks. 

The  food  supplied  to  the  Battalion  was  ample,  thoroughly 
cooked,  and  nourishing. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  include,  in  this  report,  an  allusion  to  the 
experience  of  the  medical  department  of  the  Naval  Militia  in  con- 
nection with  the  war. 

Early  in  April,  when  we  were  promptly  placed  by  our  Com- 
mander-in-Chief at  the  disposal  of  the  President  for  service,  I  was 
told  by  Commander  Horace  Elmer,  commanding  the  Coast  Patrol 
Service  for  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  to  be  prepared  to  increase  the 
Bay  Corps  in  number  to  fifteen  or  more  for  assignment  to  vessels, 
and  to  a  sort  of  hospital,  to  be  located  under  my  care  at  the  east- 
ern end  of  Long  Island  Sound.     Commander  Buckland   similarly 
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directed  me  as  comporting  with  the  Governor's  expectation. 
Some  weeks  after  Commander  Elmer's  untimely  death,  his  suc- 
cessor, Rear  Admiral  Henry  Erben  (retired),  also  gave  me  per- 
sonal instructions  of  the  same  tenor,  and  stated  positively  that  the 
Naval  Militia  would  alone  furnish  its  medical  officers  and  men.  I 
accordingly  secured  the  names  of  fifteen  graduates  in  medicine 
and  registered  apothecaries  provisionally  for  this  service.  No 
different  information  was  received  until  after  arrival  in  camp  at 
Niantic,  when  it  was  announced  that  the  medical  officers  must 
stand  examination  for  commissions  in  the  General  Service  apart 
from  the  Battalion;  and  that  the  Baymen  must  enlist  as  Seamen 
without  positive  expectation.  This,  the  latter  —  being  all  medical 
men  —  reluctantly  declined  to  do.  I  consulted  Medical  Director 
Wood,  at  the  Marine  Hospital  in  Brooklyn.  He  courteously  com- 
municated with  Secretary  Long,  who  confirmed  the  ruling. 

Meanwhile,  Assistant  Surgeon  Cochran  and  myself  passed  the 
physical  and  mental  examination  .prescribed  and  ordered  by 
Admiral  Erben;  and,  with  the  other  officers  of  the  Battalion,  were 
recommended  for  commissions  by  him.  He  transmitted  the  list  to 
Hartford,  and  our  Governor  in  turn  recommended  the  same,  and 
addressed  it  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  through  Rear  Admiral 
Erben,  who,  thereupon,  struck  off  the  names  of  the  Surgeon  and 
Assistant  Surgeon,  adding  a  note  that  they  were  not  needed.  This 
decision  he  refused  to  modify  in  spite  of  the  protest  of  Governor 
Cooke.  We  have  since  then  offered  our  services  to  the  President 
through  his  secretary,  but  have  not  received  commissions.

Sir: 

The  15th  day  of  last  June  there  were  received  on  board  this 
ship  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  men  in  charge  of  four  officers, 
all  from  the  Connecticut  Naval  Militia.  Between  the  1st  of  July 
and  the  25th  of  August,  one  hundred  and  three  of  these  men  were 
transferred  to  other  ships;  the  remaining  eighty-five  have  been 
discharged  from  the  service  from  this  ship. 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  report  the  willingness,  readiness 
for  any  duty,  and  excellent  conduct  of  the  men.  I  believe  there 
has  not  been  a  case  of  willful  infraction  of  any  regulation  of  this 
ship  or  of  any  unbecoming  conduct  when  ashore. 

Their  service  has  been  particularly  trying,  as  they  entered  the 
service  late,  and  after  the  first  two  or  three  weeks  there  was  little 
possibility  of  their  seeing  service  at  the  front,  and  since  the  first  of 
August  very  little  possibility  of  serving  on  any  other  ship  than 
this. 

A  recruiting,  ship  at  best  is  simply  an  abiding  place  to  keep 
men  until  they  are  needed  on  service  ships.  This  very  fact  would 
prevent  men  from  taking  any  special  interest  in  the  Minnesota, 
but  their  performance  of  duty  here  did  not  in  any  way  indicate 
that  this  was  not  the  ship  of  all  others  they  preferred  to  serve  on. 

When  the  men  came  aboard,  the  Minnesota  was  tied  up  to  a 
wharf.  The  second  day  of  July  fire  destroyed  the  storage  ware- 
house on  this  wharf  and  very  nearly  destroyed  the  ship.  During  this 
fire  the  militiamen  on  board  quickly  showed  their  fighting  qualities 
and  what  could  be  expected  of  them  at  the  front.  Twenty  men 
were  overcome  by  smoke  and  heat  so  that  they  had  to  be  removed 
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to  the  sick  bay  or  hospitals,  and  I  did  not  see  a  single  case  where 
a  man  failed  to  do  his  duty. 

The  25th  of  August  I  received  orders  to  discharge  all  men  be- 
longing to  the  Connecticut  Naval  Militia,  but  as  the  ship  would 
have  been  left  without  a  crew  sufficient  to  have  cared  for  her, 
authority  was  given  to  retain  fifteen  men.  The  following,  although 
entitled  to  their  discharge,  volunteered  for  this  duty,  and  con- 
tinued to  serve  until  they  could  be  discharged  without  injury  to 
the  ship  or  to  the  service:

REPORT  OF  COLONEL  CHARLES  L.  BURDETT,  COMMANDING  FIRST  REGI- 
MENT, C.  V.  I.,  IN  RELATION  TO  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  CAMP 
HAVEN. 


Headquarters  First  C.  V.  I., 
Hartford,  Conn.,  September  26,  1898.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  in  connection  with 
the  question  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  State  military 
rendezvous  at  Niantic,  Conn.,  and  the  possibility  of  its  further  use 
as  the  camping  place  for  troops  : 

A  few  days  before  the  First  Regiment  reported  at  Camp 
Haven  early  in  May,  1898,  a  sample  of  the  water  from  the  wells 
on  the  camp  ground  was  obtained  and  by  my  direction  a  careful 
analysis  made.  The  analysis  and  tests  were  made  by  Dr.  A.  J. 
Wolff  of  Hartford  and  Assistant  Surgeon  Dr.  J.  B.  McCook. 
Regarding  the  water  the  report  says  : 

"  I  take  this  opportunity  to  embody  here  the  findings  made  in 
regard  to  a  sample  sent  to  me  in  Hartford,  May  3d,  in  pursuance 
of  orders  from  this  camp.  The  sample  showed  less  than  one- 
eighth  of  a  grain  per  gallon  (of  chlorides).  The  bacteriological 
analysis  by  the  Kashida  petri  plate  method,  showed  absence  of 
typhoid  or  colon  bacilli.  These  analyses  were  made  May  3d  and 
4th.  I  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  Dr.  Wolff  reported  this  water 
as  the  finest  he  had  ever  examined." 

I  would  state  that  it  has  been  my  fixed  rule  while  in  the  field 
to  have  a  careful  preliminary  analysis  made  of  the  water  at  each 
new  camping  ground  or  new  well  before  allowing  it  to  be  used  by 
the  troops.     If  the  report  from  the  analysis  was  unfavorable  the 
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use  of  the  well  was  forbidden  and  it  was  filled  up  or  placed  under 
guard  to  prevent  the  use  of  the  water. 

On  May  4th  the  regiment  reached  camp  about  900  strong.  On 
May  27th  a  report  on  the  general  health  of  the  camp  was  submitted 
by  Dr.  McCook  by  my  orders.     The  report  states  : 

"  The  general  health  of  the  men  has  been  excellent.  Colds 
generally  complicated  by  malaria,  that  is  the  major  number  of 
cases  treated  in  quarters  and  at  the  hospital.  .  .  .  None  of 
the  patients  in  the  hospital  were  seriously  sick,  and  taking  into 
account  that  the  weather  was  exceedingly  trying  the  health  of  the 
camp  has  been  phenomenal."  ■ 

The  above  report  will  also  apply  to  the  regiment  as  a  fair 
statement  of  the  health  during  our  whole  tour  of  duty  at  Camp 
Haven  until  the  regiment  left  there  in  June. 

When  fhe  command  reached  Camp  Haven  on  September  8th, 
it  went  into  camp  on  the  south  side  of  the  ground.  Dr.  McCook 
in  his  report,  assisted  by  Dr.  Rockwell,  said  : 

"  Since  typhoid  has  been  for  some  time  present,  to  a  disquieting 
extent  in  '  The  Third '  and  the  Battery  located  to  its  left,  I 
strongly  recommend  that  the  1st  Conn.  Vol.  Inf.  be  not  moved  to 
that  side  of  the  field  and  that  new  sinks  be  soon  established  for 
its  use." 

Lieutenant  Griswold,  assistant  surgeon,  reported  to  the  same 
effect.  The  reports  submitted  by  the  surgeons  are  full  and  give 
in  detail  the  reasons  for  the  conclusions. 

A  telegram  from  Captain  Beach,  Battery  C,  to  the  chief  sur- 
geon, Department  of  the  East,  sent  on  September  nth,  at  his  own 
instance,  reads  as  follows  : 

"  Serious  outbreak  sickness  at  Camp  Haven,  Niantic.  Post 
Surgeon  recommends  instant  abandonment  of  camp  and  transfer 
of  eleven  ascertained  and  four  suspected  cases  of  typhoid  in 
Battery  C,  1st  C.  A.  V.,  to  State  hospitals  or  homes.  Condition  of 
camp  discovered  to  be  such  that  continuance  of  occupancy  men- 
aces health  of  entire  command  and  certainly  will  result  in  many 
more  typhoid  cases.  Morning  report  Battery  C,  shows  eight 
absent  in  hospitals,  five  in  camp  hospitals,  thirteen  on  sick  leave, 
ten  sick  in  quarters,  aggregate  strength  194. 

That  typhoid  existed  in  camp  prior  to  the  coming  of  the  First 
Regiment  is  shown  by  the  above  and  the  report  of   Dr.  Griswold 
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dated  September  13,  1898,  and  giving  the  result  of  his  visit  to  the 
Memorial  Hospital  at  New  London  on  that  day. 

He  reports  that  he  found  ten  soldiers  there  sick  with  typhoid 
fever.  Of  these,  six  were  from  Battery  C,  and  four  from  the 
Third  Connecticut.  One-third  of  the  cases  were  very  serious  and 
the  others  in  fair  condition.  With  regard  to  these  cases  the 
report  says  : 

"  From  the  temperature  curves  and  bedside  history  the  diag- 
nosis is  without  doubt  typhoid.  These  men  have  been  ill  with 
the  fever  for  periods  of  from  fourteen  to  thirty-two  days." 

I  caused  an  analysis  to  be  made  of  samples  of  water  taken  from 
five  wells,  three  on  the  south  side  of  the  ground,  and  two  on  the 
north  side.     The  three  wells  are  located  as  follows  : 

No.  1,  near  the  hospital  ;  No.  2,  near  the  headquarter  stable 
on  the  south  side  of  the  ground  ;  No.  3,  near  the  emplacement  at 
the  southeast  corner  of  the  ground.  The  other  wells  were  at 
about  the  center  of  the  line  opposite  the  second  and  third  mess 
houses.  These  wells  are  located  far  enough  apart  to  furnish  a 
thorough  test  of  the  condition  of  the  whole  water  supply  under- 
lying the  camp  ground.  The  analysis  and  report  were  made  by 
Dr.  A.  J.  Wolff,  Bacteriologist  of  the  Hartford  Board  of  Health. 

Dr.  Wolff  says  of  this  water  that  "  its  use  should  be  prohibited," 
and  also  "my  opinion  is  that  the  water  I  examined  is  dangerously 
polluted  with  animal  excreta."  A  copy  of  his  report  in  full  is 
submitted  herewith. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  there  is  no  doubt  but  what  the 
facts  regarding  the  unsanitary  condition  of  the  camp  ground  and 
the  water  supply  thoroughly  support  and  show  the  wisdom  of  your 
decision  in  revoking  the  order  for  any  further  occupancy  of  the 
ground  this  year  by  State  troops. 

I  would  also  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
radical  measures  will  have  to  be  taken  before  any  troops  can  with 
safety  be  permitted  to  occupy  the  State  military  rendezvous  at 
Niantic  again.

Sir  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  results  of  my  exami- 
nation of  the  samples  of  drinking  water  collected  about  ten  days 
ago  at  Camp  Haven,  Niantic,  by  Assistant  Surgeon  J.  B.  McCook: 

Samples  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  show  very  marked  contamination  with 
excreta  from  man  or  animal,  and  while  No.  5  shows  evidence  of 
impurities,  it  does  not  show  any  animal  pollution,  but  I  regard  it 
as  suspicious  water. 

While  it  is  impossible  to  differentiate  the  specific  organism  of 
typhoid  fever  from  certain  other  bacteria  of  animal  excreta  ;  in 
drinking  water  it  is  certain,  that  as  I  have  found  the  common 
colon  bacillus  in  these  samples  that  the  water  is  very  dangerous 
and  its  use  should  be  prohibited. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  using  a  method  of  isolating 
these  organisms  in  water,  which  has  given  us  very  positive  results, 
and  by  the  use  of  the  same  we  have  been  enabled  to  easily  detect 
the  presence  of  the  B.  Coli.  Com.  in  wells,  which  we  knew  to  be 
contaminated  and  to  have  been  the  cause  of  sickness. 

This  method  was  originated  by  Dr.  Kashida  of  Tokio,  and 
published  under  the  following  title  : 

"  Differenzierung  der  Typhusbacillen  vom  Coli  commune  durch 
die  Ammoniakreaction "  —  Ausdem  hygienischen  Institute  der 
Kaiserlichen  Universitat  zu  Tokio  &ct  von  Dr.  K.  Kashada,  Cen- 
tralblatt  fur  Bacteriologie  &ct  —  Bd.  xxl  —  No.  20-21,  June  24, 
1897. 

As  to  the  application  of  this  method  to  the  examination  of 
drinking  water,  permit  me  to  refer  you  also  to  the  paper  on  this 
subject  in  the  New  York  Medical  Record  for  August  21,  1897. 

The  results  obtained  by  this  means  are  so  easy  of  application 
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and  so  delicate,  that  we  can  detect  dangerous  organisms  even 
though  the  chemical  examination  of  the  water  shows  it  to  be 
a  good  water,  which  is  the  case  in  the  water  from  Camp  Haven. 

My  opinion  is  that  the  water  I  examined  is  dangerously  polluted 
with  animal  excreta.

Sir: 

As  requested  by  yoju,  I  have  procured  samples  from  certain 
wells  at  Niantic,  and  have  examined  them  chemically  and  bacte- 
riologically.  The  wells  taken  were  agreed  upon  as  satisfactorily 
covering  the  different  sections  of  the  camp. 

Samples  were  taken  from  the  wells  on  October  5th  and  nth. 
Samples  had  been  taken  previously  from  most  of  these  wells  in 
May  and  August  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
and  by  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  Secretary,  I  include  in 
the  tables  of  results  below  the  data  obtained  from  the  analysis  of 
the  earlier  samples  that  you  may  have  them  for  convenient  refer- 
ence. The  numbers  of  the  wells  are  those  assigned  in  the  report 
to  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  following  tables  give  the  results  of  the  chemical  examina- 
tions expressed  in  parts  per  million,  and  the  number  of  bacteria 
per  cubit  centimeter.

In  addition  to  the  estimation  of  the  total  number  of  bacteria, 
tests  were  made  for  the  detection  of  the  typhoid  and  coli  bacilli. 
The  detection  of  the  typhoid  organism  would  be  the  most  satis- 
factory proof  possible  of  contamination.  This  result,  however,  is 
one  rarely  attained  in  water  analysis.  The  detection  of  the  coli 
bacilli  is  therefore  of  special  significance,  because  these  organ- 
isms are  regularly  found  in  decal  discharges,  and  being  very 
numerous  are  more  readily  found  in  water  than  the  typhoid  germs, 
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though  the  source  of  the  two  and  the  methods  of  their  intro- 
duction into  water  are  the  same. 

Unfortunately,  there  is  no  single  test  that  will  suffice  to  detect 
the  presence  of  either  of  these  kinds  of  bacilli,  so  that  their 
identification  depends  on  the  concurrence  in  the  results  of  several 
tests. 

Experience  has  shown  that  these  organisms  are  more  resistant 
to  the  action  of  certain  chemicals  than  the  water  bacteria,  hence 
the  most  successful  methods  for  their  identification  have  been 
those  in  which  some  of  the  water  under  examination  is  mixed  with 
a  nutrient  medium  containing  such  a  quantity  of  the  chemicals  as 
will  permit  the  growth  of  the  typhoid  and  coli  organisms,  but  will 
restrain  the  growth  of  most  forms  of  water  bacteria.  In  this  way 
the  latter  are  eliminated  in  good  part,  while  typhoid  and  coli  bacilli 
are  increased  in  number  and  their  detection  made  more  certain. 
For  their. final  identification  the  organism  thus  separated  have  to  be 
studied  in  various  ways,  which  include  a  miscroscopical  examina- 
tion as  to  their  morphological  character,  and  their  behavior  when 
grown  in  different  culture  media. 

The  samples  which  were  collected  on  October  5th  were  sub- 
mitted to  two  methods  of  isolation. 

The  first  is  that  recommended  by  Prof.  C.  Mez  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Breslau,  and  was  published  during  the  early  part  of  1898. 
In  this  test  30  C.  C.  of  each  sample  was  mixed  with  100  C.  C.  of 
nutrient  sterile  bouillon,  to  which  had  been  added  %  gram  of  citric 
acid.  The  flasks  containing  the  mixtures  were  maintained  at  body 
temperature  for  twelve  hours.  Plate  cultures  were  then  made 
from  each  flask  in  nutrient  gelatine  by  the  ordinary  method.  No 
growths  were  obtained  from  any  of  the  samples,  although  control 
experiments  made  with  typhoid  and  coli  bacilli  showed  abundant 
growths. 

The  second  method  was  directed  particularly  toward  the  isola- 
tion of  the  coli  bacilli,  and  is  the  one  known  as  Parretti's  method, 
and  was  used  in  the  form  recommended  by  Prof.  P.  Frankland.  In 
this  method  100  C.  C.  of  each  sample  were  mixed  with  50  C.  C.  of 
neutral  sterile  bouillon,  to  which  were  added  2  C.  C.  of  Parretti's 
solution.  The  mixtures  were  placed  in  flasks  and  maintained  at 
the  body  temperature  for  forty-eight  hours.  This  method  is  the 
one  which  is  in  common  use  in  this  laboratory,  and  has  been  used 
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successfully  in  many  tests  with  the  amount  of  Parretti's  solution 
stated.  As  in  the  other  method,  gelatine  plate  inoculations  were 
made,  but  in  no  case  were  any  growths  obtained. 

In  view  of  the  negative  results  obtained,  it  was  decided  to 
make  another  set  of  samples,  which  were  accordingly  taken  on 
October  nth,  and  were  examined  by  the  Parretti's  method  in  two 
sets  of  experiments. 

In  the  first,  2  C.  C.  of  Parretti's  solution  were  added,  and  in  the 
second,  1.5  C.  C. 

In  the  first  set  the  gelatine  plates,  which  were  made  from  each 
flask  as  before,  showed  no  growths  of  bacteria,  although  control 
experiments  with  coli  bacilli  gave  abundant  growths.  In  the  sec- 
ond set  of  experiments  with  the  smaller  amount  of  Parretti's  solution 
the  contents  of  all  the  flasks  were  turbid  after  the  expiration  of 
forty-eight  hours,  indicating  that  bacteria  were  growing  in  the 
media. 

Inoculations  were  made  from  each  of  the  flasks  in  Kashida's 
medium,  which  is  a  lactose  litmus  urea  ager.  These  were  plated 
and  maintained  at  a  body  temperature  for  twenty-four  hours.  In  this 
medium  Nos.  12  and  19  developed  no  growths,  No.  21  showed  only 
growths  with  an  alkaline  reaction,  while  all  the  others  showed 
growths  which  were  at  first  acid  and  subsequently  became  alkaline. 
Nos.  12  and  19  grew  readily  in  other  media. 

The  colonies  from  samples  Nos.  2,  16,  18,  22,  27,  28,  and  29,. 
which  showed  acid  growths,  were  planted  in  fermentation  tubes 
and  grown  for  twenty-four  hours,  and  all  found  to  be  gas  produc- 
ing. This  is  a  reaction  shown  by  the  coli,  but  not  by  the  typhoid 
bacilli. 

Colonies  from  all  the  samples  were  planted  in  sterile  milk  and 
grown  for  twenty-eight  hours  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  if  they  co- 
agulated milk.  None  of  the  cultures  showed  coagulation  except 
that  containing  the  bacteria  from  No.  18.  Control  experiments 
with  coli  coagulated  the  milk  within  twenty-four  hours. 

Cultures  from  all  the  isolated  bacteria  were  also  made  in  Dur- 
ham's peptone  solution  for  the  indol  reaction,  which  were  grown 
for  thirty-six  hours  and  tested.  All  gave  negative  results  for  indol 
except  No.  27.     The  coli  bacilli  readily  produced  indol  in  this  test. 

Cultures  were  made  with  all  the  isolated  forms  on  sterilized 
potato.  Growths  were  obtained  in  every  case  which  were  con- 
spicuous and  brownish  in  color.     The  coli  bacilli  in  this  test  pro- 
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duced  a  yellowish  or  whitish  growth,  while  the  typhoid  growth  on 
potato  is  an  almost  invisible  grayish  white  growth  of  the  nature  of 
a  pellicle.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  bacteria  from  No.  18  which 
coagulated  milk  did  not  give  the  indol  reaction,  and  that  No.  27 
which  gave  the  indol  reaction  did  not  coagulate  milk. 

All  the  isolated  forms  were  examined  microscopically  and  their 
morphological  characters  noted.  The  notes  of  special  interest 
were  as  follows  :  Nos.  12  and  19  were  small,  long  filaments,  No.  18 
were  very  long,  large,  and  motile,  No.  21  were  small  long  filaments 
and  No.  27  were  small,  rounded  motile  forms. 

The  results  of  these  bacteriological  examinations  are  that  the 
samples  did  not  contain  any  organisms  which  would  grow  in  the 
media  which  have  been  found  to  be  favorable  for  the  cultivation 
of  both  the  typhoid  and  coli  bacilli,  and  that  when  the  restraining 
agent  was  reduced  to  such  a  point  as  to  admit  the  growth  of  or- 
ganisms, the  various  bacteria  which  were  separated  failed  in  every 
case  to  respond  to  the  various  tests  which  are  used  to  identif)^  the 
coli  and  typhoid  bacilli. 

The  conclusion  from  these  results  is  that  the  bacteria  found  in 
these  waters,  in  some  cases  abundantly,  are  not  the  kinds  which 
are  found  in  waters  polluted  by  animal  excrement,  and,  conse- 
quently, that  the  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  samples  of 
October  5th  and  nth  fail  to  present  any  evidence  of  specific  con- 
tamination of  the  water.  It  may  be  noted  here  that  the  mere 
number  of  bacteria  in  a  water  is  of  interest,  and  under  some  cir- 
cumstances may  be  very  significant  of  contamination,  but  that  it 
is  not  necessarily  so,  for  Sedgwick  has  shown  in  a  report  to  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Health  that  even  deep  tubular  wells  of  un- 
doubted freedom  from  sewage  contamination  may  contain  very 
large  numbers  of  bacteria.  Of  interest  in  this  connection  is  well 
No.  21,  in  which  the  bacteria  were  very  numerous,  2,340  and  1,200 
per  cubic  centimeter  in  the  two  samples,  and  yet  the  water  was 
entirely  free  from  those  forms  characteristic  of  sewage  containing 
animal  excrement.  The  contamination  was  probably  from  the 
mess-sinks. 

The  chemical  analyses  call  for  some  special  comment.  The 
items  of  special  interest  are  those  relating  to  the  chlorine  and  to  ni- 
trogen in  its  various  forms.  The  other  data  commonly  made  in 
water  analyses  are  not  included  in  the  report. 
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Nos.  12,  16,  19,  and  21  all  gave  higher  figures  for  the  nitrogen 
of  ammonias  in  some  of  the  samples  than  should  be  found  in  uncon- 
taminated  well  water,  but  all  the  other  wells  at  the  camp  gave 
figures  indicating  good  organic  purity,  not  only  in  this  series  of 
analyses,  but  in  others  which  I  have  made. 

The  chlorine  and  nitrogen  of  nitrates  are  of  special  interest  as 
indicating  the  total  extent  of  the  past  as  well  as  the  present  con- 
tamination of  the  ground  water  supplying  the  wells  of  the  camp. 

In  the  three  wells,  Nos.  27,  28,  and  29,  which  are  situated  on 
the  south  side,  the  average  of  the  chlorine  is  5.4,  and  of  the  nitro- 
gen of  nitrates  0.26.  None  of  the  wells  deviate  widely  from  the 
average,  and  these  figures  may  be  taken  as  being  only  slightly 
above  the  normal  amounts  of  these  two  ingredients  for  the  region 
in  which  the  camp  is  situated. 

The  average  of  all  the  determinations  of  chlorine  made  this 
year  in  the  fifteen  wells  in  Line  Officers'  Street  is  9.1,  and  that  of 
the  nitrates  0.51.  Though  there  are  differences  in  the  wells  the 
deviations  from  the  average  are  not  noteworthy.  The  figures  in- 
dicate that  there  is  a  widespread  but  moderate  contamination 
throughout  the  area  drained  by  these  wells. 

The  wells  along  the  north  side  of  the  camp  are  those  connected 
with  the  mess-houses  and  certain  stables.  The  averages  for  chlo- 
rine and  nitrogen  of  nitrates  for  the  five  mess-house  wells  are  17.5 
and  0.74,  respectively.  Among  the  wells  in. this  part  of  the  camp 
there  are  great  variations,  as,  for  instance,  the  chlorine  in  the  four 
samples  of  No.  21  range  from  26.5  to  40.5,  and  in  No.  16  it  ranges 
from  29.5  to  53.5.  These  variations  indicate  a  local  and  varying 
source  of  contamination.  In  the  case  of  the  mess-house  wells  this 
source  is  probably  the  wastes  from  the  mess,  and  especially  from 
the  pump  sinks,  which  does  not  seem  to  be  properly  disposed  of. 

That  the  wells  of  the  camp  show  so  good  an  organic  purity 
and  such  favorable  bacteriological  results  in  spite  of  the  undoubt- 
able  chemical  evidence  presented  by  the  chlorine  and  nitrogen  of 
nitrates  that  the  ground  water  underlying  the  greater  portion  of 
the  camp  is  subject  to  a  considerable  contamination,  is  probably 
due  to  the  nature  of  the  wells  and  the  character  of  the  soil. 

The  wells  are  iron  pipes  driven  into  the  ground  a  distance  of 
thirty  to  forty  feet,  and  being  screwed  together  can  receive  water 
only  at  the  bottom.  The  soil  through  which  any  water  coming 
from  the  surface  must  filter  is  for  the  most  part  sand  overlaid  with 
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turf.  This  forms  a  filter  the  action  of  which  is  to  improve  the 
composition  of  any  contaminated  water  as  it  percolates  from  the 
surface  to  the  level  of  the  ground  water  supplying  the  wells. 

A  comparison  of  the  samples  taken  in  May  with  those  taken  in 
October  shows  no  increase  in  the  contamination  but  rather  the 
reverse,  except  in  the  case  of  No.  19,  where  contamination  is 
believed  to  have  occurred  from  the  mess-house.  This  requires 
some  comment.  It  should  be  remembered  that  contaminat- 
ing material  is  to  a  certain  extent  stored  in  the  soil,  and  that 
evidence  of  its  existence  is  shown  by  the  chlorine  and  nitrates 
which  are  slowly  given  up  to  water  percolating  through  the  soil. 
Thus  for  example  it  is  well  known  to  water  analysts  that  a  cess- 
pool will  continue  to  contaminate  the  water  of  the  vicinity  months, 
or  even  years,  after  its  use  has  been  discontinued.  Thus  it  may  be 
understood  how  the  contamination  of  the  encampment  of  1897 
was  still  noticeable  in  the  wells  at  the  camp  in  the  samples  of 
water  in  May  of  this  year.  The  increase  due  to  the  recent  pro- 
longed encampment  does  not  show  in  the  latest  analyses  because 
the  increased  contamination  of  the  soil,  which  must  have  occurred, 
did  not  equal  the  large  increase  in  the  flow  of  ground  water  due 
to  the  rather  heavy  rains  of  the  summer. 

The  conclusions  that  are  to  be  drawn  from  the  investigations, 
are  : 

That  the  analysis  of  the  well  water  at  the  Niantic  camp  show 
clearly  that  the  soil  has  become  contaminated  by  its  use  as  a  camp 
ground,  and  that  the  effect  is  seen  in  the  well  water. 

That  the  contamination  is  in  no  case  a  gross  one,  and  with  the 
exception  of  Nos.  12,  r6,-  19,  and  21,  is  small. 

That  there  was  no  relative  increase  in  the  contamination  of 
the  wells  during  the  summer,  owing  to  the  large  rainfall. 

That  the  chemical  results  indicate  that  the  water  has  been 
well  purified  by  filtration  from  what  contamination  it  has  received 
in  the  various  localities,  except  as  noted. 

That  the  bacteriological  examination  indicates  that  all  wells 
examined  in  this  way  were  free  from  specific  contamination  at  the 
time  of  the  examination,  and  thus  confirms  the  deductions  made 
from  the  chemical  analysis.

Total   amount    collected  on  vouchers    executed  in    this  office 
since  June,  1871,  $976,800.79. 
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During  the  month  of  October,  by  your  direction,  I  visited  the 
Pension  Bureau,  at  Washington,  to  ascertain  the  status  of  over 
fifty  pending  claims  against  the  Government  for  pensions.  I  was 
received  very  cordially  and  courteously  by  the  Hon.  H.  Clay 
Evans,  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  and  by  his  direction  was  allowed 
ample  facilities  for  accomplishing  my  errand  ;  am  happy  to  say 
that  a  number  of  the  claims  have  been  taken  up  and  adjudicated 
since  my  return.  I  have  mentioned  in  previous  reports  the  mag- 
nitude of  the  business  transacted  in  the  Pension  Bureau.  The 
same  is  increasing  instead  of  diminishing.  I  can  only  reiterate  my 
impression  and  conviction  that  the  department  is  doing  all  in  its 
power  to  expedite  the  payment  of  claims.  "  During  the  three  years, 
1894-5,  and  6  (Jan.  1st  to  Dec.  31st),  of  the  319,417  original  claims 
adjudicated,  there  were  189,164,  or  6o</0  of  them  rejected  ;  while 
from  April  to  December  31,  1897,  of  the  75,366  original  claims  ad- 
judicated only  31,031  (or  41$  as  against  6of0)  were  rejected,  and 
for  the  first  period  (years  1894-5  and  6)  there  were  148,323  claims 
for  increase  that  were  adjudicated  ;  105,365  (or  71$)  were  re- 
jected, while  during  the  second  period  (April  1st  to  December  31, 
18^7)  there  were  35,461  claims  for  increase  adjudicated  ;  only  20,- 
132  (or  57^  against  71$)  were  rejected. 

"  These  comparisons  are  furnished  simply  to  show  that  with  the 
present  practice  in  the  Bureau,  great  care  is  being  exercised,  and 
when  good  claims  are  submitted  and  a  possible  link  in  the  chain 
of  evidence  is  missing,  instead  of  rejecting  the  claim  it  is  sent  to 
the  field  for  further  evidence,  and,  if  practicable,  completed,  and 
then  pension  is  granted. 

"  Fully  one-half  the  time  of  the. Bureau  force  is  spent  on  claims 
that  are  rejected." 

Our  pension  law  is  divided  into  two  classes.  One  provides, 
under  the  old  law,  for  pension  on  account  of  disability,  injury,  or 
disease  incurred  while  in  the  military  service  ;  the  other  provides, 
under  the  new  law,  for  disease  or  disability  contracted  since  the 
veteran  was  discharged  from  the  army.  An  application,  under  the 
new  law,  is  easily  obtained,  as  all  that  is  necessary  is  for  the  vet- 
eran to  make  an  application  stating  disability,  how  contracted,  etc., 
(in  some  instances  with  certificate  of  the  attending  physician,)  with 
the  affidavit  of  two  credible  witnesses  verifying  the  same, 
also    statement  of   his   enlistment,    service,   and    discharge    from 
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the  U.  S.  Army,  which  is  to  be  corroborated  by  records  in 
Washington,  then  the  case  is  referred  to  the  medical  Board  of 
Examiners,  and  upon  their  making  a  favorable  report  the  claim  is 
taken  up  and  adjudicated. 

Application,  under  the  old  law,  is  more  difficult,  as,  in  addition 
to  the  requirements  stated,  the  applicant  has  to  furnish  the  tes- 
timony of  two  enlisted  men  or  a  commissioned  officer  as  to  his 
service,  and  he  is  liable  to  be  called  on  for  further  testimony  as  to 
whether  disability  claimed  was  contracted  from  service  in  the 
army  or  by  vicious  habits.  Claim  is  then  referred  to  Board  of 
Examiners,  as  in  the  other  case,  who  report  whether  favorable  or 
unfavorable.  Claims  under  the  old  law  are  difficult  to  procure  at 
the  present  time,  owing  to  the  fact  that  thirty-four  years  have 
elapsed  since  the  close  of  the  war,  and  a  veteran  who  is  living  is 
good  evidence  that  he  could  not  have  contracted  very  serious  dis- 
ability while  in  service.  One  advantage  in  applications,  under 
the  new  law,  is  that  the  claim  can  be  adjudicated  more  quickly, 
and  at  the  same  time  claims  for  pensions  under  the  old  law  can 
be  taken  up  and  considered  without  invalidating  a  pension  granted 
under  the  new  law. 

Certain  other  laws  provide  for  pensions  on  account  of  past 
military  service,  and  several  thousand  private  pension  bills  have 
been  enacted  in  the  past  few  years  granting  pensions  to  persons 
not  entitled  to  the  same  under  the  general  pension  law. 

The  annual  disbursement  of  the  Pension  Bureau  is  $150,000,- 
000.  The  rejection  of  a  claim  is  rarely  considered  a  final  action. 
The  Bureau  never  refuses  to  reconsider  a  claim  upon  the  filing  of 
any  new  evidence.  Many  thousands  rejected  by  one  commis- 
sioner are  admitted  by  his  successor. 

As  already  stated,  the  amount  of  business  transacted  in  the 
Pension  Bureau  is  simply  enormous.  There  are  about  2,000  em- 
ployes, and  from  my  observation,  in  a  few  of  the  departments 
that  I  visited,  they  were  all  working  conscientiously  and  faithfully 
to  expedite  the  adjudication  of  claims.    * 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  pension  laws  during  the  past 
two  years.  One  apparent  injustice  in  the  granting  of  pensions  to 
widows  of  deceased  soldiers  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  widow  who  has 
an  income  of  $100.00  a  year  in  the  aggregate  is  debarred  from  re- 
ceiving a  pension  under  the  new  law.     It  would  seem  as  if  Con- 
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gress  ought  to  take  some  steps  to  change  this  law  so  that  the  sum 
should  be  $200.00,  at  least.  Many  a  worthy^  widow  has  a  little 
money  invested,  which  yields  her  an  annual  income  of  $100.00  a 
year,  and,  in  many  instances,  this  is  all  the  revenue  she  has.  It 
cannot  be  the  intent  of  the  law  that  such  injustice  should  be  done 
them.  The  matter  has  been  agitated,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  next  session  of  Congress  will  enact  a  law  so  that  there  will  be 
a  change  in  this  direction. 

Complaints  are  sometimes  made  at  this  office  in  regard  to 
tardiness  in  payment  of  claims.  Once  in  a  while  threats  are  made 
that  the  pension  commissioner  himself  will  be  interviewed.  It 
must  be  understood  that  if  the  pension  commissioner  should  do 
nothing  else  but  sign  his  name  during  office  hours,  he  would  not 
be  able  to  sign  all  the  documents  that  were  presented  to  him. 
Complaints  are  made  that  there  is  too  much  detail  and  too  many 
requirements,  but  if  it  were  known  how  many  fraudulent  claims 
were  presented  and  on  investigation  rejected,  no  criticism  could 
be  made  in  regard  to  details,  and  care  exercised  by  the  pension 
department  for  the  protection  of  the  Government. 

TOWN    BOUNTY. 

Few  applications  for  town  bounty,  or  inquiries  for  informa- 
tion appertaining  to  the  same,  have  been  received  during  the  past 
year  by  this  department.  The  decision  of  the  courts,  when  test 
cases  have  been  tried,  being  adverse  to  the  claim  of  the  veteran, 
has  discouraged  others  from  making  further  claims,  and  the 
enactment  of  the  law  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1895, 
and  amended  in  1897,  is,  at  the  present  time,  a  dead  letter.  In 
some  cases  where  a  claim  could  be  proved,  selectmen  of  the  town 
have  settled  the  matter  quietly  with  the  veteran,  but  the  law  as  a 
whole  has  failed  in  accomplishing  its  purpose. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  extending  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  pleasant  association  with  yourself  in  this  department  for 
the  past  two  years,  which  is  but  a  continuation  of  a  comradeship 
in  the  National  Guard,  covering  a  period  of  over  sixteen  years. 
To  say  that  I  have  taken  pride  and  pleasure  in  your  advancement 
from  a  private  in  the  National  Guard  through  the  various  grades 
to  the  positions  of  Brigade-Commander  and  Adjutant-General  of 
the  State,  respectively,  would  be  incomplete  did  I  not  add  my  ap- 
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preciation  of  the  interest  you  have  ever  shown  in  my  own  several 
promotions  from  the^  ranks  to  the  position  I  now  occupy  as  Assist- 
ant Adjutant-General.  That  higher  honors  may  still  be  in  store 
for  you  is  my  most  earnest  wish. 

I  would  add  to  this  my  thanks  to  the  employes  of  the  office 
who,  by  their  faithfulness  and  loyalty,  have  greatly  lightened  my 
responsibilities.  Association  with  them  for  four  years  has  demon- 
strated their  ability  and  efficiency,  and  I  earnestly  hope  they  may 
be  retained  in  their  various  positions  for  many  years  to  come.

Strength  of  company  Sept.  30,  1898  :  Commission  officers,  5  ; 
non-commissioned  officers,  18  ;  privates,  51  ;  total,  74. 

Fall  Field-day,  October  19,  1897. 

The  command  devoted  the  forenoon  to  revolver  practice  and 
company  drill,  showing  excellent  improvement.  In  the  afternoon 
I  reported  with  the  command  to  Marshal  John  B.  Clapp  of  the 
Farragut-day  parade  who  assigned  the  company  the  position  of 
honor.  The  command  paraded  with  full  ranks,  and  made  a  cred- 
itable appearance.  .  .  .  Prizes  were  distributed  for 
efficiency  in  revolver  practice.  ....... 

On  May  4th  the  company  acted  as  escort  to  the  1st  Regt., 
C.  N.  G.,  on  its  departure  for  Niantic,  where  it  subsequently  mus- 
tered into  the  service  of  United  States  in  the  war  against  Spain. 
A  detail  of  my  command  acted  as  escort  at  the  funeral  service  of 
Private  Flynn  of  the  Hillyer  Guard,  who  died  shortly  after  arriv- 
ing at  Niantic. 

Spring  Field-day,  May  24,  1898.  The  command  was  delayed 
in  its  departure  for  the  field  by  showers  and  threatening  weather. 
A  field  was  obtained  near  Cedar  Hill,  where  the  company  arrived 
near  noon,  and  gave  their  attention  the  remainder  of  the  day  to 
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company  drill.      There  was  an   attendance    of    sixty-three   with 
eight  other  members  enlisted  in  the  ist  Regiment  for  the  war. 

Saturday,  June  n,  1898.  The  command  took  trolley  car  to 
Manchester,  where  it  paraded  as  escort  to  the  remains  of  Clarence 
W.  Allen,  who  was  commissary  on  my  staff,  with  rank  of  ist  Lieu- 
tenant. The  burial  was  by  the  Masonic  rites  and  military  honors, 
with  the  exception  of  volley  firing.  The  sounding  of  taps  made  a 
beautiful  and  affecting  feature  of  the  ceremony. 

Sunday,  June  12,  1898.  The  command  observed  as  their  me- 
morial day.  Details  visited  different  cemeteries,  decorating  the 
graves  of  deceased  members  with  flowers  and  flag  of  the  com- 
pany. In  the  evening  the  company  attended  memorial  service  at 
the  Washington  street  Baptist  church,  the  services  being  con- 
ducted by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson. 

The  command  participated  in  escoft  duty  to  the  ist  Regt.  C.  V., 
on  its  return  from  Niantic  on  a  thirty-day  furlough. 

The  average  percentage  of  attendance  for  drill  season  of 
1897-98  is  84.  The  command  at  the  present  time  is  in  good  con-

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As  to  general  matters  of  interest  concerning  my  company 
much  could  be  said.  I  will,  however,  briefly  mention  a  few  of  the 
more  important  occurrences.  During  the  month  of  December, 
1897,  our  commanding  officer,  Major  Blakeslee,  resigned  his  com- 
mission, and  the  writer,  who  was  at  that  time  captain  of  the  company, 
was  chosen  as  his  successor.  The  following  further  changes  were 
then  made  among  the  commissioned  officers  :

2.  Fall  Field-Day,  October  19,  1897.  Present,  commissioned 
officers,  5;  enlisted  men,  86.  The  forenoon  was  spent  in  drill  and 
in  the  afternoon  the  command  participated  in  a  parade  in  honor  of 
the  reception  by  the  City  of  Hartford  of  the  figurehead  of 
Admiral  Farragut's  flagship,  the  Hartford.  The  command  also 
had  the  honor  of  entertaining  the  Second  Company  Governor's 
Foot  Guard  as  their  guests  on  that  occasion. 

3.  Voluntary  parade  as  escort  to  First  Regiment,  C.  N.  G., 
May  4,  1898,  on  the  occasion  of  their  departure  for  service  in  the 
war  with  Spain.  Present,  commissioned  officers,  5;  enlisted  men' 
69.

May  7th.  Escort  War  Volunteers.  A  number  of  our  promi- 
nent citizens  as  well  as  many  old  military  men  volunteered  to 
serve  the  United  States  in  its  war  with  Spain  and  were  assigned 
to  duty  as  a  section  of  the  artillery.  My  command  voted  an 
escort  and  turned  out  with  practically  full  ranks. 

May  27th.  Spring  parade.  This  'being  the  spring  parade  of 
the  company  the  day  was  devoted  to  rifle  practice  at  200-yard 
range.  One  hundred  and  thirty-one  men  responded  for  duty,  and 
in  order  to  test  the  value  of  the  guns  furnished  the  company  each 
man  endeavored  to  make  a  record  with  the  arms  furnished  for 
drill  and  parade,  the  special  sharp-shooting  guns  not  being  used. 
The  result  was  satisfactory  as  far  as»the  quality  of  the  guns  used 
was  concerned,  the  scores  averaging  about  16  out  of  the  possible 
25.  By  tests  made  before  the  guns  were  fired  it  was  found  that  at 
least  14  of  them  were  dangerous,  and  would  do  more  harm  to  the 
men  who  fired  the  gun  than  to  the  enemy.  I  have  asked  that  the 
imperfect  guns  might  be  replaced  in  exchange  for  those  that  will 
be  of  better  service  in  case  of  action.  On  the  whole,  the  day  was 
a  great  success,  and  served  to  discipline  the  men  in  all  that  per- 
tained to  drill,  rifle  practice,  and  the  general  conduct  of  a  soldier. 

June  6th.  Escort  to  the  Naval  Militia.  It  was  with  great 
pleasure  that  the  company  paraded  ninety-three  men  to  escort  the 
Naval  Militia  to  the  front,  with  the  hope  that  Connecticut  would 
be  honored,  as  it  has  been,  by  their  service  and  response  to  duty 
whenever  called  upon  to  perform  it. 

June  17th.  The  company  paraded  one  hundred  and  thirty-one 
men  as  an  escort  to  the  Putnam  Phalanx  on  the  occasion  of  its 
visit  to  New  Haven  celebrating  the  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill.  It  was 
appropriate  that  the  Second  Company  Governor's  Foot  Guard 
should  parade  on  that  occasion. 

General:  The  matter  of  drills,  while  well  attended,  has  not 
been  of  so  much  interest  as  the  desire  to  fill  the  ranks  of  the 
volunteer  soldiers  who  might  be  called  upon  to  perform  duty  as 
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representatives  of  the  State  in  active  service  in  the  war  between 
the  United  States  of  America  and  Spain;  and  I  desire  to  specially 
mention  the  efforts  of  former  Col.  Healy  of  the  Ninth  Regiment, 
and  now  a  Sergeant  of  the  Foot  Guard,  Corporal  McGovern,  and 
Private  Maxwell,  who  guaranteed  to  raise  for  the  State  at  least  a 
thousand  men.  However,  there  being  no  call  for  volunteers,  but 
presuming  that  a  company  might  be  required  to  attach  to  one  of 
the  regiments  ordered  to  the  front,  they  secured  the  names  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy-one  good  stalwart  fellows,  who  were  drilled 
and  ready  for  service;  and  I  think  that  due  credit  should  be  given 
to  the  above-mentioned  gentlemen  for  the  time  and  money  they 
expended  for  that  purpose.  Ex-Captain  John  Garrity  of  the 
National  Guard,  and  also  a  member  of  the  Foot  Guard,  was  instru- 
mental in  raising  a  company  of  one  hundred  men  to  be  attached 
to  the  Second  Regiment  in  case  that  regiment  was  to  be  called  to 
the  front. 

I  had  been  informed  by  those  high  in  authority  in  regimental 
matters,  and  the  same  was  confirmed  unofficially  from  the  Adju- 
tant-General's Office,  that  there  was  a  strong  possibility  of  the 
Second  Regiment  being  called  out  within  ten  days  or  two  weeks 
for  service  with  the  army  and  being  assigned  to  Spain  or  Manila. 
Considering  the  information  as  valuable,  I  obtained  from  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  permission  to  place  a  recruiting  tent  on  the 
Old  Green  for  the  purpose  of  enlisting  men  to  be  attached  to  the 
Second  Regiment,  such  company  to  be  known  as  the  War  Volun- 
teers of  the  Second  Company  Governor's  Foot  Guard.  I  annex 
herewith  a  report  showing  what  has  been  accomplished  by  this 
effort,  and  due  honor  should  be  given  Sergt.  C.  B.  Foster,  Steward 
Hendee,  Private  A.  K.  Jones,  Private  Charles  Phillips,  and  Private 
J.  Edward  Heaton,  for  their  work,  which  is  more  satisfactorily 
explained  by  the  annexed  report:

As  per  your  request,  I  am  handing  you  the  following  statistics  regarding  the 
history  thus  far  of  the  war  volunteers  : 
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Began  enlisting  June  30th  in  tent  on  New  Haven  Green,  ended  enlisting  July 
12th  in  tent  on  New  Haven  Green,  but  continued  enlisting  as  good  men  presented 
themselves  until  Aug.  2d,  at  armory,  Whiting  street. 

Began  drilling  on  the  evening  of  July  5th,  continued  every  afternoon  and  even- 
ing until  Aug.  1st,  daily,  three  Sundays  excepted.  Aug.  1st  to  3d,  one  drill  each 
day.  Average  attendance,  72.  Highest  attendance,  109,  at  organization*  of  company 
and  election  of  commissioned  officers.     Lowest  daily  attendance,  57.

It  would  seem  to  me  that  the  foregoing  report  should  be 
printed  in  full  as  a  matter  of  record.  In  this  connection  I  will 
say  that  the  company  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  men  recruited 
by  these  gentlemen  were  partially  uniformed,  thoroughly  drilled, 
and  would  have  been  turned  over  to  the  S.tate  as  a  complete  com- 
pany, fully  uniformed,  equipped,  and,  if  necessary,  armed  at  the 
expense  of  the  company;  and  from  my  inspection  of  the  drills  of 
these  recruits  during  the  heated  term  of  the  latter  part  of  July 
and  August  I  think  it  nothing  more  that  right  to  say  that  the 
company  would  have  compared  favorably  with  any  company  of  the 
National  Guard. 

In  view  of  the  possibility  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State 
being  ordered  to  the  front  in  the  late  war  with  Spain,  it  seemed  to 
me  advisable  that  the  Governor's  Guard,  both  Foot  and  Horse, 
should  be  placed  on  a  fighting  basis;  and  believing  that  the  Foot 
Guard  of  New  Haven,  composed  as  it  is  of  old  soldiers,   would 
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necessarily  be  a  large  factor  in  the  defenses  of  our  coast  line,  my 
command  at  its  own  expense  has  organized,  equipped,  and  uni- 
formed: i st  a  Signal  Corps,  ten  members,  all  expert  telephone 
and  telegraph  men.  They  are  equipped  with  a  mile  of  wire  with 
the  necessary  implements,  telephone  and  telegraph  machines,  and 
can  run  a  wire  for  a  distance  of  a  mile,  climb  the  poles,  tap  wires, 
telephone  or  telegraph,  as  the  occasion,  may  require.  They  are 
all  expert  men;  and  I  am  informed  that  there  is  not  another  Signal 
Corps  so  fully  equipped  as  the  one  this  company  has  organized. 

2d.  Hospital  Corps,  ten  members,  has  also  been  uniformed 
and  equipped  at  the  expense  of  the  company.  The  members  are 
doctors,  surgeons,  or  druggists  of  many  years'  experience,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  that  should  the  State  require  the  use  of  their  ser- 
vices their  record  in  the  performance  of  the  same  would  be  second 
to  none  in  the  United  States  of  America;  and  I  feel  confident  that 
should  the  services  of  the  military  forces  of  the  State  be  required 
my  command  would  not  be  found  wanting.

STATE  OF  CONNECTICUT.

General  Orders,  ) 

No.  22.  ) 

I.  The  "  Infantry  Drill  Regulations  :  Manual  of  Arms  adapted  to  the 
Springfield  Rifle,  calibre  .45,  by  First  Lieutenant  Arthur  Murray,  1st  U.  S. 
Artillery,  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,"  is  hereby  adopted  for  use  of 
the  organizations  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard,  armed  with  the  Spring- 
field Rifle.  Commandants  of  said  organizations  must  conform  strictly  to 
the  same,  in  the  instruction  of  their  commands,  and  will  make  immediate 
requisition  upon  this  office  for  eight  copies  each  of  regulations  specified  in 
the  foregoing. 

II.  Special  Orders  No.  94,  A.-G.  O.,  c.  s.,  relating  to  the  manual  of 
arms  for  Naval  Battalion,  C.  N.  G. ,  is  hereby  revoked,  and  the  new  navy 
drill  regulations,  which  approximates  very  closely  to  the  army  drill,  is  sub- 
stituted therefor. 

III.  In  accordance  with  Sec.  58,  Militia  Law,  of  this  State,  weekly 
evening  drills  are  hereby  ordered  for  the  different  organizations  of  the  Con- 
necticut National  Guard,  commencing  Monday,  November  1st,  proximo, 
and  continuing  to  May  31,  1898,  inclusive. 
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IV.  Brigadier-General  Russell  Frost,  commanding  Brigade,  Connecti- 
cut National  Guard,  will  immediately,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  foregoing,  issue 
orders  for  weekly  evening  drills,  of  one  hour  and  fifteen  minutes  each, 
aggregating  five  hours  for  the  month  for  each  Company,  Hospital  Corps, 
Section  Signal  Corps  and  Machine-Gun  Battery,  Platoon  Artillery,  and 
Division  Naval  Battalion,  Connecticut  National  Guard.  It  is  optional 
with  him  to  direct  fortnightly  drills  of  organizations  other  than  infantry  com- 
panies, if  in  his  judgment  the  same  proficiency  can  be  obtained.  He  is  also 
authorized  to  use  his  discretion  in  utilizing  such  portion  of  the  Brigade 
Signal  Corps  and  Naval  Battalion,  C.  N.  G.,  for  specialty  work,  as  in  his 
judgment  will  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  service. 

V.  Attention  is  called  to  Par.  IV,  G.  O.  No.  3,  A.-G.  O.,  dated 
Hartford,  February  20,  1895  :  "  The  drill  of  any  organization  in  the  bri- 
gade, occurring  on  the  evening  of  a  legal  holiday,  may  be  omitted,  provided 
that  the  '  time '  required  is  made  up  on  the  drill  nights  of  the  month  in 
which  the  holiday  occurs." 

VI.  The  figure  of  merit  will  be  determined  as  heretofore,  in  accord- 
ance with  Par.  Ill,  G.  O.  No.  27,  A.-G.  O.,  series  1891.  "The  drill 
reports  will  be  made  as  usual,  in  triplicate,  and  forwarded  through  regular 
channels  with  one  copy  of  the  gain  and  loss  report,  not  later  than  the 
second  day  of  the  month  following  that  reported  upon."  The  blanks  for 
this  report  will  be  furnished  from  this  office  upon  requisition,  and  will  call 
for  the  following  data,  from  which  will  be  computed  the  "  figure  of  merit :  " 
1st. — Time  consumed  at  each  drill,  which  must  be  at  least  five  hours  per 
month.  2d. — Officers  and  men  in  uniform  at  roll-call.  3d. — Officers  and 
men  actually  drilling.  4th. — Total  strength  of  organization.  Officers  mak- 
ing the  reports  will  be  held  to  a  strict  accountability  for  discrepancies  if  any 
are  found  to  exist.  Delay  in  forwarding,  or  careless  compilation  of  these 
reports,  that  may  prevent  prompt  issue  of  orders  from  this  office,  giving 
results  of  the  month's  work,  will  be  deemed  sufficient  cause  for  censure  of 
the  officer  responsible,  in  orders. 

VII.  The  Annual  Muster  and  Inspection  of  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard,  as  required  by  law,  will  be  made  during  the  month  of  November 
proximo,  by  Brigadier-General  Russell  Frost,  commanding  Brigade,  C.  N. 
G.,  who  will  detail  such  officers  of  his  Staff  as  may  be  required  to  do  the 
work.  Traveling  and  hotel  expenses  incurred  by  officers  detailed  for  this 
duty  will  be  paid  by  the  Paymaster-General,  upon  approved  vouchers  from 
this  office — no  other  compensation  will  be  allowed.  Duplicate  muster-rolls 
will  be  made  by  commanding  officers,  and  both  copies  forwarded  to  this 
office.  They  will  also  see  that  the  requirements  of  existing  orders  are 
strictly  followed. 

VIII.  The  following  is  again  published  for  the  information  of  com- 
mandants of  the  different  organizations,  in  accordance  .with  Par.  VI,  G.  O. 
No.  23,  A.-G.  O.,  October  23,  1S89  :     "  Hereafter  orders  from  this  office, 
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discharging  men  from  the  military  service  of  the  State,  will  be  issued  on  the 
fifteenth  and  last  days  of  every  month,  such  orders  will  include  all  men  for 
whose  discharge  application  has  been  made  for  reasons  satisfactory  to 
this  office."

The  following  Rules  and  Regulations  are  issued  for  the  government  of 
Armories  'owned  or  leased  by  the  State,  and  will  be  strictly  enforced  until 
further  orders. 

I.  Armories  are  by  law  placed  under  the  charge  of  their  commanding 
officers,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Quartermaster-General  of   the  State. 
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Applications  for  use  of  the  Armories,  aside  from  regularly  ordered  military 
duty,  must  be  submitted  to  the  Quartermaster-General  for  his  action  ;  and 
his  decision  shall  be  final,  unless  rescinded  by  the  Commander-in-Chief.  No 
bills  shall  be  contracted  on  account  of  the  Armories  except  under  the 
direction  and  authority  of  the  Quartermaster-General.  Whenever  the  officer 
in  charge  of  any  Armory  shall  find  that  extraordinary  repairs  are  neces- 
sary, application  must  first  be  made  to  the  Quartermaster-General  for  his 
approval,  except  in  cases  requiring  immediate  action  for  the  preservation  of 
property,  and  where  communication  cannot  be  at  once  had  with  the  Quar- 
termaster-General. All  current  bills  must  be  certified  to  as  to  their  correct- 
ness by  the  officer  in  charge,  and  forwarded  by  him  to  the  Quartermaster- 
General  for  payment. 

II.  Whenever  an  application  for  the  use  of  an  Armory  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever,  other  than  the  regularly  ordered  drills,  parades,  inspections, 
and  reviews  of  the  Battalion  or  Companies,  is  received  by  the  officer  in 
charge,  he  shall  at  once  report  the  same,  with  his  recommendations,  through 
Regimental  Headquarters,  to  the  Quartermaster-General  for  his  approval, 
and  any  agreement  made  by  the  officer  in  charge,  must  be  made  subject  to 
such  approval. 

III.  Members  of  organizations  quartered  in  Armories,  not  under 
orders,  will  not  be  allowed  therein  before  6.30  P.  M.,  except  Commissioned 
Officers,  Non-Commissioned  Officers,  and  privates  bearing  a  written  order 
from  their  Company  Commander,  stating  the  object  of  their  pass,  or  when 
accompanied  by  a  Commissioned  Officer.  The  Armories  will  be  opened  for 
members  from  6.30  p.  M.  to  11.00  P.  M.,  daily,  except  Sundays. 

IV.  Armories  will  be  closed  Sundays,  except  to  Commissioned  Officers 
or  soldiers  on  duty  by  orders  of  the  Regimental  Commander  or  higher 
authority. 

V.  Each  company  shall  have  the  use  of  the  drill  hall  and  balcony 
on  the  nights  of  their  regular  drill,  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  Armory. 

VI.  Smoking  and  the  use  of  tobacco  are  strictly  prohibited  in  the 
halls,  galleries,  drill  hall,  and  on  evenings  of  entertainment  in  all 
parts  of  Armories.  Introduction  of  wine,  spirituous  or  malt  liquor,  into 
Armories  is  strictly  prohibited.  Commissioned  Officers  are  especially 
charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this  rule,  and  each  officer  will  be  held 
responsible  for  any  violation  of  it  coming  under  his  observation.  The  com- 
mitting of  any  nuisance,  or  spitting  on  the  floors,  is  strictly  prohibited. 
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VII.  During  drills  or  ceremonies,  unless  by  order  of  the  Commanding 
Officer,  no  one  will  be  allowed  on  the  floor  of  the  main  drill  hall,  except 
those  who  are  engaged  in  the  drill  or  ceremony,  and  no  person,  other  than 
members,  will  be  allowed  to  enter  the  quarters  of  any  company  unless  by 
invitation,  or  by  permission  of  and  accompanied  by  a  member  of  such 
company. 

VIII.  The  Commanding  Officers  of  organizations  occupying  Armories 
will  be  held  responsible  for  the  proper  policing  of  their  respective  quarters. 

IX.  The  janitor  shall  be  responsible  to  the  officer  in  charge,  and 
through  him  to  the  Quartermaster-General,  for  the  proper  heating  and  light- 
ing of  the  Armory,  its  perfect  cleanliness  and  order,  and  the  ordinary  repairs. 
He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  perfect  condition  of  the  arms  and  equip- 
ments, to  the  officer  accountable  for  the  same.  - 

X.  Any  person  who  shall  mark,  deface,  or  wilfully  injure,  or  de- 
stroy any  uniform,  arm,  equipment,  or  other  military  property  of  the  State, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200),  or  imprisoned  in  a  jail  not  more  than  six  months, 
or  both,  upon  conviction  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

XI.  Each  Commanding  Officer  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  con- 
duct of  his  men,  whether  in  uniform  or  not,  while  in  the  Armory. 

XII.  Lounging  on  the  steps,  sidewalk,  or  in  front  of  Armories,  at 
any  time,  is  strictly  prohibited. 

XIII.  The  temporary  storing  of  bicycles  in  the  entrance  hall  is 
prohibited. 

XIV.  The  senior  officer  in  charge  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for 
the  proper  enforcement  of  the  foregoing  Rules  and  Regulations.  During 
his  absence  the  next  officer  in  rank  present  will  be  held  responsible. 

XV.  The  Quartermaster-General  is  directed  to  furnish  the  Com- 
manding Officer  of  each  Armory  with  copies  of  the  foregoing  Rules  and 
Regulations,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  posted  in  conspicuous  places.

II.  Attention  of  Commanding  Officers  is  called  to  par.  28,  page  18, 
'  Infantry  Drill  Regulations,  Manual  of  Arms  adapted  to  the  Springfield 
Rifle,  Cal.  .45,  by  First  Lieut.  Arthur  Murray,  1st  U.  S.  Artillery,"  which  is 
corrected  to  read  as  follows: — "Being  in  line,  standing  at  the  order:  1 
Squad,  2  Load.  Each  rear-rank  man  steps  off  obliquely  to  the  right 
with  the  left  foot,  planting  the  toe  opposite  the  middle  of  the  interval 
to  his  right  and  in  line  with  the  left  heel  of  his  front-rank  man  :  the  front- 
rank  men  half-face  to  the  right ;  both  ranks  then  carry  the  right  heel 
six  inches  to  the  rear  and  three  inches  to  the  right  of  the  left  heel,  turning 
the  toes  of  both  feet  slightly  inward,  at  the  same  time  raise  the  piece 
with  the  right  hand,  drop  it  into  the  left  at  the  balance,  muzzle  at  the  height 
of  the  chin,  left  elbow  against  the  body,  small  of  the  stock  at  the  waist ; 
place  the  right  thumb  on  the  head  of  the  hammer,  forefinger  on  the  trigger, 
the  other  fingers  against  the  small  of  the  stock  and  half-cock  the  piece,  lower 
the  muzzle,  barrel  sloping  downward  at  an  angle  of  about  twenty-five 
degrees,  at  the  same  time  open  chamber  ;  look  toward  the  chamber,  remove 
the  cartridge  shell  if  necessary  ;  take  a  cartridge  between  the  thumb  and  first 
two  fingers,  place  it  in  the  bore,  pressing  it  home  with  the  thumb  ;  close 
chamber  with  right  thumb,  cast  the  eyes  to  the  front,  carry  the  right  hand  to 
the  small  of  the  stock  and  raise  the  muzzle  to  the  height  of  the  chin.  The 
last  position  is  the  position  of  load. 
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"  If  kneeling,  the  position  of  the  piece  is  similar — the  left  forearm  rests  on 
the  left  thigh,  the  left  hand  grasping  the  piece  at  the  balance  and  the  muzzle 
is  at  the  height  of  the  chin. 

"  If  lying  down,  the  left  hand  steadies  the  piece  at  the  balance,  the  toe  of 
the  butt  resting  on  the  ground,  the  muzzle  off  the  ground. 

"  When  lying  down  in  double  rank  the  rear-rank  men  do  not  load. 

"  The  piece  being  in  the  position  of  load,  that  is  with  the  hammer  at  the 
half-cock,  is  brought  to  the  ready  by  the  command  :  i  Squad,  2,  Ready. 

"  At  the  second  command  cock  the  piece  with  the  right  thumb  and  return 
the  hand  to  the  small  of  the  stock." 

III.  Commandants  of  organizations  armed  with  Springfield  rifles  are  di- 
rected to  have  the  front  sight  cover  to  rifle  kept  in  place  over  the  sight  at  all 
times  except  in  rifle  practice  and  when  the  bayonet  is  used.  The  cover  can 
be  removed  temporarily  for  cleaning  the  gun,  etc.

II.  All  persons  between  the  ages  of  18  and  45  years,  desiring  exemp- 
tion from  military  duty  and  commutation  tax,  by  reason  of  mental  or  physi- 
cal disability,  must  report  to  one  of  the  Post-Surgeons  for  examination, 
and  if  found  exempt  will  be  furnished  with  a  certificate  of  exemption,  to 
be  filed  by  them  with  the  selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  they  are  liable 
to  enrollment.  Those  who  are  exempted  by  Post-Surgeons  in  any  year 
since  1878,  and  the  disability  classed  as  permanent \  and  who  are  now  living 
in  the  same  town,  will  not  be  required  to  be  examined  again,  unless  by  order 
of  the  Surgeon-General.

I.  The  attention  of  Commandants  Connecticut  National  Guard 
is  called  to  paragraph  241,  page  119,  Law  and  Regulations  C.  N.  G.,  and 
they  are  hereby  directed  to  see  that  it  is  strictly  complied  with. 

"The  Captain  will  cause  the  men  of  his  company  to  be  divided  into 
squads,  each  to  be  under  the  charge  of  a  non-commissioned  officer,  who- 
should  always  carry  with  him  a  list  of  his  men  and  their  addresses,  that,  in 
case  of  need,  the  men  may  readily  be  warned.  A  list  showing  the  address 
of  each  man,  and  indicating  the  non-commissioned  officer  in  whose  squad  he 
is,  should  be  posted  in  the  company  armory  and  a  copy  kept  by  each  officer." 

II.  Commandants  of  organizations,  C.  N.  G.,  in  making  application 
to  drop  non-commissioned  officers  of  their  command,  will  first  have  them 
reduced  to  the  ranks,  so  that  they  can  be  dropped  and  taken  up  as  privates. 
This  course  will  save  misunderstanding  as  to  the  status  of  the  men,  and 
enable  commanding  officers  to  fill  vacancies,  or  promote  as  conditions  demand. 

III.  The  attention  of  Commandants,  C.  N.  G.,  is  called  to  the  careless 
manner  in  which  enlisted  men  handle  the  new  rifle  recently  issued.  In  many 
instances  the  piece  is  dragged  along  the  floor  of  the  drill  hall,  or  a  number 
of  them  are  bunched  together,  and  carried  in  this  manner  to  the  gun  racks. 
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It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  National  Guard  has  now,  in  the 
"  Springfield  Breech  Loader,"  the  best  rifle  in  the  world  for  its  use,  both  in 
simplicity  and  durability,  but  simple  as  it  is  in  construction,  it  is  also  a 
delicate  piece  of  mechanism,  and  the  usage  referred  to,  if  continued,  will 
certainly  injure  more  or  less  of  its  different  parts. 

The  rifle  is  a  part  of  the  soldier,  and  is  to  be  treated  as  an  article  that 
should  always  be  in  readiness  and  perfect  condition,  when  used  for  drill 
purposes,  or  the  more  stern  duties  of  active  service  that  the  soldier  is  liable 
to  be  called  upon  to  perform  at  any  moment. 

It  is  expected  that  Commandants  will  hold  their  non-commissioned 
officers  responsible  in  this  direction,  and  they  in  turn  will  be  held  to  a 
strict  accountability  for  the  condition  of  said  rifles,  by  the  Quartermaster- 
General.

II.  The  Quartermaster-General  will  lay  out  the  camp  ground,  pitch 
the  tents,  and  furnish  transportation  for  the  troops,  including  necessary 
baggage,  to  and  from  the  State  Military  Rendezvous.  He  will  also  furnish 
camp  equipage  and  supplies  except  blankets  for  commissioned  officers,  who 
will  provide  them  for  their  own  quarters.  The  baggage  will  be  limited  to 
two  company  chests  for  each  infantry  company,  and  one  chest  for  each 
signal  and  machine-gun  section.  Officers'  baggage  will  be  limited  to 
one  valise  or  small  trunk  for  each  line  officer.  Transportation  for 
horses  for  field  and  staff  use  will  be  furnished  only  from  brigade  and 
regimental  headquarters  ;  signal  corps  and  machine-gun  horses  from  their 
respective  locations. 

III.  The  Commissary-General  will  furnish  subsistence  for  the  enlisted 
men  ;  as  the  pay  of  commissioned  officers  covers  their  ration  allowance, 
they  must  provide  their  own  subsistence.  The  Brigade  Commissary  will 
report  to,  and  act  with,  the  Commissary-General  in  inspecting  the  food 
furnished. 

IV.  Commanding  officers  will  make  requisition  for  transportation  on 
or  before  September  1st,  proximo. 

V.  Pay-rolls  for  duty  will  be  made  out  strictly  in  accordance  with  law, 
and  must  be  completed  and  signed  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  the  encamp- 
ment, and  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant-General's  office. 

VI.  Encampments  of  the  National  Guard  being  held  by  authority 
of  law,  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  is  required  to  be  present  for  duty 
unless  excused  for  imperative  reasons.  The  Brigadier-General  will  report 
to  this  office  any  commissioned  officer  absent,  with  the  cause  of  absence.

REPORT. 


State  of  Connecticut, 
Quartermaster-General's  Office, 
Hartford,  Sept.  30,  1898. 

To  His  Excellency,  Lorrin  A.  Cooke, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-  Chief : 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  this 
department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1898. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  entire  receipts  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  have  been 
$131,058.49,  and  the  total  disbursements  were  $117,785.33,  leaving 
cash  balance  on  hand  of  $13,273.16.  Of  the  amount  received, 
$2,773.99  were  from  miscellaneous  sources  outside  of  the  treasury, 
and  the  balance,  $128,284.50,  were  from  orders  of  the  Comptroller. 
Of  the  sums  disbursed,  $2,773.99  (miscellaneous  receipts,)  were 
paid  to  the  State  treasury  as  required  by  law,  and  $5,359.42  were 
disbursed  as  special  account.  Expenditures  on  account  of  the  Con- 
necticut National  Guard  were  $45,107.57,  and  the  expenditures 
caused  by  the  war  between  the  United  States  and  Spain,  were 
$64,544.35. 

These  accounts  in  detail  will  be  found  in  the  financial  tables 
of  this  report. 
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STATE    CAMP    GROUND. 

Designated  as  Camp  Haven,  the  State  military  rendezvous  has 
been  occupied  by  State  and  United  States  troops  from  May  4th, 
1898,  until  the  present  time. 

The  sanitary  condition  remained  good  until  near  the  close — no 
evidence  of  sickness  appearing  in  excess  of  what  might  have 
been  expected  in  so  large  a  community — when  typhoid  fever 
appeared. 

While  satisfied  that  the  water  obtained  from  the  driven  wells 
is  of  excellent  quality  and  purity,  and  been  so  proven  by  the 
analyses  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  made  at  different  times, 
still  it  would  be  prudent  and  more  satisfactory,  owing  to  con- 
ditions which  developed  during  Camp  Haven,  to  have  a  new 
water  supply,  brought  by  pipe  line  from  the  adjacent  hills.  This 
course  will  provide  against  any  probable  contagion,  and  would 
furnish  an  abundant  supply,  not  only  for  the  use  of  the  troops, 
but  also  for  the  emergency  of  a  fire  on  the  grounds. 

The  recommendations  of  Brig. -Gen.  Albert  W.  Phillips,  Sur- 
geon-General, in  this  matter  of  water  supply,  are  endorsed. 

Possibly  fever  germs  exist  in  and  about  the  present  sinks  on 
the  camp  ground,  and  as  a  matter  of  extra  precaution — for  the 
safety  of  the  troops  who  will  in  the  future  occupy  the  grounds  — 
all  sinks  should  be  destroyed  and  new  ones  erected  with  drains 
connecting  with  the  Niantic  River ;  these  sinks  could  be  flushed 
from  the  proposed  new  water  supply. 

This  new  water  supply  and  the  new  sinks  will  cost  consider- 
able, but  it  is  believed  that  the  taxpayers  of  the  State  will  very 
cheerfully  endorse  these  proposed  changes,  which  are  for  the 
protection  of  human  life. 

New  bath  houses  are  also  needed  to  replace  those  destroyed 
by  fire  during  Camp  Haven. 

Nearly  our  entire  number  of  tent  floors  are  in  bad  sanitary 
condition,  resulting  from  use  at  Camp  Haven,  and  new  floors 
will  have  to  be  procured  in  consequence. 
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STATE    ARSENAL. 

The  Arsenal  was  established  about  the  year  181 3,  and  the 
present  buildings  are  to-day  a  combination  of  the  original  struct- 
ures, with  additions  and  changes  made  during  subsequent  years, 
and  are  not  creditable  to  the  State,  either  from  a  military  or 
architectural  standpoint. 

In  view  of  its  importance  to  the  State,  in  case  of  emergency, 
the  present  arsenal  should  be  replaced  by  a  substantial  structure 
that  could  be  used  as  a  fortress  as  well  as  a  depository  of  all 
military  stores.  It  might  be  well  to  obtain  a  site  nearer  the  Cap- 
itol for  this  purpose,  and  arrange  for  offices  for  the  different 
military  departments. 

This  matter  of  a  new  arsenal  has  been  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  General  Assembly  many  times  in  the  past  by  officials 
of  the  State,  who  have  advised  replacing  the  old  buildings  with 
modern  ones.  It  was  presented  very  forcibly  to  the  General  As- 
sembly as  far  back  as  1864,  by  the  then  State  Auditors,  whose  duty 
it  was  to  examine  the  buildings. 

Thirty-one  years  later — April  15th,  1895 — the  State  Auditors 
reported  on  the  State  Arsenal  as  follows:  "The  buildings  are 
very  old,  but  are  in  as  good  condition  as  buildings  of  their  age 
can  be  kept.  They  are  not  adapted  to  the  modern  require- 
ments of  an  arsenal,  being  especially  weak  for  defensive  purposes. 

ARMORIES    OWNED    OR    LEASED    BY    THE    STATE. 

The  armories  owned  by  the  State  are  in  good  condition,  ex- 
cept those  used  for  mustering  out  the  United  States  troops; 
these  have  been  badly  abused,  and  will  need  thorough  interior 
cleaning  and  painting. 

The  leased  armories  need  only  the  routine  supervision. 

General  Order  No.  24,  A.  G.  O.,  dated  October  30th,  1897, 
promulgating  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
armories,  has  been  in  operation  for  nearly  a  year,  and  the  results 
show  it  to  have  been  a  long  step  taken  in  the  right  direction. 
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RIFLE     RANGES. 

Every  year  finds  it  harder  to  procure  suitable  ranges.  It  is 
earnestly  recommended  obtaining  one  or  two  centrally  located — 
State  wise — believing  the  expense  of  transporting  troops  to  and 
from,  will  be  less  than  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  present  system. 

STATE     DECORATIONS. 

The  qualifications  should  be  changed  or  the  regulations  more 
strictly  adhered  to,  or  both,  as  the  cost  is  now  more  than  it  would 
be  if  careful  supervision  was  given. 

Including  long  service  medals  the  cost  for  the  year  has  been 
$2,363.05. 

TENTS    AND     CAMP    EQUIPAGE. 

As  reported  last  year,  687  improved  common  tents  were  in  an 
unserviceable  condition,  as  the  total  tentage  then  reported  was 
887,  it  can  be  readily  seen  the  State  was  not  in  condition  to  prop- 
erly house  its  troops  for  active  service.  A  considerable  sum  will 
have  to  be  expended  at  once  in  this  direction. 

Five  hundred  mattresses  have  been  bought.  It  will  be  neces- 
sary to  purchase  2,500  new  mattresses  to  replace  that  number 
unfit  for  further  service  on  account  of  several  years  use,  and  pos- 
sible dangerous   condition,  having  been  issued  at  Camp  Haven. 

ARMS,     EQUIPMENTS    AND    UNIFORMS. 

In  accordance  with  General  Order  No.  7,  A.  G.  O.,  dated 
April  27th,  1898,  all  the  organizations  of  the  Connecticut  Na- 
tional Guard — except  the  Naval  Militia — turned  in  their  dress 
coats  and  helmets.  If  it  is  not  intended,  in  the  near  future,  to 
reissue  the  same,  they  should  be  sold,  as  they  are  rapidly  de- 
teriorating in  quality,  consequently  in  value. 

New  uniforms  will  have  to  be  purchased  for  the  returning 
troops,  and  will  be  an  extraordinary  large  item  of  expense  the 
coming  year. 

The  Springfield  Rifle  should  be  replaced  with  the  arm  finally 
adopted  by  the  United  States,  thereby  giving  our  troops  the  very 
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best  weapon.  Suggestions  of  last  year  are  renewed,  namely, 
Battery  "A"  needs  at  once  the  modern  steel  guns;  without  them 
the  battery  is  of  no  value  for  active  duty. 

The  four  sections  of  the  Machine  Gun  Battery  should  be 
equipped  with  the  most  modern  and  efficient  Gatling  guns  or 
other   rapid  fire  machine  guns. 

NAVAL    MILITIA. 

In  accordance  with  Special  Order  No.  98,  A.  G.  O.,  dated 
June  13th,  1898,  the  State  property  in  the  possesion  of  the  Naval 
Battalion,  was  partly  turned  in.  The  bonds  of  the  officers  respon- 
sible for  the  same  were  not  released,  as  ordered,  as  property  to 
the  amount  of  about  $500  was  not  accounted  for. 

ANNUAL    ENCAMPMENT. 

In  conformity  with  General  Order  No.  19,  A.  G.  O.,  dated 
August  23d,  1898,  this  department  consummated  arrangements 
for  transporting  and  sheltering  the  Connecticut  National  Guard 
at  the  State  Military  Rendezvous.  Fever  unexpectedly  appear- 
ing among  the  United  States  troops,  encamped  on  the  same 
ground,  your  very  prudent  General  Order  No.  21,  dated  Septem- 
ber 15th,  1898,  revoking  the  State  encampment  made  unnecessary 
further  effort  by  this, department. 

THE    WAR    BETWEEN    THE    UNITED    STATES    AND    SPAIN. 

On  April  1st,  1898,  as  verbally  requested  by  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  the  Naval  Battalion  received  the  first  attention  from  this 
department.  Active  measures  were  taken  and  completed,  placing 
the  organization  in  perfect  condition  so  far  as  uniforming  and 
equipping  were  concerned. 

As  ordered  in  par.  2,  Special  Order  No.  98,  A.  G.  O.,  dated 
June  13th,  1898,  there  were  issued  to  the  men  of  the  Naval  Bat- 
talion, who  voluntered  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  such 
articles  of  clothing  as  were  demanded  to  equip  them,  taking  their 
individual   receipt  therefore,   without   bonds,   said   receipt  being 
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attested  by  a  commissioned  officer.     The  value  of  this  property 

was  $7,375-63- 

Special  Order  No.  53,  A.  G.  O.,  dated  April  gth,  1898,  di- 
rected the  purchase,  as  soon  as  possible,  of  everything  required 
to  put  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  upon  a  war  footing.  From 
the  receipt  of  the  above  order  until  the  present  time  this  depart- 
ment has  labored  day  and  night  to  meet  every  demand,  and 
with  successful  results,  all  requisitions  being  filled  fully  and 
promptly.      The  detail  is  too  voluminous  to  spread  in  this  report. 

The  claim  of  this  department  against  the  United  States  is 
$123,662.19,  and  a  full  detailed  statement  of  the  same,  with 
original  vouchers,  has  been  lodged  with  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, at  Washington,  D.  C.  A  detailed  account  of  the  property 
issued  to  the  United  States  Volunteers,  and  which  is  a  part  of 
this  claim,  can  be  found  in  Table  No.  12,  of  this  report. 

soldier's  headstones  and   funeral  expenses. 
We  have  ordered  during  the  year  319  headstones,  the  cost  of 
which  is  $4,785.00;   of  this  number  285  have  been  erected,  and 
the  balance,  24,  will  be  erected  before  the  coming  winter. 

Applications  for  funeral  expenses  in  158  cases  have  been  ap- 
proved, and  the  claims,  amounting  to  $5,522.50  were  forwarded 
to  the  Comptroller  for  payment. 

Applications  have  been  made  to  this  office  to  provide  head- 
stones and  funeral  expenses  for  those  who  died  in  the  service  of  the 
the  United  States,  in  the  war  with  Spain,  but  under  the  law  as  it 
stands,  these  applications  could  not  be  approved.  It  is  recom. 
mended  that  the  burial  law  be  amended,  so  as  to  include  the 
Soldiers,  Sailors,  and  Marines  of  the  war  between  the  United 
States  and  Spain. 


I  desire  to  place  on  record  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
work  accomplished  by  Col.  Henry  C.  Morgan,  Ass't  Quartermas- 
ter-General, Mr.  M.  J.  Wise,  Chief  Clerk,  and  Capt.  George  A. 
Cornell,  State  Armorer.     Their  loyal,  honest  and  earnest  support 
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has  made  the  work  of  the  past  two  years  easier  for  me,  and  they 
are  entitled  to  future  recognition  from  the  standpoint  of  merit  and 
value,  and  I  heartily  recommend  them  to  my  successor. 


May  I  be  allowed,  in  closing  this  report,  to  congratulate  you 
upon  the  sturdy,  conservative  and  judicious  course  pursued  dur- 
ing your  administration — now  closing — particularly  the  past  year; 
if  success  has  been  achieved  in  any  department,  it  is  the  result  of 
your  co-operation  and  advice. 

I  desire  personally  as  well  as  officially  to  thank  you  for  un- 
varying consideration  and  courtesy,  and  trust  that  you  may  long 
enjoy  the  remembrance  of  your  success  as  Governor  and  Com- 
mander-in-Chief.
